The Manpower Review, Ontario Region is published bi- 
monthly by the Canada Department of Manpower and Immigra- 
tion. The objective of this publication is to present a comprehensive 
account of developments in the labour market of Ontario for the 
period under review. It is designed to be a readily available source 
of local labour market information, and at the same time to present 
an analysis of the effect of major labour market developments on 
the economy of Ontario.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


The number of persons unemployed in Ontario 
continued to rise between December and January as 
a smaller-than-usual decrease in employment was 
more than offset by an unusually large increase in 
the labour force. 


Total labour force increased by 29,000 from 
3,117,000 in December to 3,146,000 in January and 
was 164,000 higher than in January of last year. A 
rise in the labour force, particularly of the magnitude 
experienced this year, does not usually occur in the 
December-January period. The number of women in 
the labour force rose by 24,000 which accounted for 
the major portion of the total increase. The increase 
brought the number of women in the labour force to 
1,065,000 in January from 1,041,000 in December 
while the number of men increased slightly from 
2,076,000 to 2,081,000 during the same period. The 
labour force increase was concentrated primarily 
among 25-44 year-olds with smaller increases occur- 
ring among 20-24 year-olds and 45-64 year-olds. 
Other groups showed little change. 


Total employment in Ontario decreased by 
26,000 from 2,971,000 in December to 2,945,000 
in January, a smaller-than-usual decrease for this 
time of year. The number of employed men at 
1,935,000 in January was 35,000 lower than in 
December while employment of women rose from 
1,001,000 to 1,010,000 during the same period. 
Total employment rose by 87,000 or 3.0 per cent 
over the 2,858,000 recorded in January 1970. The 
net month-over-month reduction in employment was 
largely accounted for by drops of 14,000 among 
14-19 year-olds and 11,000 among 20-24 year-olds. 
Smaller decreases occurred in the 45-64 age group 
and among those aged 65 and over. A slight increase 
was recorded in employment in the 25-44 age group. 

The reduction in employment principally 
affected those engaged in non-agricultural activities 
as agricultural employment at 118,000 in January 
fluctuated only marginally from the 120,000 re- 
corded in December. Durable goods manufacturing 
experienced a decrease in employment between De- 
cember and January continuing to demonstrate the 
lack of buoyancy which was characteristic of this 
sector throughout 1970. Employment in non-durable 
goods manufacturing increased slightly between De- 
cember and January following a decrease of about 
the same amount in the November-December period. 
In other industrial sectors, construction employment 
experienced a seasonal decrease between December 


and January while community, business and personal 
services showed an increase. 


The net result of the fluctuations in labour force 
and employment was an increase in the number of 
persons unemployed in Ontario between December 
1970 and January 1971. Total unemployment rose 
by 55,000 from 146,000 in December to 201,000 in 
January and was 77,000 higher than in January of 
last year. The number of unemployed men rose by 
40,000 from 106,000 to 146,000 while unemploy- 
ment among women increased by 15,000 bringing 
the number from 40,000 to 55,000. 

The seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate in 
Ontario rose between December and January. This 
marked the third consecutive month-over-month in- 
crease. The January rate was 5.4 per cent, up from 
the 5.1 per cent recorded in December. The season- 
ally-adjusted unemployment rate for Canada de- 
creased from 6.6 per cent in December to 6.2 per 
cent in January. Ontario has consistently had a con- 
siderably lower unemployment rate than Canada in 
the past, although in recent months the gap has been 
narrowing as the Canadian rate stayed relatively 
stable from October to December and fell in January 
while the Ontario rate rose steadily in the October- 
January period. 


Latest available data from the monthly survey 
of establishments with 20 or more employees con- 
ducted by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics indi- 
cated that in November average weekly hours in 
manufacturing industries in Ontario stood at 40.0, 
down slightly from the 40.2 recorded in October. A 
slight decline is normal for the October-November 
period. Both the durables and non-durables com- 
ponents experienced decreases with average hours 
in durables declining from 40.8 in October to 40.4 
in November while the comparable figures for the 
non-durables sector were 39.6 and 39.4 respectively. 
Average hourly earnings in manufacturing increased 
from $3.23 in October to $3.25 in November. In the 
durable goods sector, average hourly earnings stood 
at $3.46, up from the $3.43 recorded in October, 
while average hourly earnings in the non-durables 
sector rose from $2.96 to $2.98 over the same 
period. 

Average hours worked per week in mining in 
Ontario remained stable at 41.5 between October 
and November; this is the highest level reached in 
1970 and was comparable to the 41.6 average weekly 
hours figure of November 1969. Average hourly 


earnings in mining stood at $4.01 in November, 
slightly higher than the $3.98 recorded in October. 


In construction, the average number of hours 
worked fell for the third consecutive month to 39.1 
in November from 40.4 in October. A decline is 
normal for this time of year. Average hourly earn- 
ings rose from $4.55 in October to $4.69 in Novem- 
ber. Urban housing starts in Ontario in January 
totalled 3,182, an increase of 68 per cent over the 
comparable figure for January 1970, according to 
preliminary figures released by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. This indicated some 
strength in the construction sector despite the normal 
seasonal drop in employment. 


In Toronto Metro the labour market continued 
to display weakness in the first two months of 1971. 
Activity was seasonally reduced in many industry 
divisions while manufacturing continued to suffer the 
effects of slack consumer demand. The reduction of 
interest and mortgage rates did not produce imme- 
diate results in the construction industry as many 
new projects will be delayed until spring. Vacancies 
registered at Canada Manpower Centres in the 
Metropolitan Toronto area were considerably below 
last year’s levels. Some demand was evident in the 
sales, clerical and service occupations. A continuing 
flow of immigrants and school drop-outs added to 
the growing number of professional and unskilled 
job-seekers. 


In Central Ontario, employment conditions gen- 
erally worsened during January and February with 
an increase in the number of job seekers and a de- 
crease in the number of notified vacancies at Canada 
Manpower Centres. Manufacturing showed no signi- 
ficant improvement and construction activity was at 
a seasonal low. The trade sector experienced a sea- 
sonal reduction in activity and employment following 
the Christmas season. 


Employment activity in the Georgian Bay area 
was at a low level. Construction was brought to a 
standstill until mid-February due to unusually 
severe weather conditions. While manufacturing re- 
mained static in most areas, the settlement of the 
industrial dispute in the automotive industry in De- 
cember resulted in some recalls at feeder plants in 
Collingwood. Very little new hiring occurred in the 
tourist industry despite increased winter sports activ- 
ity in the Parry Sound area. 
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In Northern Ontario the economy remained 
fairly buoyant throughout January and February as 
mining and steel manufacturing experienced a par- 
ticularly active period. Seasonal slowdowns were 
evident in retail sales, shipping and construction. The 
situation in the forestry industry was somewhat de- 
pressed, particularly in sawmills and pulp and paper 
production. 


A slight improvement was apparent in the per- 
formance of the economy of Eastern Ontario during 
the period under review. District employers reported 
more job vacancies than during November and De- 
cember and the number of clients without employ- 
ment registered at Canada Manpower Centres de- 
clined slightly. Seasonal slowdowns were evident in 
some industrial groups while cutbacks continued in 
the textile and aircraft parts industries. 


In the Niagara-Hamilton area, seasonal slow- 
downs in construction, transportation and agriculture 
combined with continuing sales and production un- 
certainties in the manufacturing sector to prolong the 
static employment picture. Hirings were principally 
in response to replacement and turnover demand, 
while plant closures occurred in primary metals, tex- 
tiles, and miscellaneous manufacturing industries. 
Here, as in other districts, the Department of Na- 
tional Revenue sought clerical staff for the processing 
of income tax returns. 


In Mid-Western Ontario, seasonal influences 
exerted a depressing effect on employment levels 
during January and February. The employment de- 
cline was mitigated somewhat by the return to higher 
levels of employment in the transportation equip- 
ment industry. Despite this, major areas of weakness 
persisted in several manufacturing sectors, particu- 
larly in consumer goods industries. The service 
sector experienced some employment fluctuations but 
among major institutional employers staff levels re- 
mained fairly stable. 


In Southwestern Ontario, 60 per cent of the 
Canada Manpower Centres, including London and 
Windsor, reported fewer vacancies notified during 
January than during December. Most centres re- 
ported limited and cautious hiring by firms in all 
industries. Layoffs in the district were mainly due 
to an attempt by firms to bring production into line 
with sales to reduce inventory buildups. 


OCCUPATIONAL SHORTAGES— ONTARIO 


Reports from the Canada Manpower Centres 
in Ontario continued to show a decline in the de- 
mand for labour. There were only eight occupations 
with 25 or more shortages in January 1971 as com- 
pared to nine in December 1970 and 12 in Novem- 
ber. The January 1971 figure is considerably below 
the 16 reported in January 1970. Compared with 
1969, the number of occupations in chronic shortage 
continued to be generally lower as is shown by the 
following table:

Except for general salesmen and hair stylists, 
now in the light category, all of the occupations ap- 


pearing in our January 1971 list were in shortage a 
year ago. The demand for general maids dropped 
considerably from the strong level in 1970 and is 
now classified as light. 


Five of the eight occupations listed in January 
1971 were categorized as light, two as moderate, and 
one as strong. There is still no change in the demand 
for insurance salesmen while company labourers who 
were in the moderate category in December 1970 
again appeared as strong in January 1971. Sudbury 
continues to be the prominent area for the demand 
for company labourers. In November and December 
1970, sewing machine operators, regular equipment, 
were listed as light. This occupation is now in moder- 
ate demand. There is a slight decline in the demand 
for general maids falling from moderate to light. 


Deletions from the list of shortages from De- 
cember to January included pipefitter and house-to- 
house salesman. The only new addition was miner 
which fell into the light category.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JANUARY — FEBRUARY 1971 


1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


The labour market of Metropolitan Toronto 
continued to display weakness in the first two months 
of 1971. All industries were feeling the impact of 
seasonal factors, and production schedules in many 
manufacturing plants were set up to take account of 
existing inventories and slack consumer demand. 
Although interest rates eased considerably and mort- 
gage rates were lowered, new construction projects 
will be delayed until spring. Thus, employment in 
manufacturing and construction — the two industries 
most closely tied to the growth of the economy — 
dropped markedly. In the Canada Manpower 
Centres in Metropolitan Toronto, registered vacancies 
were from ten to thirty per cent below last year, and 
many of the jobs offered were of short duration or 
were for part-time work. Demand in January was 
heaviest in the sales, clerical and service occupations. 
A continuing flow of immigrants and school drop- 
outs contributed to a growing number of professional 
and unskilled job seekers. 


In the manufacturing industries, employment 
conditions continued to be depressed. Demand for 
top skilled trades, such as machinists and _tool- 
makers, was sporadic, and most of the hiring activity 
was limited to unskilled occupations on a replace- 
ment basis. The tight employment situation brought 
about a substantial increase in the number of clients 
seeking apprenticeship, but very few opportunities 
were offered. 

In the food processing sector, Canada Packers 
Limited laid off 90 male and 75 female employees 
who are expected to be recalled in the spring. Simi- 
larly, Swift Canada Company Limited laid off 30 
workers as a result of the normal seasonal drop in 
business. Quaker Oats Company of Canada Limited 
of Peterborough announced the phasing out of its 
pet food plant in Streetsville which will affect 76 
employees. On the other hand, Kraft Foods Limited 
of Montreal bought a 100-acre site in Mississauga 
to build a 325,000 sq. ft. plant at a cost of $3.5 
million. Staff requirements have not yet been dis- 
closed. 

In the furniture industry, Sklar Manufacturing 
Limited is building a 60,000 sq. ft. plant on Clayson 
Road. Upon completion, scheduled for June, they 
expect to employ a staff of 150 there. In spite of the 
expected upswing of demand in this sector not mater- 


ializing after the January furniture show, cabinet- 
making experienced a slight rise with employers 
demanding highly qualified workers at low rates. 
There continued to be a demand for upholsterers. 

In the manufacture of motor vehicle parts, nego- 
tiators for the United Auto Workers accepted, on 
January 25, an 18-month no-wage-increase settle- 
ment at Canadian Acme Screw and Gear Limited in 
Weston as an alternative to a permanent closing of 
the plant which would have affected 1,000 em- 
ployees. The company lost a contract for transmis- 
sions and stated that they could not afford any in- 
crease in costs. Frigidaire Products of Canada Limi- 
ted has now completely vacated the electrical appli- 
ance field and is operating as Delco Canada Division 
of General Motors as a parts manufacturer. Their 
staff of 1,100 was reduced by 200, fifty-eight of 
whom have obtained employment at General Motor’s 
Oshawa plant. 

The largest hiring activity was in the garment 
industry which was concentrating on sportswear and 
spring styles. However, Rose Marx Brassieres 
Limited of Toronto went into receivership and laid 
off 200 employees. 

On February 23, Massey-Ferguson Limited 
announced its decision to lay off 500 workers for 
a minimum of three weeks at the beginning of 
March, to be followed by a further layoff of 400 
about mid-March. The number of persons to be 
affected represents about 50 per cent of the work 
force at the Toronto plant. The company wants to 
bring inventories of agricultural implements into 
balance. 

The electrical products sector continued to 
show little change. Precision Electronic Components 
Limited of Toronto will have its plant shut down by 
the end of this year; approximately 75 employees 
will be affected. SCM (Canada) Limited reopened 
January 11 after a December closedown due to a 
surplus of typewriters on the market, but 50 of the 
workers have remained on indefinite layoff. In Janu- 
ary, Control Data of Canada Limited began to build 
an $11.4 million research, development and manu- 
facturing centre in the new town of Meadowvale, 
at the intersection of the Macdonald-Cartier Free- 
way and Mississauga Road. Staffing requirements are 
as yet unknown. 

In the building products sector, Systems Con- 
struction Limited of Milton temporarily laid off 117 
production workers because of a shortage of supplies. 
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In the construction industry, new developments 
are not expected until spring. Although a great num- 
ber of projects were in various stages of completion, 
demand for construction workers was limited to a 
few specialty trades. Registered vacancies dropped 
considerably in parts of the city, but the skilled 
tradesmen, such as bricklayers, carpenters and 
plumbers, are largely employed. Most severely hit 
by lack of employment are general labourers. 

One of the major building developments in 
1971 will be in Richmond Hill. A start is planned 
this spring on 1,756 housing units by B.A.I.F. Asso- 
ciates at a total cost of $2.5 million. Also planned is a 
major shopping centre at Carville Road and Yonge 
Street. The Sheppard-Yonge corner is to undergo a 
multi-million dollar transformation, including a com- 
mercial office and apartment complex, a theater, and 
new restaurants. A hotel nearby is contemplated. 

Another development, to be known as Univer- 
sity City, is under construction at Keele Street and 
Finch Avenue. The complex, scheduled for com- 
pletion in about two years, will accommodate 3,600 
people in 195 town houses and 919 condominium 
apartments. It is being built by Cadillac Develop- 
ment Corporation Limited, with the Ontario govern- 
ment providing $24 million in mortgage money. 


In the transportation, communications and util- 
ities sector, activity was at a seasonal low. There 
was some demand for light delivery truck drivers 
and for driver-salesmen from food companies. In 
air transport, Air Canada has laid off 52 station 
attendants and 81 passenger agents in the Toronto 
area. 


Activity declined in retail trade following the 
Christmas season, although stock clearing and an- 
nual sales created some demand. Employers’ at- 
tempts to reduce costs have resulted in the hiring 
of part-time rather than full-time employees. There 
was a slight increase in demand for material handlers 
and warehouse workers. The new Sherway Plaza in 
Etobicoke continued recruitment of workers. The 
anticipated staff of 2,500 persons will comprise 
workers transferred from other locations as well as 
new recruits. A new labour contract with A & P 
Stores was ratified by employees, members of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher Workers 
of North America, following a 15-day labour dispute. 


The community, business and personal services 
sector recovered to some extent from its 1970 low. 
Demand was greatest from the personal services 
industries such as laundries and drycleaners, hair- 
dressers, and food outlets. Demand continued for 
live-in domestics and housekeepers. On the other 


hand, demand for janitors, porters and security 
guards slackened considerably. 

Technological change has had a noticeable im- 
pact on the staffing of large data processing com- 
panies. Requirements have shifted towards systems 
specialists as opposed to programmers as firms have 
proceeded toward integrated control systems. As a 
result, graduates from institutes of technology and 
community colleges have been hired instead of 
general B.A. graduates. 


In the professional, technical and managerial 
occupations, most employers were demanding high 
educational qualifications and several years of Cana- 
dian experience before considering candidates even 
for junior positions. Clients registered at various 
Canada Manpower Centres continue to reflect the 
reduced level of employment activity. There was a 
noticeable decrease in opportunities at the middle- 
management level. A slight demand continued for 
draftsmen, technicians and engineers. Cutbacks in 
advertising and sales costs reduced the need for 
senior marketing personnel, and several executives 
accepted positions below their previous income 
levels. No vacancies were notified in the medical oc- 
cupations, while social workers were in fair demand. 


CENTRAL ONTARIO 


Employment conditions worsened throughout 
Central Ontario during January and February with 
an increase in job-seekers and a decrease in notified 
vacancies at Canada Manpower Centres. Manufac- 
turing in general continued slow with few firms re- 
porting higher production. In the trade sector, stores 
experienced a very quiet period after Christmas and 
some were forced to lay off permanent as well as 
temporary employees. The construction industry — 
owing to the winter season — remained generally dull. 


In agriculture, conditions remained virtually 
unchanged. A shortage of skilled farm workers still 
persisted in the Newmarket area, while vacancies 
have been at a low level at Brampton where local 
apple growers continued to express concern over 
production costs causing loss of home and export 
markets. 


In the manufacturing industries, a few layoffs 
affecting 20 to 50 persons in each of the approxi- 
mately 15 plants involved were largely counter- 
balanced by the fact that most of the more than 
1,300 workers laid off by feeder companies during 
the General Motors of Canada Limited dispute were 
recalled. While American Motors (Canada) Limited 
continued its short shutdowns in the new year and 
reduced the work force by 88 assembly workers 


owing to slow sales, Chrysler Canada Limited (auto 
trim division), Ajax, indicated that 30 to 40 addi- 
tional power sewing machine operators will be re- 
quired during the year to meet increased production 
levels. In addition, Ford Motor Company of Canada 
Limited in Oakville will require men in a new trade 
designation: electrical weld repair technician. The 
Oakville plant, chosen for initial engineering and 
production start-up of model runs during 1971, will 
need a number of skilled tradesmen in the welding, 
millwright and electrician categories. However, 105 
assemblers were laid off by Ford effective January 15 
owing to production schedule adjustment. 

Among the major wage settlements which oc- 
curred in the period under review, the contract be- 
tween Ford and the United Auto Workers — the last 
of the three major agreements — was virtually the 
same as that with General Motors. After a 94-day 
strike, a labour contract was negotiated between 
Consumers’ Gas Company and the International 
Chemical Workers’ Union on February 18. The 
contract provides for an immediate raise of 25-29¢ 
per hour in the three different wage categories, to 
be followed by yearly increases of 22-28¢ until its 
expiration in 1973. Other settlements of labour dis- 
putes were reached at Domtar Packaging Limited 
of Bramalea, at the Oshawa Times, and at P. L. 
Robertson Manufacturing Company Limited of 
Milton. Agreement on a one-year wage freeze was 
accepted in January at the Dunlop Canada Limited 
tire plant at Whitby by about 500 hourly-rated and 
70 unionized office employees, as the result of a 
compromise on the company’s original proposal for 
a 10 per cent wage cut. 

A few industrial expansion projects are likely 
to create new jobs. Ram Partitions Limited in 
Brampton expects its 23,000 sq. ft. plant expansion 
to be completed by March and to hire about 20 
additional workers. Gage Stationery Limited — a sub- 
sidiary of W. I. Gage Limited — moved its operations 
to Georgetown and is expected to add 100 people 
to its present staff of 36. 


The construction industry remained at a stand- 
still in the Newmarket, Oakville and Oshawa areas 
and construction workers were laid off. In contrast, 
activity was brisk in the Brampton area, and many 
housing developments — mostly under the H.O.M.E. 
plan—were in the completion stage in Bramalea. 
The projects include two new schools, a district 
shopping centre and 252 single family housing units 
in southwest Brampton. As Toronto subcontractors 
brought their workers with them, there was little 
additional employment for local tradesmen. 
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In the transportation, communication and util- 
ities sector, transporters of vehicles and parts were 
gradually recalling their drivers; further recalls were 
dependent upon automobile and feeder plants’ future 
production schedules. 


In the retail trade sector, business dropped off 
at the outset of the new year and the few existing 
vacancies were for part-time work. 


In the community, business and personal service 
sector, there was still a constant demand for live-in 
housekeepers together with a shortage of registered 
nursing assistants. 


Registrations in the professional, technical and 
managerial occupations remained high both in the 
Oakville and Oshawa areas. Vacancies declined an 
average of 30 per cent from a year earlier; openings 
were limited and required particular backgrounds. 
However, vacancies for office personnel — particu- 
larly bookkeepers, accounting clerks and keypunch 
operators — showed a slight increase. Demand for 
draftsmen from engineering firms in Oshawa indi- 
cated that consultants were preparing for a con- 
struction start. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


Employment activity in the Georgian Bay Eco- 
nomic Region was at a low level at the beginning 
of the year, and the number of vacancies notified to 
Canada Manpower Centres declined. The construc- 
tion industry was brought to a standstill until mid- 
February due to unusually severe weather conditions. 
While manufacturing remained static in most areas, 
the automotive settlement of last December resulted 
in a number of recalls at the Collingwood feeder 
plants. Increased winter sports activity benefited the 
hospitality industry in the Parry Sound region to a 
considerable extent, but did not lead to new hirings. 


In the manufacturing industries, automotive 
parts manufacturers made up for production lost 
during the General Motors strike. L.O.F. Glass of 
Canada Limited at Collingwood was again operating 
at full capacity after the recall of its staff of 500. 
Also, Daal Specialties (Collingwood) Limited re- 
called its 500 workers and was contemplating the 
hiring of 75 additional people. Motorola (Ontario) 
Limited, a manufacturer of car radios at Colling- 
wood, recalled all of the 91 workers previously on 
layoff, and started to recruit 150 assemblers. On the 
other hand, Canadian Motor Lamp Company Limi- 
ted at Bracebridge laid off 64 factory workers in 
January for a period of two weeks in an attempt 
to reduce inventory during the threatened Ford dis- 
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pute. About 50 workers out of a staff of 120 are 
still out of work at Heywood-Wakefield of Canada 
Limited, a manufacturer of transportation seating 
at Orillia. Whitaker Cable of Canada Limited at 
Owen Sound laid off 130 workers in January. The 
company expects to install a new conveyor line in 
March and to hire 30-40 female workers. 

In the metal fabricating sector, Aluminum 
Company of Canada Limited (Wire and Cable Divi- 
sion) of Bracebridge was proceeding with the hiring 
of workers for their new plant which is expected to 
provide employment for 60 people. A contract has 
been signed for the training-in-industry of 20 ma- 
chine operators. Otaco Limited, a manufacturer of 
alloy castings in Orillia, has announced the layoff of 
70 workers for a 13-week period due to lack of 
orders. Wayne Forge Limited has moved from Rex- 
dale to Orillia, occupying space at the Otaco plant. 
It is anticipated that 20 or more jobs for skilled 
workers will be created. 

In the paper and allied products sector, the new 
tissue paper plant of Kimberley-Clark of Canada 
Limited in Bracebridge was proceeding with the 
training of its 63 workers for a production start-up 
in April. 

Canadian Shipbuilding and Engineering Limi- 
ted has been awarded several contracts for its Col- 
lingwood shipyards. The staff, reduced to 136 by 
last December, will be gradually built up to 850 
by recalls. 

In the rubber products sector, Mansfield- 
Denman General Limited of Barrie was carrying out 
the second phase of its expansion program. Present 
tire production of 6,300 units per day is expected 
to be doubled by the end of this year. Also, work 
was started on a $2 million office building. Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company of Canada Limited at 
Owen Sound laid off 30 production workers in 
January because of slow auto sales. 

In the chemical products sector, the usual 
January recall by the commercial explosives division 
of Canadian Industries Limited at Nobel did not 
materialize, and a further layoff of 35 workers re- 
duced the staff to 105. The company has reported 
a decline in orders. 


In the construction industry, most of the on- 
going work was halted as a result of adverse 
weather conditions, but some new projects were in 
the planning stage. At Collingwood, plans were dis- 
closed for three major developments: 400 to 600 
condominium units, 50 cottages and a mixed com- 
mercial-residential complex. In Orillia, tenders were 
called by the Ontario Department of Public Works 
for a courtroom and a probation office. In the Owen 
Sound area, the town of Southampton applied to the 


Ontario Water Resources Commission for approval 
for an early summer start of a sanitary sewage sys- 
tem to cost $1.6 million. Also, the construction of 
the Amabel-Hepworth Central School is expected to 
start, and an addition to the Meaford General Hos- 
pital providing 75 beds is scheduled for construc- 
tion in April. Several extensions to Highways #400 
and #35 were planned in the Barrie and Bracebridge 
areas. 


In the transportation, communications and util- 
ities sector, rail transportation increased in the Parry 
Sound area with the closing of the navigation season. 
Also, road transportation of petroleum products for 
northern distribution increased considerably. 


In the community, business and personal service 
sector, vacancies notified to Canada Manpower 
Centres were markedly reduced in January. Despite 
a fairly active winter in recreational sports in the 
Muskoka and Parry Sound areas, and increased 
business in lodges and motels, the hospitality in- 
dustry did not hire new employees. In Orillia, the 
new F. W. Woolworth store, scheduled to open in 
March, has almost completed the recruiting of its 
staff of 20; some vacancies for pharmacy and general 
sales occupations were still open. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


The economy of Northern Ontario remained 
relatively buoyant during January and February 
despite seasonal slowdowns in retail sales, shipping 
and construction. Most other sectors remained quite 
active, particularly mining and steel manufacturing. 
The main exception to this favourable pattern was 
the forestry industry where sawmill activity, and to 
a lesser extent pulp and paper production, were 
somewhat depressed. 


Heavy snowfalls during the latter part of Janu- 
ary severely curtailed cutting and hauling operations 
in the forestry sector. In the Sudbury and North Bay 
areas, most sawmills ceased production in early 
December and few expect to start up again before 
early May. One bright spot over the past ten months 
for the lumber industry has been the buoyant sales 
pattern experienced by producers in the Timmins 
area. As a result of this favourable sales position, 
Rudolph McChesney Lumber Company planned to 
expand their operations with a new $1 million mill 
producing 20 million board feet a year, and provid- 
ing 50 new jobs. Cochrane Enterprises, also in the 
Timmins area, added 15 employees to handle several 


new large orders for plywood received since January 
Ist. 


In other forestry developments, the Weyerhau- 
ser sawmill at Big Jocko in the North Bay area 
was recently destroyed by fire, putting 26 mill work- 
ers and 40 loggers out of work. Rebuilding plans 
had not been formalized at time of writing. In north- 
western Ontario, union negotiations have been suc- 
cessfully concluded with the woodlands division of 
all major companies. 


In mining, exploration activity continued in 
the Sturgeon Lake and Winisk River areas of north- 
western Ontario. With the exception of the New 
Liskeard area, experienced miners are in strong 
demand. The International Nickel Company is 
currently mounting a recruiting drive in Southern 
Ontario and Western Canada for 400 workers for 
its Sudbury operations. In the New Liskeard area, 
the Cobalt Refinery is scheduled to cease operations 
on March 31, 1971. The low grade of ore from 
the area precludes economic recovery of the silver 
at prevailing world prices. Ninety men will be direct- 
ly affected. 


A strong correlation was apparent between 
industrial growth and construction activity. In the 
Fort Frances, Timmins, Sault Ste. Marie and Sud- 
bury areas, large industrial expansions are currently 
in progress. In these areas construction tradesmen 
are experiencing high levels of employment, notwith- 
standing the fact that winter is fully entrenched. 
Sudbury was one of only four centres in Canada that 
showed an increase in housing starts in 1970 as 
compared to 1969. In Sault Ste. Marie, the value of 
building in 1970 exceeded that of 1969 by SO per 
cent and the area is currently experiencing a short- 
age of certain categories of skilled tradesmen, par- 
ticularly pipefitters. 

For the year 1971, the latter areas should main- 
tain their current momentum. At Sault Ste. Marie, 
local architectural offices indicate a large volume of 
projects for 1971. Four hundred men will be re- 
quired for two and a half months to reline the 
Number 5 Blast Furnace at Algoma Steel Corpora- 
tion Limited, and in addition Algoma recently 
awarded the contract for a new oxygen furnace to 
Dominion Bridge Company Limited of Montreal. 
Erection of the 14,000 tons of structural steel in- 
volved in this structure is to commence in May and 
be completed within nine months. The main projects 
in Sudbury, Timmins and Fort Frances are con- 
tinuations of major expansions under way prior to 
this year. 


There have been few significant developments 
in the manufacturing sector over the last couple of 
months. Employment in the steel industry at Sault 
Ste. Marie has been unusually strong for this time 
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of year partly due to the settlement of the General 
Motors strike. 

Abitibi Panel Products of Sturgeon Falls per- 
manently laid off approximately 105 persons, half 
of whom have been absorbed by Sudbury mining 
companies. Abitibi, which is the town’s only major 
employer, will, with the reduced staff, attempt to 
return the plant to profitability over the next few 
months. The recent layoff at Abitibi Panel Products 
generated further layoffs among local businesses who 
are bearing the repercussions of dwindling local 
incomes. 

The Great Lakes navigational season at Thun- 
der Bay closed on December 26, 1970 resulting in 
the layoff of 220 elevator workers and 150 steve- 
dores. Because the elevators are rapidly approaching 
their maximum storage capacity, further layoffs in 
this sector are anticipated. However, ship crew call- 
backs are expected to commence two weeks earlier 
than normal this year due to the wintering of the 
government icebreaker Alexander Henry at Thunder 
Bay. The ship should start clearing harbour ice 
during the early part of March. 


Wholesale and retail trade was very strong in 
December with a normal seasonal slowdown occur- 
ring in January. Staff were laid off and others were 
shifted from full-time to part-time, particularly in 
the grocery trade where the supermarket price war 
continued. Auto sales remained very spotty. The sale 
of snowmobiles has begun a seasonal decline. At 
Thunder Bay, Zeller’s Stores began recruiting some 
200 staff for their new shopping centre store through 
the local Canada Manpower Centre. 

Both the Sault Ste. Marie and Fort Frances 
areas reported excellent catches by commercial 
fishermen in the period under review. Prices are 
high and profits appear substantial. The extremely 
cold weather has made possible an early start for 
fishing and has also provided access to the far reach- 
es of many lakes. 

The outlook for the approaching tourist season 
is favourable. Bookings are running on a par with 
last year. The Thunder Bay area should receive a 
boost with the recent announcement by the Ontario 
Government of its intention to reconstruct Old Fort 
William as an historical site at a cost of over $5 
million. The fort, which could become an important 
tourist attraction, will be located 22 miles up the 
Kam River from the original site. Construction will 
commence this year. 


3 — EASTERN ONTARIO 


Most indicators of the East District’s economic 
activity pointed to a mild improvement during Janu- 
ary and February. District employers reported more 
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job vacancies than during November and December, 
and there was a slightly reduced number of unem- 
ployed persons registered with the Canada Man- 
power Centres. Offsetting these gains were the effects 
of the normal seasonal slowdown and the continuing 
cutbacks of the District’s textile and aircraft parts 
industries. On balance, however, there were clear 
signs that the economy strengthened. 


In the construction sector, building permits 
issued were generally above 1969 levels except in 
Pembroke, Napanee, Hawkesbury and Cobourg, 
with new residential housing leading the increase. 
Cold weather hampered much activity forcing many 
projects to be postponed till spring. Highlights of 
new contracts include a $9 million bridge for 
Ottawa-Hull, a $2.5 million extension of Trent Uni- 
versity, Peterborough, and two $1.5 million nursing 
home projects in Ottawa and Peterborough. There 
continued to be a surplus of construction manpower 
except for localized shortages of roofers and carpen- 
ters. The outlook for this spring is bright, especially 
in Cornwall where a new town hall, court house, and 
harbour improvements are being planned. 


In the manufacturing sector, the transportation 
equipment industry was very weak, while the chemi- 
cal, electronic and wood product industries posted 
gains. Renfrew Aircraft and Engineering Limited, 
an aircraft parts manufacturer, will completely phase 
out its operations by March 31 affecting approxi- 
mately 250 workers including many tool and die 
makers, draftsmen, machinists and other skilled 
tradesmen. There is little opportunity for alternative 
employment in the local area, although there is a 
demand for some of these skills in other parts of 
Ontario. In Trenton, Canadian Flight Equipment 
Limited, an aircraft seat manufacturer, laid off 20 
skilled machine shop workers, while in Napanee, 
Napanee Industries Limited laid off 75 men at its 
railway equipment division. These cutbacks reflect 
the severe retrenchment now occurring in the indus- 
try due to a world wide reduction of orders and the 
subsequent increase in competition. 

In the chemical industry, Pfizer Company 
Limited, Cornwall, announced it would build a $1 
million plant to produce citric acid, and in Belle- 
ville, Mobile Oil Canada Limited is to build a $1.5 
million plastics packaging plant. Both plants are to 
be completed during 1971 and will employ a total 
of approximately 60 at full capacity, providing em- 
ployment opportunities for chemical engineers, tech- 
nicians and chemical process workers. On the other 
hand, DuPont of Canada Limited, Kingston, con- 
tinued to reduce staff due to poor markets for its 
nylon and other continuous filament yarns. Employ- 


ment at the plant reached a peak of 2,300 in 1968- 
69 while only 1,800 are now on staff. The firm now 
feels, however, that there will be no further cutbacks 
as a streamlining program involving a link up with 
the Celanese Company Limited will enable the firm 
to concentrate its efforts on fewer products, thus 
increasing the length of its production runs and 
improving the firm’s competitiveness. 

The District’s electronic and electric product 
industries showed a general employment increase 
except for Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited, Peterborough, where 208 were laid off 
because of declining consumer demand. However, 
company officials hope the recent uptrend in con- 
sumer spending and housing starts will enable the 
firm to recall workers by mid-1971. In Brockville, 
Automatic Electric (Canada) Limited, a communi- 
cations equipment manufacturer, increased its em- 
ployment by 200 largely due to a strike at the firm’s 
parent plant in Chicago, while Northern Electric 
Company Limited, Kingston, continued to staff its 
wire cable division with 200 vacancies being filled. 
The firm will continue recruitment until its full re- 
quirements of 800-1000 persons are met. (See July- 
August issue of Manpower Review, Ontario Region 
for further details.) 

In the wood and wood products industry, Kala- 
dar Planing Mills Limited, a logging and chip mill 
in the Belleville area, will be in operation by May 
and will employ a total of 200 workers including 
wood cutters. Two new woodworking plants, each 
to employ 75 persons, are being planned for Renfrew 
and Lindsay; in Renfrew, sauna lodges and cedar 
doors are to be manufactured, while in Lindsay, 
Ready Wood Products Limited is to manufacture 
kitchen cabinets. 

Employment in the industries subject to high 
seasonal influences reacted predictably: snowmobile 
manufacturers began seasonal cutbacks in early 
February, while lawn chair and golf equipment pro- 
ducers recruited staff, mostly semi-skilled assembly 
workers, during the period. 

Manpower demand was high for experienced 
electronics engineers, civil and electronic draftsmen, 
stationary engineers, fully qualified tool and die 
makers, qualified assemblers, and sewing machine 
operators, while there was a general surplus of in- 
experienced factory workers and other unskilled 
personnel. 


In the service sector, shortages of good unilin- 
gual and bilingual secretaries and clerks were ex- 
perienced, especially in the Ottawa area. There was 
a pressing need for auto body repairmen, mechanics, 
medical technologists, computer programmers, com- 
mission salesmen, janitors, and waitresses willing to 


work evenings. The continuing growth of the nur- 
sing home industry increased demand for nursing 
aides, orderlies and other related paramedical skills. 
Most of this demand occurred in Ottawa, Peter- 
borough, Carleton Place and Cornwall. 

The District’s already large research and devel- 
opment facilities were given a major boost with the 
announcement in January of the formation of Bell- 
Northern Electric Research Limited. The new cor- 
poration will constitute the largest privately owned 
research and development laboratories in Canada 
with an annual budget of approximately $36 million 
and a staff of 1,800. The large majority of the staff 
will be acquired from the old Northern Electric 
Laboratories in Ottawa with little outside recruit- 
ment being necessary. Company officials stated that 
the reorganization, by separating research and de- 
velopment from the service and manufacturing op- 
erations of the industry, will enable researchers to 
improve their ability to respond quickly to discov- 
eries and advances in world communications. 


In the public service sector, the Federal Govern- 
ment announced plans to boost its payroll by 8,000 
employees during the 1971-72 fiscal year raising 
total federal public service employment to approxi- 
mately 250,000. About one-third of the new em- 
ployees will be in the Ottawa-Hull area. The largest 
increases will be in the External Affairs Department 
where authorized man-years have been increased 
to 4,083 from 3,030 for 1970-71, and in the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics where the increase is 
to 5,464 compared to 3,738 last fiscal year. 


4 — NIAGARA — HAMILTON — 
MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA—HAMILTON 


In January and February, seasonal slowdowns 
in construction, transportation and agriculture com- 
bined with continuing sales and production uncer- 
tainties in the manufacturing sector to prolong the 
static employment picture in the Niagara Region. 
Hirings were principally in response to replacement 
and turnover demand, while plant closures occurred 
in primary metals, textiles, and miscellaneous manu- 
facturing industries. 


In primary industries, seasonal slowdowns oc- 
curred in agriculture and fishing, while local quarries 
displayed unusual strength for this time of year. In 
Port Colborne, receipt of a large railway bed con- 
tract led R. E. Law Crushed Stone Limited to recall 
65 workers in February, two months earlier than 
normal. 
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In manufacturing, reduction in activity was evi- 
dent in canneries and food processors. In contrast, 
confectionery and candy makers in Hamilton and 
Brantford encountered significant production and 
employment activity in preparation for Easter sales. 

The local textile industry continued to display 
the diversity of fortunes which characterized the 
industry in late 1970. Subdued employment activity 
among fabric and spinning mills reflected firms’ un- 
certainties concerning the forthcoming recommenda- 
tions of the Government’s Textile and Clothing 
Board. In Dundas, the effects of growing imports 
were apparent in January as 60 employees, most of 
them female, were released following the closure of 
the S. Lennard and Sons Limited underwear knitting 
mill. Other apparel manufacturers, however, main- 
tained production and employment strength. During 
1970, for example, employment increased by 10 per 
cent at Hamilton’s Coppley Noyes and Randall 
Limited, a sizeable manufacturer of men’s apparel. 

Developments in the rubber products industry 
were to some extent dependent upon improvements 
in the automobile industry. Twenty-three employees 
of Mansfield-Denman General Company Limited, 
Industrial Products Division, in Welland, remained 
on layoff pending an increase in orders expected to 
accompany the improving fortunes of the local auto 
industry. Firestone Tire and Rubber Company of 
Canada Limited, Hamilton, engaged in limited hir- 
ings in January and February. 

In contrast to the limited activity in the paper 
industry, centred in St. Catharines, employment in 
the local wood products sector was bolstered by the 
opening of three new furniture manufacturing firms, 
two in Hamilton and one in Welland. These created 
over 50 new jobs in the two communities. 

Hirings in the primary metals industry reflected 
mainly replacement and turnover demand. Produc- 
tion levels were maintained at the International 
Nickel Company of Canada Limited at Port Col- 
borne, the Steel Company of Canada Limited at 
Hamilton, and the Atlas Steel Company Division, 
Rio Algom Mines Limited at Welland. An exception 
was the Steel Company of Canada, Welland Tubes 
Works, Welland, which added a fourth shift of 40 
men (mostly recalls) in response to an order for 
large diameter pipe. James United Industries, James 
Steel Division, Port Robinson, was closed in early 
February following unsuccessful attempts to find a 
buyer. About 85 employees were affected. Despite 
this closure, the area’s steel industry regards 1971 
with optimism. An improvement in the demand for 
construction materials and consumer durables is ex- 
pected to increase domestic steel requirements, while 
increased export sales are also anticipated. 
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Production and employment levels in the metal 
fabricating industry continued to lag during J anuary 
and February. The American Can Company Limited 
plant in Niagara Falls released 25 machinists and 
machine operators during the period under review. 
A total of 72 workers were affected by the closure 
of two Hamilton firms, Serco Engineering Limited 
and Selkirk Metalbestos Limited, as production 
rationalization resulted in the transfer of operations 
to plants elsewhere. Conversely, Port Colborne area 
machine shops encountered shortages of machinists 
for ship repair activities. 

Machinery manufacturers continued to increase 
employment. Otis Elevator Company Limited in 
Hamilton experienced a 10 per cent staff increase 
in 1970 resulting in a current employment of 1,200 
workers. While BLH-Canada Limited, Dundas, re- 
duced recruitment in the wake of technical problems 
affecting a current order, receipt of a new machinery 
contract from a Quebec paper mill was expected to 
maintain production and employment levels. 

In the agricultural equipment sector, limited 
hiring occurred at Massey-Ferguson Industries 
Limited (Verity Works) at Brantford. In Hamilton, 
slight improvements were apparent at the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company of Canada Limited plant 
where 50 workers were recalled despite a one-week 
layoff of 1,400 employees resulting from a parts 
shortage occasioned by a labour dispute at the firm’s 
American operations. Three hundred of the firm’s 
employees remain on layoff due to the depressed 
North American agricultural equipment market. 

The local transportation equipment sector ex- 
perienced improvements in activity levels. Fleet 
Manufacturing Limited, Fort Erie, undertook limited 
recalls bringing the current employment level to 
450 workers. National Steel Car Corporation Limi- 
ted, Hamilton, maintained strong production activity 
despite a one-week layoff of 150 workers following 
completion of a large contract. 

Canadian Westinghouse Company Limited, the 
district’s major electrical products firm, displayed a 
continuing manpower demand which reflected the 
on-going strength of its generator and transformer 
operations. In Saltfleet, the John Inglis Company 
Limited hired 22 additional workers to meet in- 
creased production schedules following the termina- 
tion of a lengthy labour dispute. In contrast, Brant- 
ford’s United-Carr Canada Limited began the first 
of a series of seasonal layoffs following completion 
of the firm’s 1971 auto components contracts. 

In other manufacturing sectors, lagging sales of 
glass containers led to the continuation of a five- 
month layoff of 100 workers at Dominion Glass 
Company Limited in Hamilton. In Brantford, import 


competition has led Sterling Actions and Keys 
Limited, makers of piano parts, to announce a plant 
phase-out by March 31, which will release 70 em- 
ployees. 


Seasonal inactivity prevailed in the construction 
industry during January and February, with residen- 
tial construction being particularly affected. While 
Federal funds for low-income housing prompted 
increased housing starts in late 1970, subsequent 
cold weather has reduced activity and employment 
levels in this subsector. Road, bridge and sewer con- 
struction projects have been similarly affected, al- 
though earth moving operations associated with the 
Welland Canal reconstruction have continued. In the 
Hamilton area, large plant expansions at Dominion 
Foundries and Steel Company Limited and the Steel 
Company of Canada Limited contributed to a strong 
demand for unionized tradesmen, while surpluses 
of non-unionized personnel, especially carpenters, 
bricklayers and labourers, were apparent. 


In the trade sector, post-Christmas sales activity 
supported retail employment levels in early January, 
but subsequent reductions in sales levels resulted in 
layoffs, decreased hirings, and shorter hours of work. 
In addition, the price war among food retailing 
chains has begun to reduce employment levels in 
this sector as employers attempt to decrease costs 
by paring wage bills. This situation was aggravated 
by a 15-day strike of butchers and meatcutters 
against the Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company 
Limited which closed several A & P Food Stores in 
the area. Following the strike, employees returned to 
work in limited numbers as business warranted. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


Seasonal influences exerted a depressing effect 
on employment levels in Mid-Western Ontario dur- 
ing January and February. However, the employ- 
ment decline was mitigated somewhat by the return 
to higher levels of employment in the transportation 
equipment industry. Despite this, major areas of 
weakness persisted in several areas in manufactur- 
ing, particularly in the consumer goods industries. 
The service sector also experienced some employ- 
ment fluctuations, but, among major institutional 
employers, staff levels remained stable. 


In manufacturing, major meat processing plants 
and confectionery manufacturers experienced some 
reductions in activity following the production build- 
up for the Christmas season. However, despite mini- 
mal hiring activity, employment levels remained 
moderately high. 


The rubber industry, which has displayed con- 
siderable strength in tire production in recent months, 
regained significant ground in other areas with the 
resumption of activities at Standard Products (Can- 
ada) Limited of Stratford, where 200 workers had 
been affected by layoffs as a result of labour disputes 
in the automobile industry. 

The textile industries continued to experience 
mixed employment conditions, partly resulting from 
inventory adjustments as in the case of Canadian 
Fabricated Products Limited of Stratford, where two 
short layoffs involved 250 employees. The firm pro- 
duces soft trim for the automobile industry. Import 
competition also continued to exert a depressing 
influence with a few minor layoffs occurring at tex- 
tile mills. Woollen and worsted cloth manufacturers 
experienced some cutbacks. On the other hand, the 
carpet and clothing industries continued to experi- 
ence buoyant conditions and maintained high levels 
of employment. Shirt manufacturers are currently 
enjoying particularly buoyant domestic demand for 
coloured shirts. 

In the transportation equipment industry, the 
recall of approximately 1,000 automobile component 
workers who had been laid off as a result of the 
labour dispute at General Motors of Canada Limited 
proceeded spasmodically throughout January and 
February. Employment levels received an added 
boost from the resumption of recruitment activity by 
the Budd Automotive Company of Canada Limited 
whose recent plant addition will triple their overall 
productive capacity. During January alone, the firm 
hired 76 press operators and 80 production welders. 

The improved activity in the automobile indus- 
try brought some increase in employment among 
primary metals and metal fabricating firms. How- 
ever, slack employment conditions still persist in 
some instances as a result of the overall slowdown 
in the economy. 

Manufacturers of non-electrical machinery gen- 
erally maintained high production levels, particu- 
larly for steam generating equipment, road graders, 
and power shovels and cranes, with limited hirings 
in welding and skilled machine trades. In contrast, 
Michle-Goss-Dexter Americas Company in Galt, a 
producer of paper-cutting equipment, laid off ap- 
proximately 125 workers. 

The electrical products industry continued to 
experience mixed fortunes with moderately high pro- 
duction levels being maintained in the capital equip- 
ment segment, while employment levels in the appli- 
ance segment remained somewhat depressed. 

Elsewhere in the manufacturing sector, employ- 
ment levels remained depressed. This was due in 
part to seasonal influences in industries such as wood 
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and cement as construction slowdowns intensified. 
However, there were instances where the cutbacks 
were of longer duration as in the case of the furni- 
ture industry which has been experiencing reduced 
employment for several months. 


The construction industry was in the midst of 
its seasonal decline, particularly in the residential 
segment, with a resultant preponderance of non- 
union tradesmen among the unemployed. However, 
even among union tradesmen, the labour market was 
slack. For many of the non-residential projects now 
in progress, current activity consists primarily of 
the backlog of work accumulated as a result of last 
year’s labour disputes. However, overall, the indi- 
cations for the months ahead are essentially optimis- 
tic with a number of fairly large projects slated in 
areas such as road construction, university expan- 
sions, and a number of commercial buildings. Resi- 
dential construction seems likely to revive with 
increased emphasis on middle and lower income 
housing. 


The slowdown in construction brought an ac- 
companying cutback in trucking. However, this was 
partially offset by resumptions in deliveries by auto 
component firms. In Goderich, port activity ceased 
with the termination of the shipping season. 


For the wholesale and retail trades, hiring acti- 
vity was minimal and was outweighed by staff cut- 
backs following Christmas and the January sale 
period. In the remainder of the district’s economy, 
conditions remained largely static. For the most 
part, relatively high employment levels prevailed 
although hiring activity was reduced somewhat in 
health, education and welfare, as well as in finance 
and insurance. In real estate, employment continued 
to lag but there were indications that this will likely 
improve soon with the revival of housing markets. 
In the personal services sector, some demand was 
evident for cooks, waitresses and kitchen help, 
largely reflecting turnover rather than increased 
activity. 


5 — SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


In the Southwest District, sixty per cent of the 
Canada Manpower Centres, including London and 
Windsor, reported fewer vacancies notified during 
the month of January than during December. Lon- 
don was the only CMC in the Lake Erie Economic 
Region where vacancies registered during the month 
declined, and Sarnia was the only CMC in the Lake 
St. Clair Economic Region where vacancies regis- 
tered during the month increased. Most centres 
reported limited and cautious hiring by firms in all 
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industries. Layoffs in the district during January 
were mainly due to an attempt by firms to bring 
production into line with sales to reduce inventory 
buildups. 


Chatham, in contrast to the other CMCs, re- 
ported a slight increase in vacancies registered in 
the agriculture sector for full-time farm workers in 
January, and as a result a shortage of suitable work- 
ers has developed. The Ontario Corn Committee 
announced that all seed corn producing companies 
will produce a seed more resistant to Southern Leaf 
Blight and, as a result, employment opportunities 
will be created for corn detasselers. One unofficial 
estimate of the employment effect in Kent County 
was 4,000 jobs. 

Projects undertaken by the Ontario Government 
as part of their winter employment projects have creat- 
ed jobs for approximately 250 unemployed workers. 
Pinery Provincial Park, near Grand Bend, has em- 
ployed about thirty men to cut trees and clear brush 
in the park. Work is expected to continue until May. 
The Ontario Department of Highways has employed 
sixty men in the Windsor area in a tree cutting pro- 
gram. Work commenced in February. In addition to 
these projects, jobs were created for 60 in Chatham, 
35 in London, 36 in St. Thomas, 12 in Woodstock, 
and 12 in Ingersoll. These projects involved clear- 
ing brush or cutting trees along the major highways 
of Southwestern Ontario. 


In manufacturing, Chatham reports staff layoffs 
at a fish processing plant in Erieau. The layoff is 
due to the seasonal curtailment of fishing activity and 
most of those affected are females who usually with- 
draw from the labour force until they are recalled 
in March. In the food processing industry, H. J. 
Heinz Company Limited, Leamington, cut back pro- 
duction staff by an additional 50 employees and still 
further reductions are expected. Company officials 
hope to recall all production staff by the end of May. 
Layoffs are the result of an inventory buildup. Most 
of the smaller food processors in the Leamington 
area stopped production maintaining only skeleton 
crews for labelling and shipping. Libby, McNeill & 
Libby Limited recalled most of their senior workers 
in early January after a month shutdown to tie in a 
lagoon disposal system. 

The bakery products industry in London ex- 
perienced employment stimulation in January. Can- 
ada Bread in London has increased its staff by 27 
to 177 because of the additional volume of business. 
Canada Bread is baking for the Toronto market 
while Toronto plants are undergoing alterations, and 
at the end of this period will continue to bake for 
the Southwestern Ontario market. Wonder Bread 


General Bakeries, London, announced that the Am- 
herstburg plant would be closed in March and 
baking operations for Southwestern Ontario would 
be moved to the London plant. The employment 
effects in London of the proposed move have not 
been determined, but about 85 production workers 
and 20 drivers in the Amherstburg area will be 
affected. 

In the machinery industries, International Har- 
vester Company of Chatham laid off 900 employees 
because of a strike at the parent plant in Chicago, 
Illinois. The layoff only lasted for the last two weeks 
in January. The Chicago plant supplies materials to 
the Chatham plant. Moto Mower of Canada, Inger- 
soll, reduced staff by 15 in January due to an inven- 
tory buildup. The company hoped to recall workers 
in February. 

In the transportation equipment industries, 
most of the employment activity was related to Gen- 
eral Motors of Canada Limited. General Motors in 
Windsor and London, together with their auto parts 
suppliers, are producing at near normal rates to 
make up the lost production time during the produc- 
tion stoppage. Since production resumed there has 
been little expansion of employment, and few new 
hirings are forecast for the immediate future. General 
Motors Diesel in London reported shortages of quali- 
fied welders and machinists for the terex heavy equip- 
ment production line. Hoover Chemical Products 
Limited of Tillsonburg, producers of urethane car 
seats, has increased its staff to 250 and is working 
a full three shifts. Chrysler Canada Limited and 
Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited have ex- 
perienced production cutbacks and layoffs due to the 
low sales of new cars. Ford of Canada, Talbotville, 
reduced staff by thirty, twenty-five of which were 
production employees. Earlier, Chrysler had an- 
nounced a production cutback affecting 625 em- 
ployees. These production decreases are affecting 
the secondary industries, such as tooling shops. 
Windsor reported an abnormal number of. tool- 
makers unemployed for this time of year. 

Prestolite Limited of Sarnia, a producer of 
electrical accessories for Chrysler, has laid off 55 
production workers with a possibility of further lay- 
offs. Firestone Steel Products of Canada Limited, 
London, reported that 100 men were laid off due 
to slow recuperation of business after the General 
Motors settlement and uncertainty by the other auto- 
motive producers. Eaton Automotive of London is 
continuing the proposed plan for phasing out pro- 
duction. The initial layoffs were to occur on Febru- 
ary 15. 


Residential construction was down in South- 


western Ontario during 1970. Housing starts were 
down 32 per cent in London, 22 per cent in Windsor, 
and 51 per cent in Sarnia from 1969. However, 
housing starts in London for December 1970 were 
significantly above the December 1969 figure. Chat- 
ham reports that the number of building permits 
issued was larger in January 1971 than in 1970, 
and a new residential development just begun could 
result in 240 units in total. 
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In non-residential construction, most centres 
report that there are few projects available for con- 
tractors and increased unemployment of construc- 
tion workers. A surplus of available workers seems 
to exist in all construction trades at present. The 
major construction projects are associated with 
school additions, road maintenance, or sewer pro- 
jects. Road resurfacing has been contracted in 
Romney Township and Point Pelee National Park.

Automation, technological and other industrial changes frequently make it necessary for 
Canadian workers to participate in difficult and far-reaching adjustment programs in order to fit 
themselves for new conditions of employment. 

In such circumstances the Manpower Consultative Service of the Department of Manpower 
and Immigration is available to encourage and assist labour and management in the development of 
manpower adjustment programs. 

The Manpower Consultative Service is based on the concept that government, labour and 
management must co-ordinate their efforts in applying both private and public measures to solve 
manpower adjustment problems. 

An effective manpower adjustment program, planned well in advance, paves the way to a new 


working arrangement and ensures that the transition will be made with a minimum of discomfort 
for both employers and employees.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


A slight decline in total employment in Ontario 
was offset by an unusually large decrease in the 
labour force resulting in a decrease in the total 
number of unemployed persons between February 
and March 1971. This marked the first month-over- 
month decline in the absolute number of persons 
unemployed since October 1970. 


Total labour force at 3,145,000 in March was 
19,000 lower than the February figure of 3,164,000. 
The decrease occurred principally in the male sector 
of the labour force which declined by 14,000. The 
number of women in the labour force also declined 
but by a lesser amount. Withdrawal of young people 
was a significant factor contributing to the overall 
labour force decline as labour force participation 
among 14-19 year-olds fell by 26,000 from 278,000 
in February to 252,000 in March. The only signifi- 
cant increase occurred in the 25-44 age group which 
rose by 11,000 from 1,413,000 in February to 
1,424,000 in March. Other groups showed only 
slight changes. 

Total labour force in March 1971 was 112,000 
higher than the 3,033,000 recorded at the same time 
last year. Women accounted for 75,000 of the total 
year-over-year rise and men accounted for 37,000. 


Total employment at 2,953,000 in March show- 
ed little change from the February figure of 
2,957,000. A drop in the number of men employed 
was partially offset by a slight rise in the employ- 
ment of women. The near-stability of total employ- 
ment was in contrast to the normal seasonal pattern 
of a small rise at this time of year. Employment 
among 14-19 year-olds declined by 22,000 from 
240,000 in February to 218,000 in March while 
lesser declines occurred in the 45-64 age group and 
among those 65 and over. Employment among 
25-44 year-olds increased by 16,000 from 1,341,000 
in February to 1,357,000 in March and remained 
virtually unchanged for 20-24 year-olds. 

Total employment in March was 61,000 higher 
than the 2,892,000 recorded in March of last year. 
By far the major proportion of the increase occurred 
in the employment of women which rose by 57,000 
from 975,000 in March 1970 to 1,032,000 in March 
1971. 

Agricultural employment in Ontario at 115,000 
in March remained virtually unchanged from the 
February figure of 113,000. The slight drop in non- 
agricultural employment from 2,844,000 in Febru- 
ary to 2,838,000 in March was partially attributable 
to declines in the non-durables component of manu- 


facturing and in community, business and personal 
services. Employment increased in wholesale trade, 
construction, transportation and the durable goods 
component of manufacturing. 


The net result of the slight drop in employment 
and the unusually large number of withdrawals 
from the labour force was a decline of 15,000 in 
unemployment in Ontario from 207,000 in Febru- 
ary to 192,000 in March. The number of unemploy- 
ed women fell by 11,000 from 62,000 in February 
to 51,000 in March. Unemployment among men 
declined only marginally. Total unemployment was 
markedly higher than the 141,000 recorded in 
March 1970. The number of unemployed men at 
141,000 in March 1971 was 33,000 higher than in 
March of last year, while the number of unemployed 
women rose by 18,000 over the same period. 

The seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate de- 
clined from 5.2 per cent in February to 4.9 per cent 
in March. This marked the second consecutive 
month-over-month decline in the seasonally-adjusted 
rate in Ontario. The March seasonally-adjusted un- 
employment rate for Canada as a whole was 6.0 
per cent, down slightly from the 6.2 per cent re- 
corded in February. 


Preliminary figures from the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics monthly survey of establishments having 
20 or more employees in any month of the year 
indicated an upturn in manufacturing activity be- 
tween December and January. Average weekly hours 
in manufacturing rose slightly from 38.0 in Decem- 
ber to 38.8 in January after having dropped from 
40.0 hours in November. The increase between 
December and January was less than normal for that 
time of year. Average weekly hours in both durables 
and non-durables increased with durables rising 
from 38.6 in December to 38.9 in January and non- 
durables from 37.3 in December to 38.7 in January. 
Average hourly earnings in manufacturing rose very 
slightly between December and January. In non- 
durable goods manufacturing, average hourly earn- 
ings at $3.05 in January showed little change from 
the December figure of $3.03, while in durables a 
more pronounced rise occurred from $3.53 in De- 
cember to $3.59 in January. 

Average hours worked per week in construction 
showed a substantial increase from 30.6 in Decem- 
ber to 37.2 in January. The increase was seasonal 
in nature. Average hourly earnings showed practi- 
cally no change over the same period. Urban hous- 
ing starts in Ontario fell from 3,182 im January to 


1,543 in February and rose again to 2,599 in March 
according to preliminary figures released by Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. The January to 
March cumulative total in 1971 was 30 per cent 
higher than the comparable figure for 1970. 

Average weekly hours in mining declined for the 
second consecutive month to 38.2 in January from 
39.1 in December. Average hourly earnings increas- 
ed substantially from $3.93 in December to $4.08 
in January. 


In Toronto Metro, labour market trends showed 
a marked improvement in March after the slug- 
gishness apparent during the first two months of 
1971. Vacancies notified to Canada Manpower 
Centres increased considerably while the number of 
registered clients declined. Young persons with 
limited work experience continued to have difficulty 
in obtaining employment. Activity increased in the 
construction trades but hiring continued to be selec- 
tive in the manufacturing industries. There was a 
moderate demand for clerical help, particularly 
clerk-typists, stenographers and secretaries, while no 
significant improvement was evident in the demand 
for administrative, professional and technical per- 
sonnel. 


A slight increase in vacancies registered with 
Canada Manpower Centres in Central Ontarie was 
complemented by a substantial reduction in the 
number of registered clients in the two months under 
review. This is primarily a reflection of seasonal 
improvements in general economic conditions. In 
manufacturing, fairly regular production schedules 
were maintained despite occasional layoffs and 
labour disputes. The upturn in the construction in- 
dustry was hampered somewhat by unfavourable 
weather conditions. 


In the two months under review, employment 
conditions appeared somewhat brighter in the Geor- 
gian Bay Economic Region, except in the northern 
areas where winter weather prevailed throughout 
March. A slight increase in job vacancies was evi- 
dent in agriculture, manufacturing and personal 
services industries. 


In Northern Ontario, the upturn in economic 
activity which ordinarily occurs during March and 
April was delayed somewhat this year. An unusually 
heavy winter snowfall was partly responsible for the 
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apparent sluggishness. Layoffs were widespread in 
the manufacturing sector and construction activity 
was slow in anticipation of industry-wide contract 
negotiations. Labour demand in all industrial sectors 
remained below the normal levels for this time of 
year. 


The moderate upturn evident in Eastern Ontario 
in the first two months of 1971 extended into March 
and April, although the labour market continued to 
experience the combined effects of previous layoffs 
and a few additional cutbacks. Recalls were signifi- 
cantly more numerous than layoffs in the period 
under review: while over half the recalls could be 
attributed to a cyclical improvement in the economy, 
the remainder were accounted for by seasonal fac- 
tors. Construction was the strongest industrial sector 
in the economy of Eastern Ontario during March 
and April. Manufacturing was hampered by con- 
tinued buying reticence on the part of consumers. 
Shortages of skilled clerical help were evident in 
some areas. 


In the Niagara-Hamilton area, increased levels 
of production and employment activity reflected sea- 
sonal revivals in agriculture, construction, and trans- 
portation. In addition, local firms in the electrical 
products and transportation equipment industries 
received large new contracts, contributing further to 
the modest improvement apparent in the Niagara- 
Hamilton area. 


The level of economic activity in Mid-Western 
Ontario improved somewhat during March and 
April. However, the stimulus appeared to come prin- 
cipally from seasonal influences rather than from 
any significant gains in the basic strength of the local 
economy which, although it continues to fare moder- 
ately well, is nevertheless operating below capacity 
in a number of instances. 


In Southwestern Ontario, the number of vacan- 
cies notified to Canada Manpower Centres increased 
during March as compared to February. The in- 
crease was recorded in all industrial categories 
except public administration. Employment oppor- 
tunities for young and inexperienced workers were 
very limited. Layoffs, reduced staff, and reduced 
working hours continued to affect many plants in the 
manufacturing sector. Activity improved seasonally 
in agriculture and construction. 


OCCUPATIONAL SHORTAGES— ONTARIO 


In March 1971 there were 17 occupations with 
25 or more shortages as reported by Canada Man- 
power Centres. This is slightly below the 21 re- 
corded in March 1970 and higher than the January 
and February 1971 figures of eight and seven re- 
spectively. Three of the 17 occupations listed were 
reported as strong, four as moderate and ten as light. 

Partly because of employers’ demand for bi- 
lingual workers, the shortages of stenographers and 
secretaries were strong and moderate respectively, 
particularly in the Ottawa area. Both of these occu- 
pations along with typists were in moderate demand 
a year ago, the latter now being described as light. 

All of the occupations appearing in the Febru- 
ary 1971 list of shortages were again in demand in 
March 1971. A significant increase occurred in the 
number of reported shortages for general maids 
between February and March. Additions to the list 
in this period were kitchen helper, typist, automo- 
bile mechanic, automobile body repairman, mothers 
helper, hair stylist, gateman, secretary, informal 
waiter and stenographer. The majority of the occu- 


pations appearing in the March list were concen- 
trated in the service category. 

Compared with March 1970, there was an in- 
crease in the demand for sewing machine operators, 
regular equipment, which moved up from light to 
the moderate category. The demand seemed to be 
concentrated primarily in Toronto. Demand has de- 
creased for tool-and-die makers, machinists, and 
assemblers of electrical accessories, all of which are 
primarily associated with manufacturing. Compared 
with March of last year, a decline was evident in 
the demand for general duty nurses, nursemaids, and 
physical therapists. Structural trades, notably struc- 
tural steel workers and fitters, did not appear as 
shortage occupations in March 1971 whereas they 
were in light shortage at this time last year. 

A strong demand for company labourers was 
apparent in Sudbury in March 1970, but no excess 
demand was registered in March 1971. Other dele- 
tions from the shortage list appearing in March 1970 
were life underwriter, transcribing machine operator 
and shipfitter.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


MARCH — APRIL 1971 


1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


Labour market trends in Metropolitan Toronto 
showed a marked improvement in March after the 
sluggishness of the first two months of 1971. Vacan- 
cies notified to Canada Manpower Centres increased 
considerably while the number of registered clients 
declined in the period under review. Young persons 
with limited work experience continued to have diffi- 
culty in obtaining employment. Construction trades 
were more active but hiring continued to be selective 
in the manufacturing industries. 


Employment in manufacturing showed a slight 
upturn as most of the workers laid off during the 
late months of 1970 were recalled. However, de- 
mand for machinists, tool-and-die makers and weld- 
ers continued to decline. Job openings in the elec- 
tronics industry were limited partly as a result of 
contracts lost to foreign competition. 

In the food and beverage sector, an apparent 
reduction in beef product sales has resulted in re- 
strained hiring activity in the meat packing industry. 
However, a slight increase in labour demand was 
evident in the frozen food industry. 

With textile industries and knitting mills fairly 
active, shortages of power sewing machine operators 
exceeded the levels of late 1970. 

In the metal fabricating sector, the Steel Com- 
pany of Canada Limited, Swansea Works in Toron- 
to, recalled 62 of the 100 workers laid off earlier. 
The balance should be recalled shortly and some 
additional employees may be required due to im- 


_ proved business conditions. Two other companies, 


_ Anthes Steel Products Limited and Grinnel Com- 


pany of Canada Limited, laid off 49 and 22 workers 
respectively. On the other hand, some metal fabri- 
cating shops experienced difficulty in recruiting spe- 
cialized sheet metal workers, and a number of open- 


_ ings occurred for metal polishers. An industrial 
_ dispute at Continental Can Company of Canada 
_ Limited involving 1,200 members of the United 

Steelworkers of America was settled at mid-March. 


The new three-year agreement calls for an increase 


_ of 55 cents an hour from the average base rate of 


$3.60 an hour in the first year, to be followed by 
increases of 25 cents an hour in each of the next 
two years. 


In the farm implements sector, Massey-Ferguson 
Industries Limited had recalled 500 employees by 
April 5, with no recall date set for the remaining 
150 workers on layoff. A new labour agreement 
between the company and its 1,000 employees, 
members of the United Auto Workers, raised the 
base rate from $3.18 an hour to $3.53 an hour and 
granted a revised cost-of-living allowance by No- 
vember 1, 1971. 

Trends in the electrical products sector were 
mixed as industrial disputes led to production losses. 
About 180 employees of I-T-E Circuit Breaker 
(Canada) Limited and 300 workers of Trane Com- 
pany of Canada Limited went on strike as nego- 
tiations failed to bring about wage settlements. 
Standard Coil Products (Canada) Limited, a manu- 
facturer of electronic switching devices, laid off 40 
female workers (constituting about 25 per cent of 
its staff) in March apparently owing to increased 
foreign competition. Motorola (Ontario) Limited has 
leased a plant in Markham Township for assembly 
of colour television receivers. 

In the transportation equipment sector, Alforge 
Metals Corporation Limited established new produc- 
tion facilities in Mississauga for the manufacture of 
truck bodies and trailers. Staffing requirements have 
not yet been disclosed. The 625 members of the 
International Association of Machinists and Aero- 
space Workers, on strike since February 21 against 
Gabriel of Canada Limited, a manufacturer of shock 
absorbers, returned to work on April 5. Terms of 
the settlement were not available at time of writing. 

Mason and Risch Limited, a Scarborough piano 
manufacturer which had been in operation for a 
hundred years, announced plans to close its plant 
by June. About 40 employees, who earlier had 
agreed to accept a temporary wage cut of $1.00 an 
hour, will lose their jobs. Japanese competition was 
given as a reason for the shutdown. 


In the construction industry, the value of build- 
ing permits issued in Metro Toronto during Febru- 
ary was $80.7 million, 132 per cent higher than the 
$34.7 million recorded in February 1970. In the 
first two months of 1971, the total value of building 
permits issued was $125.5 million, up 107 per cent 
from the corresponding period last year. Stimulated 
by an infusion of government funds, lower mortgage 
interest rates and some stabilization in construction 
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costs, the housing industry remained the most buoy- 
ant sector of the economy. 

Employment activity in construction and struc- 
tural trades improved noticeably. However, demand 
for carpenters and plumbers seemed somewhat spor- 
adic. At the same time, the demand for bricklayers 
increased considerably indicating a possible shortage 
in the near future. Contractors operating in the sub- 
urbs were able to take on non-union workers. 

Major construction projects included under- 
takings by the Canadian Post Office (involving the 
expenditure of $80 million between now and 1976), 
St. Michael’s Hospital ($50 million), Queensway 
General Hospital ($15 million), as well as the On- 
tario Housing Corporation development on River 
Street ($7 million) and the Trinity Square Redevel- 
opment behind the old City Hall. Several smaller 
housing projects providing for semi-detached houses 
and office buildings were approved in the Toronto- 
York, North York and Etobicoke areas. 


In transportation, communication and other 
utilities, there was a seasonal improvement in the 
demand for motor vehicle and heavy truck drivers 
and tractor-trailer operators. The railways generated 
some demand for various types of occupations. The 
work of longshoremen has undergone a considerable 
change with the introduction of container shipping: 
hiring is done through the unions and no new jobs 
are anticipated. 


In wholesale and retail trade, activity appears to 
have improved slightly; however, many stores con- 
tinued to indicate dissatisfaction with the volume 
of sales. Demand has been fair for a variety of 
occupations with activity strongest in the material 
handling group. 


In the community, business and personal services 
sector, vacancies registered with Canada Manpower 
Centres in March showed an increase of 20 per cent 
over February’s level. Demand for restaurant and 
hotel workers continued to be strong, but in many 
cases only part-time help was required. Staffing for 
several new Howard Johnson restaurants and motor 
lodges will begin in late spring. Demand was slack 
for lower-skill hospital occupations such as orderlies 
and nurses’ aides. 


Overall demand for clerical help appeared to be 
strong as vacancies notified to Canada Manpower 
Centres for clerk-typists, stenographers and secre- 
taries increased slightly in March as compared to 
February. However, wages being offered were rela- 
tively low. A large surplus of accounting clerks 
persisted. 


Employment conditions in the administrative, 
professional and technical occupations showed little 
change. Although consulting engineering firms regis- 
tered a slight increase in demand for experienced 
engineers and design draftsmen, many persons in 
this group continued to experience difficulties in 
obtaining work in their chosen vocations. Prospects 
for administrative assistants and management train- 
ees, occupations which normally absorb many B.A. 
graduates, are not good. Moreover, employers have 
continued to demonstrate resistance against hiring 
“over-qualified” personnel for clerical jobs. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


A slight increase in vacancies registered with 
Canada Manpower Centres in Toronto’s Industrial 
Periphery was complemented by a substantial reduc- 
tion in registered clients in the two months under 
review. This is primarily a reflection of seasonal im- 
provements in general economic conditions. 


In manufacturing, fairly regular production 
schedules were maintained despite occasional lay- 
offs and labour disputes. The automotive sector 
showed signs of renewed sales activity, but employ- 
ment conditions in the large assembly plants showed 
no improvement. After an indefinite layoff of 75 
workers on March 1, Ford Motor Company of 
Canada Limited shut down its assembly plant at 
Oakville for two weeks starting March 29. About 
3,500 assemblers were involved in the closure which 
was attributed to a shortage of parts caused by a 
strike at a supplier plant in the United States. Also 
in March, approximately 170 probationary employ- 
ees were laid off by General Motors of Canada 
Limited at Oshawa. Although American Motors 
(Canada) Limited has recalled all but 14 of the 93 
assemblers laid off previously, short, temporary 
shutdowns continued in the last week of March due 
to strikes at supplier companies in the United States. 
On the other hand, Mack Trucks Manufacturing 
Company of Canada Limited announced that it will 
expand its assembly plant at Oakville next fall by 
doubling capacity and tripling the work force to 
about 400 from the present level of 130. 

Ontario Steel Products Company in Oshawa laid 
off approximately 50 workers in March; on April 
23, the 69 remaining employees, members of the 
United Auto Workers, Local 22, went on strike in 
protest over the failure of firm and union negotiators 
to reach a contract settlement. At time of writing, 
the dispute remained unresolved. 

Consistent with the overall retrenchment under 
way in the clectrical products industry, Honeywell 
Controls Limited of Bowmanville notified 44 hourly- 


rated and eight salaried employees that they will be 
permanently released on April 30, 1971, owing to 
slow market conditions. 

Krisandra Yacht Company Limited, a new com- 
pany located in the Oshawa dock area, expects to 
add 80 production workers to its present staff of 
four in the coming months. 

In the rubber products sector, Dunlop Canada 
Limited of Whitby laid off 115 factory workers in 
March in a move to cut back production and adjust 
inventories. However, B. F. Goodrich Canada 
Limited at Bramalea was operating three shifts at 
the time of writing and had increased its staff by 
ten in the period under review. 

Several small expansion projects are expected 
to provide a few new jobs in the future. Morgan 
Adhesives of Canada Limited completed construc- 
tion of a warehouse at Brampton and have an- 
nounced plans to start a new production line. Also 
at Brampton, Canadian Kodak Limited are expected 
to employ an additional 80 to 100 workers when 
operations commence in their new 180,000 sq. ft. 
distribution centre. An expansion project by Fla- 
mingo Pastries Limited at Port Perry should result 
in the hiring of 31 workers by late spring. 


Although the construction industry was hamper- 
ed by unfavourable weather conditions, new build- 
ing permits issued by the cities of Oshawa, Bramp- 
ton and Oakville as well as announcements of a 
number of development projects indicated the possi- 
bility of a significant improvement in the near future. 
Several projects of Bramalea Consolidated Develop- 
ments Limited received approval, among which was 
a plan for the construction of a number of high rise 
apartment buildings consisting of 2,400 units on a 
36-acre site near Highway #27. The company also 
has under construction a 170-suite apartment build- 
ing and a 69-unit experimental deck housing pro- 
ject. Foundation work has been completed for the 
140,000 sq. ft. building to be erected for the T. 
Eaton Company Limited in Bramalea. This build- 
ing will be the first in a shopping centre to in- 
clude 60 retail units. In Orangeville, owners of 
the Baycrest subdivision are planning to build 159 
town houses, with the construction of 53 units con- 
Stituting the first stage of the project. Several other 
apartment buildings are scheduled for year-end 
occupancy in Acton and Milton. In the engineering 
construction field, Acres Limited announced that 
work will start in April on a waste disposal plant on 
Highway #22. 


Although some improvement occurred in the 
trucking industry, the transportation sector generally 
remained seasonally depressed. An upturn in activity 
is expected by late spring. 
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In the community, business and personal services 
sector, increasing demand was noticeable for restau- 
rant, hotel and motel workers. Demand continued 
for cooks, bakers and hairdressers. A new nursing 
home requiring about 35 employees will open on 
May 1 in Oshawa. 


Some shortages of qualified persons persisted in 
the administrative, professional and technical occu- 
pations, such as psychiatrists, radiological and medi- 
cal technologists, and mechanical and structural 
draftsmen. However, as a result of adverse economic 
conditions in the pulp and paper industry, Abitibi 
Paper Company Limited laid off ten professionals 
and 15 technicians from its Research Centre at 
Sheridan Park. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


In the two months under review, employment 
conditions appeared somewhat brighter in the Geor- 
gian Bay Economic Region, except in the northern 
areas where winter weather prevailed throughout 
March. A slight increase in job vacancies was evi- 
dent in agriculture, manufacturing and personal 
services industries. 


In primary industries, the approach of spring 
caused a revival in agricultural activity resulting in 
several job openings for general farm hands. Some 
employers in the apple growing area of Clarksburg 
have applied for Caribbean workers for orchard 
work to begin in early May. In the fishing industry, 
a new sub-station will be added to the facilities of 
the Chatsworth Provincial Fish Hatchery at Owen 
Sound. 


In manufacturing, activity was brisk at the Col- 
lingwood Shipyards as a result of orders for four 
vessels to be built by Canadian Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Limited. Work commenced in March 
on the shipbuilding program with the keel-laying of 
a $13 million, self-unloading bulk carrier for Cana- 
dian Steamship Lines. This will be followed by the 
construction of two excursion type “bubble boats” 
for use in Toronto Harbour. Workers are being re- 
called gradually by the company, and the work force 
is expected to reach 600 by April and 1,000 by the 
anticipated peak production period in August. 

Recalls in automotive feeder plants contributed 
to the improved employment picture. Canadian 
Motor Lamp Company Limited of Bracebridge and 
Motorola (Ontario) Limited at Midland gradually 
were recalling their factory staff from earlier layoffs. 
Whitaker Cable of Canada Limited at Owen Sound 
recalled all of the 163 workers laid off during the 
strike at Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited 
in January. Otaco Limited, a subsidiary of Bartaco 
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Industries Limited of Orillia, received a $1 million 
contract in March for the manufacture of wheels for 
Canadian-built Renault passenger cars. Also at 
Collingwood, L.O.F. Glass of Canada Limited in- 
creased its hourly-rated staff from 200 to 223. 

In the rubber products sector, Mansfield-Denman 
General Limited of Barrie continued to hire in con- 
nection with its expansion program: in March the 
company signed two training-in-industry contracts 
involving 48 tire builders. 

Trends in the wood products sector were mixed. 
RCA Limited of Owen Sound, a manufacturer of 
television and stereo cabinets, hired 22 workers 
during March in response to an increase in orders. 
Weldwood of Canada Limited laid off 25 workers 
for three weeks at its Huntsville sawmill. The Can- 
ada Wood Specialty Company Limited of Orillia 
hired 20 workers for its new plant and intend to 
hire an additional 22 when full operation is reached. 

In the electrical products sector, Canadian Gen- 
eral Electric Company Limited, Consumer Products 
Division at Barrie, was recalling employees pre- 
viously laid off. 

Two companies in the machinery products sec- 
tor, Black Clawson-Kennedy Limited of Owen 
Sound and Door-Oliver-Long Limited at Orillia, 
laid off 32 and 20 employees respectively following 
a slowdown in sales. 


In the construction industry, the winter slow- 
down was still evident throughout much of the 
period under review and many projects remained in 
the planning and approval stage. However, con- 
struction of Orillia’s $2.9 million Twin Lakes Sec- 
ondary School was under way and was expected to 
assist local employment to some extent. Also, 2,000 
men were employed at various construction sites of 
the nuclear power plant project at Douglas Point. 

In Orillia, plans have been proposed for an 
eight-storey apartment building consisting of 223 
suites on a 10-acre site and for a new shopping 
centre in Orillia’s west end. William Investments 
Limited, which owns 140 acres bordering Highway 
*26 in Collingwood, announced plans to proceed 
with the construction of townhouses and condo- 
miniums at a rate of 50 units per year. A large 
motor hotel is also included in the plans. In Barrie, 
a $400,000 addition to the Medical Arts Building 
was announced, with construction to start in April. 
Several projects in the engineering construction 
field, including sewage pumping and drainage sta- 
tions in Collingwood and Orillia also have been 
announced. 


In transportation, the ice-breaker Griffin entered 
the Owen Sound Harbour on April 1st opening the 
1971 navigation season. 


Sales activity in the trade sector was slightly 
above last year’s levels but most of the increased 
business was handled by existing staff. A new retail 
store opened in Owen Sound providing ten new jobs 
in the retail trade sector. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


In Northern Ontario, the upturn in economic 
activity which ordinarily occurs during March and 
April was delayed somewhat this year. An unusually 
heavy winter snowfall was partly responsible for the 
apparent sluggishness. Layoffs were widespread in 
the manufacturing sector and construction activity 
was slow in anticipation of industry-wide contract 
negotiations. Labour demand in all industrial sectors 
remained below the normal levels for this time of 
year. 


In manufacturing, the pulp and paper industry 
experienced a series of layoffs and shortened work 
weeks during March and April. While more than 
92 per cent of Canadian newsprint shipments in 
1970 went to foreign customers, there is some indi- 
cation that the floating of the exchange rate on the 
Canadian dollar may have adversely affected export 
prospects in the current year. Abitibi Paper Com- 
pany Limited converted from a five-day week to a 
four-day week at Thunder Bay, and from a seven- 
to a five-day week at Sault Ste. Marie, and in the 
Kapuskasing area, both Spruce Falls Power and Paper 
Company Limited and Kimberly-Clark of Canada 
Limited commenced a series of one-week layoffs. 

Uncertainty in the construction industry has de- 
layed the anticipated upturn in the sawmill industry. 
While lumber prices have firmed and plywood and 
lumber sales have both begun to increase, the indus- 
try is still operating far below capacity. Cutting 
operations were severely curtailed in most areas over 
the past winter due to the large stockpiles of unsold 
lumber. In addition, all cutting and hauling have 
ceased until mid-May because of the spring break- 
up and half-load regulations. 

Elsewhere in the manufacturing sector, layoffs 
occurred at North Bay where diamond drill manu- 
facturers reported slow sales. However, at Thunder 
Bay, Canadian Car, a division of Hawker Siddeley 
Canada Limited, accelerated its pace of production 
and hired additional workers. 


Conditions in the mining industry have remained 
fairly static. At the International Nickel Company 
of Canada Limited in Sudbury, hiring activity over 
the next few months will be concentrated primarily 
upon summer students, and no major recruitment 
campaign will be conducted before next autumn. 


Activity in the construction sector has failed to 
increase as rapidly as was expected. While a fair 
number of industrial and public projects are due to 
commence by late spring, the outlook for residential 
construction is less promising. The failure of lower 
interest rates to effectively stimulate activity may be 
partially attributed to the industry-wide contract 
expirations due to occur on April 30, 1971: the 
impact of construction costs as determined by the 
new contracts will be an important factor in deci- 
sions concerning future projects. 

Planned industrial and public projects include 
new schools at Sault Ste. Marie, Sudbury, Thunder 
Bay, North Bay, Fort Frances and Kirkland Lake, 
as well as new hospitals at Sudbury and Kirkland 
Lake. New sewage treatment plants are being built 
in the latter two centres as well as in North Bay. 
One of the larger industrial projects, which will 
affect most areas from Kenora to Gravenhurst, is 
a new 36” diameter natural gas pipeline being built 
across Northern Ontario by Trans Canada Pipelines. 
In addition to the laying of the line itself, this 
project will involve the building of a $12 million 
compressor at Ramore and a $115 million com- 
pressor station at Haileybury. 

Construction in the New Liskeard area will re- 
ceive an added impetus with the full scale resump- 
tion of work at Ontario Hydro’s Lower Notch 
Generating Station on the Montreal River. Recalls 
have already begun. 


The spring thaw usually results in the curtail- 
ment of road transport due to half-load limits and 
the reopening of the shipping season on the Great 
Lakes. Unusually heavy ice delayed the opening of 
the navigational season by a week or more. The 
shipping industry has begun recalls, however, and 
the recent signing of two-year contracts by both rail- 
way and grain elevator workers should facilitate an 
uninterrupted flow of grain out of Thunder Bay with 
the commencement of the shipping season. 


Retail trade has not demonstrated the buoyancy 
customary at this time of year. With the exception 
of automobiles, sales have not increased noticeably. 
However, an improvement is expected with the 
advent of the tourist season. Moreover, the Ontario 
Government’s recent ban on the sale of crown land, 
together with the partial removal of Governmental 
warnings regarding mercury pollution in fishing 
waters, could contribute to a more active tourist 
season in the coming summer. 


3 — EASTERN ONTARIO 


The moderate upturn evident in Eastern Ontario 
in the first two months of 1971 extended into March 
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and April, although the labour market continued to 
experience the combined effects of previous layoffs 
and a few additional cutbacks. Recalls were signifi- 
cantly more numerous than layoffs in the period 
under review: while over half the recalls could be 
attributed to a cyclical improvement in the economy, 
the remainder were accounted for by seasonal 
factors. 


In the agricultural sector, a seasonal increase in 
activity resulted in job openings for farmhands, 
greenhouse workers, apple tree pruners and maple 
sugar workers. However, the unusually harsh winter 
and the late cold spring have put many farm opera- 
tions behind schedule and vacancies registered with 
Canada Manpower Centres were somewhat below 
the levels for the comparable period last year. 


Manufacturing has taken longer than other sec- 
tors to respond to the general upturn in the economy 
and this is largely attributable to continued buying 
reticence on the part of consumers. However, recalls 
of previously laid-off workers now greatly over- 
shadow the few new layoffs being announced. Digi- 
tal Equipment of Canada Limited, Carleton Place, 
recalled 40 employees laid off last November; Du- 
Pont of Canada Limited, Kingston, announced that 
a scheduled layoff of 55 employees will not take 
place; Abitibi Containers Limited, Pembroke, re- 
called ten employees and Uniroyal Limited, Lindsay, 
rehired its third shift because of an improved market 
situation. Some weakness was evident among pulp 
and paper manufacturers, small electronics firms, 
and heavy transportation equipment manufacturers. 

Several new plants and expansions were an- 
nounced during the period under review, the more 
significant being the $3.8 million Acme Seeley Busi- 
ness Systems Limited, Renfrew, a manufacturer of 
data storage equipment, which will employ a peak 
work force of 137 by mid-1972; Kenyon Electronics 
Limited, Brockville, a manufacturer of electrical 
transformers, which will engage 17 employees in 
1971 increasing to 35 in 1972; and the $3 million, 
100-employee expansion of Eldorado Nuclear Limit- 
ed, Port Hope area. 

On the other hand, new technology forced the 
closure of Raybestos-Manhattan (Canada) Limited, 
Peterborough, causing 30 skilled and semi-skilled 
workers to lose their jobs, while Napanee Industries 
Limited, Napanee, faced with intensive competition 
and declining markets, continued to issue layoff 
notices to its already greatly reduced staff. The 
ongoing rationalization and reorganization within 
the food processing sector was further evidenced by 
the closure in March of Kemptville Creameries 
Limited, a butter manufacturer. The closure affected 
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21 employees and followed the trend toward greater 
centralization in the industry. 


Construction was the strongest sector in the 
economy of Eastern Ontario in the period under 
review. Notable increases in employment occurred 
and several new contracts were announced. High- 
lights of the new projects included the $150 million, 
ten-year building program of the Federal Govern- 
ment in the Ottawa area. The program includes 13 
new buildings, construction on nine of which is 
either currently under way or scheduled to start 
shortly. In April, construction commenced on the 
$49 million Canada Cement Lafarge plant in the 
Kingston area. Plans were announced for a $20 
million enclosed shopping centre in Ottawa with 
construction to start in August. Other projects in- 
cluded two multi-million dollar sewage disposal 
units, one in Nepean Township and the other in 
Hawkesbury, a $5 million apartment tower complex 
in Ottawa and a $1.3 million communication satel- 
lite centre in the Ottawa area. Several new contracts 
for highway repair work were let, and housing starts 
contributed to the generally buoyant level of con- 
struction activity. Surpluses of construction man- 
power have been greatly reduced and some short- 
ages of plasterers, carpenters, roofers and experi- 
enced foremen were evident, especially in the Ottawa 
and Brockville areas. 


The opening of the navigation season on the 
St. Lawrence Seaway increased demand for workers 
in the transportation sector. However, the long-run 
outlook for employment in this field is not bright as 
the container-oriented Atlantic ports continue to 
make inroads into the labour-intensive general cargo 
portion of Seaway business. Because of lower draft 
restrictions only limited containerization is feasible 
on the Seaway; its potential as a shipping route for 
general cargo is therefore restricted. 


In the service sector, there were relatively strong 
shortages of qualified nurses’ aides, waitresses and 
housekeepers and lighter shortages of part-time 
building cleaners and commission salesmen. Prepa- 
rations for the oncoming tourist season resulted in 
increased demand for qualified chefs and cooks and 
other occupations related to the tourist industry. 


In retail trade, a new shopping centre is nearing 
completion in Pembroke and a major new $20 


million enclosed shopping mall has been announced 
for the Ottawa area. 


Strong shortages were evident for several clerical 


occupations, notably skilled typists, stenographers 
and bilingual secretaries. 


4 — NIAGARA — HAMILTON — 
MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA—HAMILTON 


In March and April, increased levels of pro- 
duction and employment activity reflected seasonal 
revivals in the agriculture, construction and trans- 
portation sectors. In addition, local firms in the 
electrical products and transportation equipment 
industries received large new contracts, contributing 
further to the modest improvement apparent in the 
Niagara-Hamilton area during this period. 


In agriculture, relatively cold March weather 
tended to postpone many pruning and planting 
activities into April. As a result, seasonal increases 
in the demand for agricultural workers occurred 
several weeks later than normal. Similarly, the re- 
sumption of fishing activities was put off until April 
following the slower-than-normal breakup of Lake 
Erie ice. Hirings among local quarries, however, 
reflected the seasonal resurgence of construction 
activity. 


In manufacturing, the local food and beverage 
industry displayed a variety of influences. While 
canneries in the Niagara Fruit Belt remained season- 
ally inactive, hirings and recalls in preparation for 
anticipated summer sales were apparent among 
meatpackers, confectionery manufacturers, and cold 
cereal producers. 

Despite uncertainties concerning the forthcoming 
recommendations of the Federal Government’s Tex- 
tile and Clothing Board, the textile industry dis- 
played signs of steady activity. Welland’s Wabasso 
Limited-Empire Division moved to increase pro- 
ductivity through the installation of denim looms 
which have a higher weaving speed than those pre- 
viously in use. In Hamilton, Coppley Noyes and 
Randall Limited and Firth Brothers Limited under- 
took replacement hiring for their continuing produc- 
tion of men’s summer outerwear. 

In the local rubber products industry, a four- 
day strike by 1,100 production workers at Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Company Limited in Hamilton tem- 
porarily disrupted production schedules in early 
March. At the same time, the firm held new hirings 
in abeyance pending an improvement in automobile 
sales and the resolution of a strike at Columbian 
Carbon (Canada) Limited, Hamilton, one of the 
firm’s suppliers. Elsewhere in the industry, a sea- 
sonal decline in the demand for snowmobile treads 
contributed to a layoff of 25 employees at Gates 
Rubber of Canada Limited, Brantford. 


Primary steel producers have encountered a 
moderately active period in the early months of 
1971; limited manpower requirements resulted at 
the Steel Company of Canada Limited, Hamilton 
(Stelco). Dominion Foundries and Steel Company 
Limited (Dofasco) in Hamilton opened a new blast 
furnace and closed another. Because of the internal 
manpower transfers involved, the net employment 
impact of the new $30 million furnace was minimal. 
However, considerable improvements are expected 
in the steel industry in the second half of 1971, 
largely through the impact of pipeline sales. Hirings 
by local pipe producers appeared to bear out these 
expectations; in Welland, worker recalls and new 
hirings occurred at the Page-Hersey and Welland 
Tubes Works, two tube-producing divisions of 
Stelco. In the nickel industry, the International 
Nickel Company of Canada Limited, Port Colborne, 
maintained production levels and undertook replace- 
ment hirings. 

Contrasting developments in the metal fabri- 
cating industry reflected its diversity. On the one 
hand, the seasonal construction revival resulted in 
manpower recalls among local structural metal 
firms, such as Newman Structural Steel Limited in 
Welland. In addition, the Bridge and Tank Com- 
pany of Canada Limited, Hamilton, continued work 
on large Ontario Hydro contracts. On the other 
hand, the springtime resumption of shipping activity 
terminated winter ship-repair projects and led to 
seasonal layoffs among some machine shops, par- 
ticularly in Port Colborne. 

Machinery manufacturers increased employment 
levels during March and April. New contracts and 
the anticipated upturn in construction formed the 
background against which Otis Elevator Company 
Limited in Hamilton sought additional production 
staff. Continuing manpower demand was also appar- 
ent at BLH-Canada Limited, Dundas, in response 
to large new orders. 

Seasonal layoffs characterized the agricultural 
equipment industry during March and April. In 
Hamilton, the International Harvester Company of 
Canada Limited laid off 175 production employees 
in March, bringing the total number of workers on 
nominal layoff to 560. Seasonal declines in produc- 
tion at Massey-Ferguson Industries Limited (Verity 
Works) in Brantford also led to the first of several 
layoffs which will eventually affect 400 workers. 
During April, however, the firm’s Foundry recalled 
250 employees in response to orders received by 
that division. 

The transportation equipment industry experi- 
enced extremely diverse developments. Continuing 
inactivity in the aerospace industry was reflected in 
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prolonged layoffs at Fleet Manufacturing Limited 
in Fort Erie. In contrast, National Steel Car Cor- 
poration Limited, Hamilton, received a $12 million 
flat car order which should maintain employment 
levels into November. Port Weller Dry Docks Limit- 
ed, St. Catharines, received a $25 million ship-build- 
ing contract which is expected to create 300 jobs 
over 242 years beginning in June. 

Electrical products firms maintained steady man- 
power requirements during March and April. At 
Canadian Westinghouse Company Limited in Hamil- 
ton hiring activities reflected continued strength in 
the firm’s gas turbine division, and were further sup- 
ported by new elevator orders and expected im- 
provements in appliance sales. Optimism regarding 
appliance production contributed to continuing staff 
expansions at the John Inglis Company Limited in 
Saltfleet during the first quarter of 1971. Elsewhere 
in the industry, several automotive electrical firms 
entered seasonally slow periods which followed 
completion of 1971 model contracts and were ex- 
pected to continue until production for the 1972 
models resumes in July. 

In other manufacturing, the building products 
sector experienced a seasonal revival associated with 
improvements in the construction industry. In the 
chemical industry, the Cyanamid of Canada Limited 
Niagara Plant, Niagara Falls, permanently closed 
one operating furnace releasing 55 employees; how- 
ever, the firm’s Welland Plant reabsorbed 40 of these 
workers and further reabsorptions were expected 
later in April. 


Seasonal revival was apparent in the construc- 
tion industry during March and April. Activity pro- 
gressed on residential projects, many of which were 
begun with Federal financial assistance in late 1970. 
Further manpower demand in residential construc- 
tion was anticipated as a result of recently announc- 
ed Provincial assistance. Non-residential construction 
continued to centre upon major projects in the 
Hamilton area, including plant expansions at Stelco 
and Dofasco, the McMaster University Health 
Sciences Centre, and the City’s Jackson Square. In 
contrast, the area’s major road and bridge project, 
the Welland Canal reconstruction, encountered a 
two-month slowdown as thawing hampered earth- 
moving operations. 


In transportation, ice conditions on Lake Erie 
postponed the opening of the Welland Canal until 
early April, although several ports were open in mid- 
March. In Hamilton, for example, 250 longshore- 
men were returning to work following winter layoffs. 


In the trade sector, March sales revivals did not 
appear to materialize to the extent expected. Conse- 
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quently, manpower demands were weaker than 
anticipated, despite the opening of additional outlets 
such as that in St. Catharines where a newly-opened 
food retail store created 92 additional jobs in March. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, hirings 
were oriented towards replacement needs. However, 
during the months under review, both real estate 
listings and sales volumes showed significant in- 
creases over the equivalent period in 1970. 


In the service sector, the spring resurgence of 
the tourist trade, particularly in Niagara Falls, 
prompted increased demands for hotel and restaur- 
ant workers. Clerical hiring activities at local Depart- 
ment of National Revenue offices coincided with the 
annual processing of income tax returns. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


The level of economic activity in mid-Western 
Ontario improved somewhat during March and 
April. However, the stimulus appeared to come 
principally from seasonal influences rather than from 
any significant gains in the basic strength of the local 
economy which, although it continues to fare 
moderately well, is nevertheless operating below 
capacity in a number of instances. 


In manufacturing, employment levels in vege- 
table processing and candy and biscuit manufactur- 
ing remained seasonally depressed. Meat processing 
firms, on the other hand, expanded production 
activity as they commenced summer schedules. 

In the rubber industry, conditions were mixed. 
While some auto components manufacturers, such as 
Standard Products Canada Limited, Stratford, ex- 
perienced rising production trends, others continued 
to operate well below capacity. In particular, Kitch- 
ener tire producers maintained only moderate em- 
ployment levels with intermittent layoffs. 

Reduced levels of activity prevailed in the textile 
industry, notably in knitted goods and woollen and 
worsted cloth production. Import competition was 
the principal contributing factor as firms await the 
implementation of the Government’s proposed pro- 
gram to aid the industry. Employment strength was 
evident in the carpet and clothing industries. The 
latter group in particular experienced buoyant condi- 
tions, especially shirt manufacturers who benefited 
from extended tariff protection in addition to a 
surging domestic demand for coloured shirts. 

In automotive component manufacturing, em- 
ployment levels remained generally lower than those 
prevailing prior to last year’s labour dispute. A 
major exception was the continued growth in em- 
ployment at the Budd Automotive Company of Can- 


ada Limited in Kitchener where recruitment was still 
under way at time of writing. 

Activity among firms in primary metals and 
metal fabricating increased in past months with im- 
provements in the automotive industry, and employ- 
ment appears to have stabilized at moderately high 
levels. However, employment is expected to expand 
further during the summer months, particularly in 
structural metal production. 

In non-electrical machinery manufacturing, high 
stable production levels were evident in areas such 
as steam generating equipment and road grading 
machinery. However, hiring activity was limited and 
restricted mainly to replacement needs. A major ex- 
ception was the resumption of production at Miehle- 
Goss-Dexter Americas Company of Galt, a manu- 
facturer of paper cutting machinery, where 130 
workers were recalled in late March following a two- 
month layoff. 

The electrical products industry experienced 
further strengthening of already moderately high 
employment levels. A few minor layoffs occurred 
principally due to seasonal scheduling of orders. As 
in previous months, the major area of strength in 
this sector lay in capital equipment production. De- 
spite wavering domestic demand, the situation 
among appliance manufacturers also improved 
somewhat with hirings outnumbering layoffs in the 
period under review. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, seasonal expansions 
in employment levels were apparent in building ma- 
terials and shoe manufacturing. On the other hand, 
employment in the furniture industry remained 
depressed. 


With the arrival of better weather in April, a 
gradual improvement occurred in construction em- 
ployment. Residential construction, which had been 
severely affected by the winter slowdown, exhibited 
seasonal employment gains, as did road and high- 
way projects. In non-residential construction, institu- 
tional and commercial building generated a demand 
for union workers. However, the uncertainties relat- 
ing to the round of contract negotiations scheduled 
for May are giving rise to some caution within the 
industry. 


In wholesale and retail trade, sales volumes were 
lower than expected for this time of year. Conse- 
quently hiring activity was restricted mainly to re- 
placement requirements. 


Elsewhere in the local economy, conditions were 
static. High stable employment levels prevailed in 
the service industry particularly in health, welfare 
and education. Employment in the personal services

industry should expand noticeably in the months 
ahead with the arrival of the tourist season. In 
finance and insurance institutions, turnover con- 
tinued to contribute to brisk hiring activity. 


5 — SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


In Southwestern Ontario, the number of vacan- 
cies notified to Canada Manpower Centres increased 
during March as compared to February. The in- 
crease was recorded in all industrial categories ex- 
cept public administration. Employment opportuni- 
ties for young and inexperienced workers were very 
limited throughout the period under review. In 
Southwestern Ontario, approximately 23 per cent of 
the clients registered with Canada Manpower 
Centres were under 20 years of age. Layoffs, re- 
duced staff, and reduced working hours continued to 
affect many plants in the manufacturing and pro- 
cessing sectors. 


Reported vacancies in agriculture during March 
were significantly above the February total. Job 
openings were mainly in the greenhouse industry 
with a few opportunities in dairy farming. Tobacco 
farmers were engaged in greenhouse seeding during 
March. Labour utilized in harvesting this year’s crop 
is expected to be reduced from previous years’ levels 
as a result of decreased acreage under cultivation 
and a trend toward increased mechanization. 


In manufacturing, the number of job oppor- 
tunities increased slightly in March as compared to 
February. However, employers continued to take a 
very cautious attitude towards hiring. 

Imperial Foods Limited, poultry processors in 
Watford, announced a plant closure of indefinite 
duration due to financial problems. Approximately 
25 per cent of the community’s work force, includ- 
ing 85 production workers and five to ten office staff, 
had been employed at the plant. 

Weldwood of Canada Limited, Woodstock, a 
producer of birch, elm, maple, and oak plywood, 
will cease operations permanently on June 30, 1971, 
affecting 76 hourly-rated and 20 salaried employees. 
The closure has been attributed to a dwindling 
supply of local hardwood and increased competition 
from low-cost imported plywood. 

The Steel Company of Canada Limited an- 
nounced that an early start on the Nanticoke project 
might be made as a result of a contemplated $2.5 
billion cross-Canada gas pipeline and the currently 
proposed oil pipeline to run through the Mackenzie 
River Valley transporting Alaskan oil to the Ameri- 
can Mid-West. 
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Dominion Wire Products Limited, a branch of 
Dominion Chain Company Limited of Stratford, will 
open a new plant in Tillsonburg. Initial hiring, 
planned for April, was to be 50, expanding to 100 
within 12 months with a total employment goal of 
250. The company will make various types and sizes 
of chains. 

Employment opportunities in motor vehicle 
manufacturing in the Windsor area continued to be 
limited throughout the period under review. The 
persistently low level of sales activity appears to 
have been the main reason for continuing low levels 
of employment. 

Elsewhere in Southwestern Ontario, employment 
opportunities are increasing in automobile manu- 
facturing and associated industries. Freedland Indus- 
tries and Precision Spring Company Limited of 
Leamington have increased production and expect 
to continue at the increased level throughout the 
spring. A firm associated with auto parts assembly 
has indicated intentions to locate in the Watford 
area. An initial hiring of 25 workers is expected, 
with an increase to 80 at full production. In Tillson- 
burg, Hoover Chemical Company Limited, pro- 
ducers of urethane automobile seats, plans to in- 
crease employment by 40 bringing their work force 
to approximately 200. 

Northern Electric Company Limited and the 
United Auto Workers, Local 27 reached a settlement 
in the labour dispute which had caused a production 
stoppage at the Company’s London plant. Produc- 
tion resumed in mid-April after the 900 production 
workers ratified a new contract allowing for a wage 
increase of 44 cents an hour over two years. Gen- 
eral Steel Wares Limited, also in London, continued 
to increase production of refrigerators during the 
period under review. The firm increased its labour 
force by 70 workers over the past two months in 
order to facilitate the production increase. 


In residential construction, the demand for 
tradesmen and skilled labour has shown some in- 
crease. Building permits issued in March 1971 indi- 
cate a large potential increase in residential con- 
struction. In London, 147 residential building per- 
mits were issued for the construction of 1,680 family 
units. This compares to last March when 65 permits 
were issued to construct 320 family units. 

In non-residential construction, two Sarnia area 
firms announced planned expansions. Shell Oil Com- 
pany will increase its refinery’s production capacity 
by 6,000 barrels a day with the entire expansion 
program taking place over the next two years. In 
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addition, Polymer Corporation Limited will expand 
existing facilities: emphasis will be upon moderniza- 
tion, increased safety equipment, and improved 
pollution controls, particularly treatment of effluent 
flowing into the St. Clair River. 


In the retail trade sector, some Canada Man- 
power Centres reported a reduction in the number 
of new job openings reflecting diminished retail sales. 
The opening of a new mall in London provided 
some job openings for sales personnel.

FOREWORD 


The Manpower Review, Ontario Region is published bi- 
monthly by the Canada Department of Manpower and Immigra- 
tion. The objective of this publication is to present a comprehensive 
account of developments in the labour market of Ontario for the 
period under review. It is designed to be a readily available source 
of local labour market information, and at the same time to present 
an analysis of the effect of major labour market developments on 
the economy of Ontario.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


The performance of the Canadian economy has 
shown some encouraging signs in the early months of 
1971 although the effects have not been sufficient to 
cause any dramatic improvements in the labour 
market situation. The expansionary budget brought 
down by Finance Minister E. J. Benson on June 18, 
1971 is intended to further stimulate economic acti- 
vity although it is too early to predict the effects on 
employment, unemployment and labour force partici- 
pation. 

An increase of 62,000 in the total labour force 
between April and May combined with an even 
greater rise in employment to produce a substantial 
decrease in the total number of unemployed persons 
in Ontario. However, the seasonally adjusted un- 
employment rate remained virtually unchanged 
between April and May indicating that the decline 
recorded in the unadjusted rate was approximately 
normal for this time of year. 


Total labour force at 3,237,000 in May was 
62,000 higher than the 3,175,000 recorded in April. 
The increase consisted entirely of men whose num- 
bers rose by 70,000 from 2,079,000 in April to 
2,149,000 in May while the number of women in 
the labour force decreased slightly from 1,096,000 to 
1,088,000. The labour force increase was concen- 
trated primarily among persons under 25 and was 
undoubtedly strongly influenced by the termination 
of the academic year. Decreases were recorded 
among those in the 25-44 and 45-64 age groups 
while the number of labour force participants 65 
years of age or older remained virtually unchanged. 


Total employment increased by 92,000 from 
2,970,000 in April to 3,062,000 in May. As in the 
case of the labour force, the increase occurred ex- 
clusively among men while a slight decrease occurred 
in the employment of women. All age groups experi- 
enced increases with the most marked changes occur- 
ring in the 20-24 year age group and the 14-19 year 
age group which rose by 46,000 and 19,000 respec- 
tively. On a year-over-year basis employment in all 
age groups rose except for 14-19 year-olds and those 
65 and over; while employment among the latter 
group declined only slightly, employment of 14-19 
year-olds at 257,000 in May 1971 was 18,000 
lower than the 275,000 recorded in May 1970. 

Agricultural employment at 139,000 in May 
showed little change from the 141,000 recorded in 
April. Non-agricultural employment rose by 94,000 
from 2,829,000 to 2,923,000 over the same period. 


With the exception of retail trade, all industrial 
sectors showed employment increases between April 
and May. A substantial increase in public admini- 
stration was in part attributable to the employment 
of temporary personnel for work on the Canadian 
Census as well as the hiring of students for summer 
jobs. Seasonal increases were evident in community, 
business and personal services and construction. 


Total unemployment in May at 175,000 was 
30,000 below the April level of 205,000 and was 
43,000 higher than the 132,000 recorded in May 
1970. The year-over-year increase of 43,000 con- 
sisted of 24,000 additional men and 19,000 addi- 
tional women. 

The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate in 
Ontario at 5.6 per cent in May was little changed 
from 5.7 per cent in April. The May seasonally 
adjusted rate for Canada as a whole was 6.3 per cent 
representing a decline from the 6.7 per cent rate 
recorded in April. 


Employment conditions improved somewhat in 
Toronto Metro in May and June particularly in light 
manufacturing, trade, transportation and services. 
Occupational demand was most pronounced for 
skilled construction tradesmen. Job vacancies regi- 
stered with Canada Manpower Centres in May were 
25 per cent more numerous than in April while the 
number of clients seeking work declined by 8 per 
cent. Much of the client decrease was concentrated in 
structural work, machine trades, bench work and 
sales while the number of job seekers in professional, 
technical and managerial occupations increased. 


In Toronto’s Industrial Periphery, the number of 
job seekers registered at the Canada Manpower 
Centres at Brampton, Newmarket, Oakville and 
Oshawa declined seasonally by 13 per cent between 
April and May. The improvement was reflected in 
all but the service and bench work occupations. At 
the same time, the number of job openings reported 
to Canada Manpower Centres increased by approxi- 
mately a fifth and was almost double the level at 
the end of 1970. Among industrial sectors, the con- 
struction industry has been gaining momentum but 
manufacturing has not shown any particular strength. 


Employment conditions throughout the Georgian 
Bay Economic Region underwent a marked seasonal 
improvement during the months of May and June. 
This was reflected in a 16 per cent decrease in clients 
registered at Canada Manpower Centres and a 35 


per cent rise in registered vacancies. The increased 
employment activity was largely a result of develop- 
ments within the construction, manufacturing, and 
services sectors of the economy. 


In Northern Ontario, the upturn in economic 
activity which normally occurs in early spring was 
delayed this year due to an unusually long, harsh 
winter; a definite upward trend could not be dis- 
cerned until mid-May. Increased economic activity 
during May and June appeared to be mainly attri- 
butable to delayed seasonal effects rather than funda- 
mental improvements in economic performance. 


Significant seasonal increases and an element of 
cyclical improvement affected almost all sectors of 
the labour market of Eastern Ontario in the period 
under review. However, surpluses of students and 
university and college graduates persisted. 


In the Niagara-Hamilton area, expanded produc- 
tion and employment activity resulted from further 
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seasonal increases in agriculture, construction and 
tourism. Although employment continued to lag in 
parts of the manufacturing sector, slight improve- 
ments were evident in a number of areas. 


Continued improvements were apparent in the 
level of economic activity in Mid-Western Ontario 
during May and June. However, increased employ- 
ment levels resulted mainly from the normal seasonal 
expansions that occurred in the construction and 
tourist industries; while some sectors in the manu- 
facturing industry registered slight employment gains, 
these were partially offset by reduced activity in 
other types of manufacturing. 


Employment in Southwestern Ontario showed a 
slight seasonal increase in the period under review, 
particularly in agriculture, construction, and trans- 
portation, communication and other utilities. How- 
ever, in manufacturing, trade and services, no signifi- 
cant improvements were evident. 


OCCUPATIONAL SHORTAGES— ONTARIO 


The number of occupations for which shortages 
of 25 or more were reported in Ontario stood at 
12 in May 1971, slightly higher than the nine occu- 
pations listed in April and lower than the 17 which 
appeared for March in the March-April issue of the 
Manpower Review. Of the 12 occupational short- 
ages, two were classified as strong, three as moderate 
and the remaining seven as light. 

Deletions from the list of chronic shortages 
between March and April included secretaries, 
stenographers and typists; all available positions in 
Ottawa were filled by recent graduates. As new job 
openings occurred during May, these occupations 
re-appeared in the list of shortages. Other notable 
deletions between March and April were kitchen 
helper, solicitor, automobile body repairman, 
mothers’ helper, and hair stylist. In the same period, 
the excess demand for general maids and informal 
waiters showed a slight decline. 

In May 1971, Toronto and Ottawa continued to 
be the prominent areas of excess demand for regular 
equipment sewing machine operators and general

maids which were reported in moderate and strong 
shortage respectively. Unattractive wages and live-in 
requirements continued to be responsible for the 
shortage of general maids. There is still a strong 
demand for insurance salesmen, particularly in the 
Toronto area. The shortage of gatemen is the only 
one reported to have disappeared between April and 
May. 

Year-over-year changes included an increase in 
the demand for general maids, which moved up from 
the moderate to the strong category. Another notable 
change was in the stenographic group where steno- 
graphers moved up from light to moderate and secre- 
taries fell from moderate to light. Deletions from 
May 1970 include electronics mechanic, general duty 
nurse, physical therapist, transcribing machine op- 
erator, advertising salesman, cook, machinist, fitter, 
shipfitter and company labourer. Regular equipment 
sewing machine operator, typist, general salesman, 
informal waiter, dairy farm hand and automobile 
body repairman are all new additions to the list of 
shortages from a year ago.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


MAY — JUNE 1971 


1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


Employment conditions improved somewhat in 
Metropolitan Toronto in May and June particularly 
in the light manufacturing, trade, transportation and 
services sectors. Occupational demand was most pro- 
nounced for skilled construction tradesmen. 

Job vacancies registered with Canada Manpower 
Centres in May were 25 per cent more numerous 
than in April, and the number of clients seeking work 
declined by 8 per cent. Much of the client decrease 
was concentrated in structural work, machine trades, 
bench work and sales while the number of job 
seekers in professional, technical and managerial oc- 
cupations increased. 


There was no clearly discernible trend in the 
manufacturing industry. In the food and beverages 
sector, a reduction of home delivery service and lay- 
offs of routemen have been attributed to a change 
in consumer purchasing habits. William Neilson 
Limited, an ice cream manufacturer, who has laid 
off a total of 250 workers in recent months, expects 
to return to full operational strength by July. Also, 
the Rowntree Company Limited, a manufacturer of 
chocolate bars, has laid off 80 workers. Laura Secord 
Candy Shops Limited announced the purchase of a 
Scarborough plant which will employ an average 
work force of 500 to 600 following opening in the 
spring of 1972. Five hundred packers, bakers and 
maintenance workers belonging to the Bakery and 
Confectionery Workers, International Union of 
America, called a strike against Christie Brown and 
Company Limited—Biscuit Division on May 31; an 
additional 300 workers from the company’s Bread 
Division followed suit. 

In the wood products sector, some employment 
opportunities were evident for woodworking shop- 
hands, machinists and highly skilled cabinet-makers. 
Furniture factories were actively seeking experienced 
finishers and upholsterers. 

About 300 workers, mostly females, were in- 
volved in industrial disputes with Craft Sportswear 
Limited and four smaller manufacturers of apparel. 

Cooper of Canada Limited, a manufacturer of 
leather goods, intends to add 30 to 40 experienced 
sewing machine operators to the present staff of 350 
in its sporting goods division. The company’s plant 
extension is scheduled for completion in the fall. 


In the metal fabricating sector, Reynolds Extru- 
sion Company Limited plans to reduce its salaried 
staff by 20 per cent during the coming months. 
Brock Containers (Ottawa) Limited sought machine 
operator trainees for its new plant on Atwell Drive. 
Punching and stamping firms, particularly those rela- 
ted to the automotive industry or the manufacture 
of seasonal goods, showed an increase in activity. 
Additional machinists and set-up operators were 
required by machine shops. 

In the transportation equipment sector, Douglas 
Aircraft Company of Canada Limited was recalling 
its bench and structural workers as well as recruiting 
about one hundred additional people in order to ful- 
fill a $500 million contract for its parent company in 
the United States. Canadian Acme Screw and Gear 
Company Limited announced plans to lay off 200 
employees during July bringing to 500 the number 
of workers released since January. The company’s 
difficulties have been attributed to the loss of a 
contract for transmissions from the Ford Motor 
Company in Detroit. 

In the electrical products sector, fifty electronic 
assemblers were hired by Motorola (Ontario) 
Limited, which has recently opened a 120,000 square 
foot plant in Dennison Road for the manufacture 
of colour television sets. The industrial dispute at 
Trane Company of Canada Limited was terminated 
after sixteen weeks and the Company, a manufacturer 
of heating and cooling equipment, recalled its 195 
employees on May 25. Bourns (Canada) Limited, 
a manufacturer of electronic components, closed its 
plant on May 31 affecting about thirty hourly-rated 
workers. Eighty members of the United Auto 
Workers employed at Burroughs Business Machines 
Limited stopped work on June 1 after negotiations 
failed to bring about a new wage settlement. John 
Inglis Limited, a manufacturer of household appli- 
ances, recalled fifty employees and initiated hirings 
of additional staff. 

Final settlement of the industrial dispute between 
Toronto Star Limited and its 1,500 unionized em- 
ployees was pending at time of writing. A two-year 
agreement retroactive to January 1, providing for an 
estimated nine per cent yearly increase, had been 
discussed. 


In construction, housing starts in Metropolitan 
Toronto rose by 85 per cent between April and May, 
and the total starts for January to May exceeded 
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those in the comparable period last year by 56 per 
cent. There was a marked increase in job openings 
for construction labourers and tradesmen. 

The Ontario Housing Corporation and two 
chartered banks plan to construct 1,534 condomin- 
ium dwellings in the Toronto Metropolitan area at 
a cost of $32.5 million. The Federal Government 
will allocate $100 million this year for the construc- 
tion of 8,000 units of low-income housing. 

Tobermory Holdings Limited has announced 
plans for the construction in Downsview of a 374- 
suite apartment building to cost $33 million. In 
Mississauga, a $5 million shopping plaza comprising 
37 stores is currently under construction and 
scheduled for completion in the fall. The North 
York Planning Board approved plans for a $4 mil- 
lion hotel at Keele Street and Highway #401 and 
a Tokyo-based conglomerate plans to construct a 
400-room, 26-storey hotel in North York. Canada 
Systems Group, anew company established by TRW 
Electronic Components Limited and the Steel Com- 
pany of Canada Limited, has announced that con- 
struction on a $6 million computer research centre 
in Sheridan Park will be undertaken for completion 
in the fall. A $13 million contract to expand the still 
unfinished Terminal 2 at Toronto International Air- 
port was awarded in June. The project, which will 
employ several hundred construction workers until 
at least the end of 1972, will treble the number of 
aircraft gates at the terminal. The $15 million 
Chrysler Canada Limited parts warehouse on Mis- 
sissauga Road is under construction and scheduled 
for completion in the fall. 

A one-year extension of a collective agreement 
covering 1,500 Toronto-area bricklayers was effected 
on May 20 providing for a 70-cent an hour, two- 
stage wage increase; as of November 1 the brick- 
layers will be paid at a rate of $6.35 an hour. At 
time of writing, no agreement had been reached on 
new wage rates for construction labourers. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, hiring for the railways has been slow. There 
was a continuing demand from private transportation 
companies for truck drivers of all kinds. 


In wholesale and retail trade, job openings for 
packers, material handlers, labourers and servicemen 
have increased. However, personnel previously laid 
off by food retail stores have not been recalled as yet. 
Towers Discount Department Stores plan to open a 
new store in Rexdale in July hiring approximately 
150 full and part-time employees. 


In the community, business and personal services 
sector, the hospitality industry continued to experi- 
ence increased seasonal activity. The Constellation 


Hotel and Downtown Hotel on Dixon Road required 
additional staff for extended room facilities. Demand 
continued for waitresses and cooks to work evening 
shifts. The supply of experienced pressers, dry- 
cleaners, day workers and general domestic help was 
limited. 

About ninety employees of the City of Markham, 
members of the Canadian Union of Public Em- 
ployees, stopped work early in June after having 
rejected a 10 per cent wage increase offered in a 
two-year contract. 


A strong demand in the clerical field for clerk 
typists, stenographers and secretaries has led to 
light, temporary shortages of personnel with the 
required Canadian experience. 


Employment conditions remained unchanged in 
the administrative, professional and technical occu- 
pations with employers demanding high levels of 
education and several years of experience. There ap- 
peared to be a considerable increase in the number 
of recent graduates seeking full-time employment 
and university graduates who normally would have 
gone into the teaching profession are looking for 
alternative careers. Demand for architects, chemists, 
biologists, and mechanical and electrical engineers 
was slight. Much of the current recruitment is being 
undertaken by consulting engineering firms who re- 
quire draftsmen, technologists and technicians. The 
Technical Service Council has stressed the fact that 
increasing complexity of technology has made em- 
ployers reluctant to hire people without experience 
in their industry or specialty. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


In Toronto’s Industrial Periphery Canada Man- 
power Centres of Brampton, Newmarket, Oakville 
and Oshawa, the number of registered clients de- 
clined seasonally by 13 per cent between April and 
May. The improvement was reflected in all but the 
service and bench work occupations. At the same 
time, the number of vacancies reported to Canada 
Manpower Centres increased by approximately a 
fifth, and was almost double the level at the end of 
1970. Among industrial sectors, the construction 
industry has been gaining momentum, although 
manufacturing has not shown any particular strength. 


In agriculture, there has been a slight shortage 
of experienced dairy farm workers throughout the 
area. Nursery and landscape workers have been in 
demand in Brampton and Oshawa. 


Manufacturing industries have not experienced 
the normal spring upturn in hiring, and the number 
of factory vacancies has been low. Although Cana- 


dian motor vehicle production for the model year to 
date is slightly ahead of the comparable figure for 
last year, Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited 
was obliged to close its Oakville auto assembly 
plant for one week at the beginning of June in 
order to bring inventory levels into balance. In 
Brampton, American Motors (Canada) Limited re- 
cently announced that its engine assembly line will 
be discontinued in July, which will mean a layoff of 
about 30 employees. An indefinite layoff effective 
July 1 was announced by Ontario Steel Products 
Company in Milton following the loss of a contract; 
as many as 195 employees may be affected. On May 
18, Houdaille Oshawa Limited laid off 87 workers, 
for a period of two months at its Oshawa stampings 
and auto parts facilities; the layoff was attributed to 
breakdown of machinery. Automotive manufacturers 
are planning the normal shutdowns for model 
changeover commencing on July 9. 

In Bowmanville, Honeywell Controls Limited 
plans to phase out some operations releasing 28 
hourly-rated employees at the end of July. Mason 
Knitting Limited in Acton, obliged to close its 
doors because of financial difficulties, has laid off 
its staff of 129 people, largely textile workers and 
sewing machine operators. In Aurora, 175 employees 
of Sterling Drug Limited will be placed on two- 
month layoff this summer pending completion of 
new manufacturing facilities. In Bramalea, Northern 
Electric Company Limited, beset by cutbacks in 
orders, is undertaking a series of layoffs expected to 
affect 350 workers. An indefinite layoff involving 42 
hourly-rated employees occurred in early July at 
Fittings Limited, an Oshawa foundry. 

A number of personnel expansions have taken 
place to partially offset these layoffs. In the Bramp- 
ton Canada Manpower Centre area, Dominion Glass 
Limited has experienced a steady growth in business 
and total staff has increased by about 150 since 
September; in addition, the firm has hired a large 
number of summer students. Canadian Kodak 
Limited will build a new laboratory this summer, 
which will employ about 300 people, mostly trans-

_ department, to meet the needs of its new parent 


company, West Bend of Canada Limited. In Oak- 
ville, Procor Limited, a manufacturer of tank cars, 
plans to increase its staff by 25 employees in order 
to cope with additional business. 


An upsurge in construction activity has been 
experienced in some centres so that the number of 
registered clients in structural trades has declined 

_while vacancies have increased. However, demand 
_has largely been concentrated in the skilled trades 
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such as carpenters and bricklayers, while orders for 
labourers have been few. 

Residential construction in some centres im- 
proved considerably in April with housing starts for 
the first four months of 1971 showing large year- 
over-year gains. A large new subdivision occupying 
275 acres is planned for Whitby and, in Oakville, a 
$29 million senior citizens’ development will be built 
by the Ontario Housing Corporation. Other major 
building projects include a $4 million municipal 
centre in Chinguacousy Township, scheduled for 
completion by September 1972. 


In retail trade, although sales have been at nor- 
mal levels, little new hiring has been undertaken. 
Eaton’s of Canada plans to open a full-service de- 
partment store in the new Bramalea City Centre in 
October 1971. 


In the service industries, shortages persist for 
home housekeepers, day workers and general maids. 
In Oshawa, a new nursing home for senior citizens 
will open during July; staffing action is under way to 
recruit 90 to 100 employees, including dietitians and 
nurses. 

The labour market for professional occupations 
has not yet experienced an upturn in the Industrial 
Periphery; a large number of qualified people are 
available but openings continue to be scarce. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


Employment conditions throughout the Georgian 
Bay Economic Region underwent a marked seasonal 
improvement during the months of May and June. 
This was reflected in a 16 per cent decrease in regi- 
stered clients at Canada Manpower Centres and a 
35 per cent rise in registered vacancies. The in- 
creased employment activity was largely a result of 
developments within the construction, manufactur- 
ing and services sectors of the economy. 


Agricultural activity was hindered somewhat by 
cool May weather. However, spring planting had 
been completed in most areas by the end of May. 


In manufacturing, employment levels improved 
slowly but steadily as employers approached the 
coming season with cautious optimism. In the wood 
products sector, veneer manufacturers and furniture 
factories in the Walkerton-Hanover area were busier 
than they had been for some time, but the industry 
has yet to dispose of excess inventory accumulated 
during the winter months. On the other hand, a 
small shortage of woodworking machine operators 
developed in the Owen Sound area. RCA Limited, 
manufacturers of stereo, radio and television cabi- 
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nets, hired a small number of additional production 
workers. In Huntsville, a fire destroyed the Muskoka 
Charcoal Company plant, leaving forty employees 
out of work. 

The major manufacturing industries in the 
Georgian Bay region, shipbuilding, automotive com- 
ponents, rubber products, and electrical products, all 
continued the gradual increase in employment levels 
initiated during the spring. 


In the construction industry, structural tradesmen 
registered at Canada Manpower Centres showed a 
21 per cent decrease from April to May while 
vacancies more than doubled over the same period. 
In Barrie, building permits for single family dwel- 
lings were 400 per cent greater in May 1971 than in 
May 1970 and an office building, an industrial 
building and a school addition are planned for the 
coming months. Work continued on the Bruce 
Generating Station construction site at Douglas 
Point. In Orillia, construction of a shopping centre 
and apartment complex is expected to begin by July. 
Other planned projects include the building of some 
forty resort homes and forty condominium units in 
the Collingwood area. 


In the transportation industry, Great Lakes ports 
experienced an appreciable rise in activity as all 
harbours reopened for spring and summer shipping. 
The gradual discontinuance of CNR rail service to 
many areas resulted in the closure of the local track 
maintenance section in Owen Sound. 


In the public administration sector, the Provin- 
cial-Municipal Summer Incentive Work Program 
provided work for approximately forty unemployed 
men on clean-up projects, such as the removal of 
dead elm trees. 


In the community, business, and personal serv- 
ices sector, employment activity in the hospitality 
industry benefited from the arrival of warm summer 
weather. Registered vacancies in the service sector 
showed a 55 per cent rise from April to May with 
the opening of the resort and cottage season and the 
resultant large demand for short-order cooks, wait- 
resses, maids, housekeepers, nursery and recreation 
workers. This demand was filled partly by students. 
Although student hirings appear to have declined 
slightly from last year, further openings are antici- 
pated in the hospital and recreation sectors. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


In Northern Ontario, the upturn in economic 
activity which normally occurs in early spring was 
delayed this year due to an unusually long, harsh 


winter; a definite upward trend could not be dis- 
cerned until mid-May. Increased economic activity 
during May and June appeared to be mainly attribut- 
able to delayed seasonal effects rather than funda- 
mental improvements in economic performance. 


Despite reports that firms in the forestry industry 
suffered a substantial drop in profits in the first 
quarter of 1971 compared with the first quarter of 
1970, sales of lumber products appear to have im- 
proved. Although most sawmills began operations 
three to five weeks later than usual and at only 
about two-thirds capacity, a 20 per cent increase 
in wholesale prices since mid-April and reported 
inventory reductions at five large sawmills in the 
Chapleau area have occurred in recent months. At 
Sturgeon Falls, the spring resumption of cutting 
activities at the two largest sawmills resulted in the 
recall of nearly 300 men. 

The Department of Lands and Forests will re- 
quire several hundred workers for implementation of 
a reforestation program in Northern Ontario. 


In the Sudbury mining industry, rising construc- 
tion costs and a declining market for nickel caused 
a slowdown in the implementation of expansion 
plans, many of which were already underway. Upper 
Canada Mine and Upper Beaver Mine, both in the 
Kirkland Lake area, will permanently cease produc- 
tion late this year. Despite generally depressed condi- 
tions throughout the mining industry, drilling and 
exploration activity is underway in the Sturgeon 
Lake area in North-Western Ontario where the open- 
ing of two new mines is anticipated. Employment 
has been generated by the transportation and service 
requirements for the new mines. 


There has been a slight improvement in the 
performance of the manufacturing industry following 
last year’s slowdown. By the end of April, Algoma 
Steel Corporation Limited in Sault Ste. Marie had 
recalled all workers previously laid off. Shortages of 
sewing machine operators persisted in the Thunder 
Bay area. Two small fiberglass manufacturers have 
located in Sault Ste. Marie while prefabricated 
home production and a veneer plant are expected to 
provide two hundred new jobs in the Blind River 
area within a year. In the midst of positive labour 
market developments, diamond drilling contractors 
at North Bay continued to lay off shop and field 
personnel. 

The export-oriented Canadian pulp and paper 
industry has begun to respond to the decline in the 
international exchange rate on the Canadian dollar. 
In the Espanola area, Eddy Forest Products Limited 
are opening six bush camps this year as compared 
with three in 1970. At Iroquois Falls, the Abitibi 
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Paper Company Limited commenced rehiring after a 
long series of layoffs and have stepped up operations 
to a six-day-week from a four-day week. Abitibi has 
also recalled 75 fallers and skidders near Wawa. At 
Thunder Bay, the recall of 700 woods workers during 
May has failed to bring the work force to the levels 
of previous years. Also, Great Lakes Paper Com- 
pany Limited has announced a layoff of 150 men 
effective September 1, 1971. 


Much of the construction activity in Northern 
Ontario was concentrated in low-rental public hous- 
ing, road projects, hospitals, and schools. Industrial 
construction, much of which emanates from the min- 
ing industry, received a sharp setback when the 
International Nickel Company of Canada Limited 
announced cancellation of an already underway 
expansion to their iron ore recovery plant and new 
sulphuric acid plant in Sudbury. Seven hundred and 
fifty potential construction jobs were eliminated. 


With the May re-opening of the Great Lakes 
transportation system, most elevator, railway, and 
ship personnel have been recalled at Thunder Bay 
and new hirings are currently occurring. 


The new shopping centre in Sudbury has begun 
to recruit staff for a planned September opening. 
Several hundred jobs, mostly in clerical and sales 
occupations, will be created. Surpluses of new uni- 
versity graduates continue to persist throughout 
Northern Ontario. Shortages of qualified cooks and 
waitresses were evident in most areas due primarily 
to the seasonal increase in tourism. 


3 — EASTERN ONTARIO 


Significant seasonal increases and an element of 
cyclical improvement affected almost all sectors of 
the labour market in the period under review. How- 
ever, surpluses of students and university and college 
graduates persisted. 


In agriculture, employment opportunities for 
casual farm workers, pickers and greenhouse work- 
ers increased, and some students found employment 
in strawberry farming, landscaping, and nursery 
_ work. In other primary industries, seasonally opera- 
ted sawmills recommenced operations creating addi- 
tional job openings but there was ample labour 
available to meet all demands. 


Although the manufacturing sector has been slow 
_ to recover from the cyclical downturn, several new 
expansions are planned and cyclically-induced lay- 
offs have diminished. Kingston Spinners Limited, 
Kingston, announced construction of a $3.6 million 
_ carpet yarn processing operation expected to employ 
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approximately 150 to 200 persons following comple- 
tion in October. Domtar Fine Papers Limited, Corn- 
wall, will complete a $2 million air pollution control 
program by 1975. Steel Company of Canada Limited, 
Gananoque, announced a $2 million expansion to its 
forging division which will result in approximately 
18 new jobs. E. B. Eddy Company is planning a 
$500,000 expansion to its book match production 
facilities in Pembroke; approximately 25 new jobs 
will be created. Within manufacturing, the most 
active sectors have been building material firms, 
trailer manufacturers, boot and shoe firms, and 
manufacturers of lawn furniture and of other season- 
al products. 

Cutbacks occurred at Schultz Die Casting Com- 
pany of Canada Limited, Lindsay, which laid off 33 
workers due to lack of contracts, and at Compo 
Records (Ontario) Limited, Cornwall, where 50 
persons were temporarily laid off due to a seasonal 
lack of orders. A 20-man cutback at Union Carbide 
Canada Limited, Lindsay, has been attributed to 
competitive cost pressures. 


Several new construction projects have been an- 
nounced and shortages of painters, bricklayers, dec- 
orators, plumbers, roofers and plasterers have devel- 
oped in Ottawa, Belleville and Peterborough. Plan- 
ned projects include a $5 million sports complex to 
be completed in Nepean Township in late 1972; a 
$2 million bridge to be built across the Rideau River 
in Ottawa; and, in Belleville, 500 workers will be 
required for the construction of a shopping centre, 
a secondary school, and a hospital. Other construc- 
tion activity was concentrated in housing and highway 
improvement work. 


In the services sector, qualified chefs, service 
station attendants, nursing assistants and _ tailors 
were in short supply while some employment oppor- 
tunities existed for tellers, bank clerks, and para- 
medical personnel. In the tourist industry, advance 
bookings were reportedly ahead of the comparable 
totals for last year. 


Employment in public administration rose partly 
as a result of temporary positions created by the 
decennial census. 


4 — NIAGARA — HAMILTON — 
MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA—HAMILTON 


In May and June, expanded production and 
employment activity resulted from further seasonal 
increases in agriculture, construction and tourism. 
Although employment continued to lag in parts of 
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the manufacturing sector, slight improvements were 
evident in a number of areas. 


In agriculture, seasonal increases in activity oc- 
curred in market gardening, landscaping operations 
and fruit farming. In the Niagara fruit belt, the usual 
influx of workers from the Caribbean was in progress 
at time of writing. These workers will supplement 
the summer student labour force which is not avail- 
able for the entire harvesting period. In Brant 
County, some hirings were undertaken for tobacco 
farms. 


In manufacturing, conditions remained largely 
unchanged in the food and beverage industries. The 
seasonal upturn in canning began with the processing 
of asparagus and cucumbers. 

Import competition combined with uncertainties 
over the forthcoming recommendations from the 
Federal Government’s Textile and Clothing Board 
contributed to somewhat depressed employment con- 
ditions among Hamilton’s major cotton producers. 
The Brantford Cordage Company Limited was oper- 
ating at reduced levels with 100 workers on layoff 


at time of writing. In the clothing industry, conditions . 


were more buoyant particularly in the manufacture 
of men’s apparel with major producers operating at 
capacity. 

With tire producers in Ontario maintaining only 
moderate production levels, Firestone Tire and Rub- 
ber Company of Canada Limited in Hamilton has 
reduced hirings although no major employment cut- 
backs have occurred to date. This could be partially 
attributable to the failure of car sales to reach the 
volume expected by the industry. 

Activity among primary steel producers remained 
moderate throughout the first half of 1971. Few hir- 
ings occurred at the Steel Company of Canada 
Limited (Stelco) and Dominion Foundries and Steel 
Company Limited (Dofasco) in Hamilton in the 
period under review. However, increased exports to 
the United States and additional pipeline orders are 
expected to result in accelerated production and 
employment activity in the second half of the year. 
Recalls have already occurred at Page-Hersey Works 
(a Division of Stelco) and Atlas Steel Company in 
Welland. In the nickel industry, market slackness has 
resulted in stockpiling at the International Nickel 
Company of Canada Limited plant at Port Colborne 
where a reduction in replacement hirings has caused 
some erosion of employment levels. 

In the metal fabricating industry, increased 
labour demand was evident among boiler and plate 
work firms in the Hamilton area. However, a number 
of intermittent layoffs persisted at several drop forge 
operations in Welland due to a decline in export de- 


mand from the United States. In Fort Erie a pro- 
tracted layoff of 60 workers at Horton Steel Works 
Limited was still in effect at time of writing. 

With the important exception of producers of 
farm implements, machinery manufacturers have 
maintained expanded levels of employment in recent 
months. Additional hirings have been undertaken by 
some firms including Otis Elevator Company Limited 
in Hamilton and BLH-Canada Limited in Dundas. 

The farm implement sector remained depressed 
in comparison with previous years. Employment has 
increased at White Farm Equipment Limited in 
Brantford, but operation continued on a one-shift 
basis at the North American Combine Plant of 
Massey-Ferguson Industries Limited. In Hamilton, 
International Harvester Company of Canada Limited 
have temporarily ceased production as a result of 
depressed implement markets in the United States. 
Approximately 1,300 workers were affected. 

In transportation equipment, a short-term cut- 
back occurred in rolling stock production following 
the completion of large orders. National Steel Car 
Corporation Limited has a number of large orders 
on hand and employment is expected to remain at 
fairly high levels throughout the next few months. 
Port Weller Dry Docks Limited in St. Catharines is 
preparing for work on a $25 million ferry contract 
and employment levels should increase in the near 
future. The aerospace industry remained seriously 
depressed with Fleet Manufacturing Limited of Fort 
Erie continuing to experience intermittent layoffs and 
operating on a four-day week. 

Employment remained stabilized at fairly high 
levels in the electrical products industry. Levelling 
out in production among capital goods manufacturers 
was largely offset by expanded hirings among appli- 
ance producers including Westinghouse Canada Lim- 
ited of Hamilton and the John Inglis Company Lim- 
ited of Saltfleet. Higher employment levels among 
automotive electrical firms are anticipated with the 
commencement of production of the 1972 models in 
July. 

One major exception to the relatively favourable 
conditions in the electrical products industry was the 
closure, scheduled for September, of the Westing- 
house Canada Limited plant in Brantford. 


The seasonal expansion in residential construc- 
tion activity continued in May with increases in the 
demand for roofers, painters and bricklayers. Resi- 
dential construction activity continues to be stimu- 
lated by a combination of Governmental programs 
combined with improved availability of funds from 
the private sector. On-going non-residential projects 
such as the Stelco and Dofasco plant expansions and 
Hamilton’s Jackson Square are sustaining a high de- 


‘ 


mand for unionized labour. Following a slack period 
during which activities were hampered by wet 
grounds, work recommenced on the Welland Canal 
Relocation Project and related road and tunnel 
construction. 


In transportation, a labour dispute involving ap- 
proximately 500 employees of the Hamilton Street 
Railway Company arose on May 17 over contract 
negotiations and continued on into June. 


In the retail trade sector, reduced sales volume 
continued to restrict hirings and cutbacks occurred 
among major retail chain outlets. 


Despite high employment levels among clerical 
personnel in the finance and insurance sector, exten- 
sive hirings which normally occur at this time of year 
with the influx of high school commercial graduates 
on the labour market were less in evidence than 
usual. In addition, although recent improvements 
have occurred in housing markets, recruitment of 
real estate salesmen continues to lag. 


In the service sector, high, stable employment 
levels prevailed in health, welfare and education. In 
personal services, employment in the tourist industry 
increased substantially with seasonal hirings of hotel 


and restaurant workers in Niagara Falls. 


_ MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


Continued improvements were apparent in the 
level of economic activity in Mid-Western Ontario 
during May and June. However, increased employ- 


_ ment levels resulted mainly from the normal seasonal 
expansions that occurred in the construction and 


tourist industries; while some sectors in the manufac- 
turing industry registered slight employment gains, 


these were partially offset by reduced activity in 


other types of manufacturing. 


In agriculture, improved weather conditions 
brought an expansion in seasonal activity. However, 
the impact on employment levels was slight as agri- 
cultural activity in the area is concentrated primarily 
in livestock production, which is not subject to signi- 


- ficant seasonal fluctuations. 


In manufacturing, seasonal hirings were under- 
taken by food processing establishments such as bis- 
cuit and confectionery firms and soft drink pro- 
ducers, although employment levels in vegetable 
processing remained low. 

The rubber industry continued to experience 
mixed conditions. With tire production in Kitchener 
continuing to lag. Uniroyal Limited has phased out 
its fuel cell division affecting approximately 150 
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workers, mainly women. Kaufman Footwear Limited 
of Kitchener, a producer of rubber footwear, was 
seasonally active. 

The textile and garment industries, recovering 
from a period of only moderate employment, have 
undertaken additional hirings. Increased activity was 
evident in woollen and worsted cloth production, 
knitwear firms, and yarn and hosiery mills. The 
clothing industry continued to experience high em- 
ployment levels with firms such as Cluett Peabody 
and Company of Canada Limited of Kitchener work- 
ing at capacity. In Stratford, Canadian Fabricated 
Products Limited, a manufacturer of soft trim for the 
car industry, began hiring female assemblers and 
sewing machine operators to staff their new $2.5 
million plant. 

In transportation equipment, slight improvements 
occurred among automotive parts manufacturers in 
Guelph and Galt, although employment levels con- 
tinued to lag among firms in the Kitchener area 
where much of the district’s equipment industry is 
concentrated. Despite lagging employment in Kit- 
chener, the Budd Automotive Company of Canada 
Limited continued to hire production workers to 
staff its $40 million plant expansion. There was an 
increase in hirings at Bell Aerospace of Canada 
Limited, which has established hovercraft production 
facilities at Grand Bend. 

Some expansion occurred in primary metals and 
metal fabricating in part attributable to a seasonal 
upswing in the structural metal field together with 
increased orders for capital equipment. 

High, stable production was maintained in the 
non-electrical machinery industry including steam 
generating equipment, road grading and paper cut- 
ting machinery. 

In electrical products manufacturing, the major 
area of strength was the capital equipment sector 
which continued to maintain high employment in 
transformer and generator production. While some 
electronic component firms expanded hirings, others 
initiated staff cutbacks. Reduced activity continued 
to be apparent in appliance manufacturing. 

Seasonal increases in activity occurred in build- 
ing products, footwear and sports equipment. Al- 
though a slight revival characterized the furniture 
industry in Guelph and Stratford, the industry re- 
mained generally depressed in Kitchener-Waterloo. 
On June 14, a labour dispute affecting 270 em- 
ployees at Sunar Industries Limited further contri- 
buted to the adverse employment situation. 


Increases in construction employment throughout 
the area were mainly seasonal in nature although 
residential construction showed some improvement 
over last year’s level. Employment in the non-resi- 
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dential building sector was concentrated mainly in 
road construction and on-going work on commercial 
and institutional projects. 


While staff additions to finance and insurance 
firms appear to be smaller than in previous years, 
employment cutbacks have not occurred. Despite 
improved housing markets, real estate firms have 
hired few salesmen. 


In the services sector, employment in health and 
welfare was stable while educational occupations 
experienced a seasonal increase in hirings. Waiters, 
waitresses and kitchen help were hired to cope with 
the seasonal increase in the tourist trade at Stratford 
and along Lake Huron. 


5 — SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


Employment in Southwestern Ontario showed a 
slight seasonal increase in the period under review, 
particularly in agriculture, construction, and trans- 
portation, communication and other utilities. How- 
ever, in manufacturing, trade and services, no signifi- 
cant improvements were evident. 


Employment opportunities in agriculture during 
May and June were concentrated in the harvesting 
of greenhouse vegetables and early fruits and field 
vegetables. As well, a number of job openings occur- 
red for field crop and tobacco workers. In the near 
future, an estimated 11,000 to 15,000 acres of seed 
corn in the counties of Essex and Kent will require 
hand detasseling which is expected to provide a large 
number of employment opportunities for students. 


In manufacturing, low levels of employment pre- 
vailed among producers of both non-durable and 
durable goods. Vegetable processors commenced 
operations during the period under review although 
increases in employment and job openings were less 
than normal for this time of year as dry weather 
delayed the processing of some crops until late June. 

Increased employment was evident in some areas 
of durable goods manufacturing although this was 
partially offset by some staff reductions and planned 
closures. Improved conditions in residential con- 
struction have resulted in additional hirings at Alcan 
Universal Homes Division, Woodstock, mitigating 
the effects of the earlier closure of the area’s Weld- 
wood of Canada Limited plant. A reduction in the 
work force occurred at the Woodstock plant of Eaton 
Yale Limited, manufacturers of logging equipment. 
Effective May 28, the firm released 52 workers for 
an indefinite period and 51 workers for a period of 
three months. The layoff affected assemblers and 


labourers in the plant as well as engineering depart- 
ment personnel. Progressive Welder (Canada) Limi- 
ted, manufacturers of spot welding machines, will 
permanently close their Chatham plant effective July 
23 involving approximately 40 workers in welding 
and machine trades occupations. 

In the transportation equipment industry, em- 
ployment conditions remained generally depressed. 
As a result of slow vehicle sales and production 
levels, auto parts manufacturers experienced low 
employment levels with layoffs in effect throughout 
the district. One exception to the sluggish economic 
conditions was the Ford Motor Company Limited 
plant in Talbotville where compact and sub-compact 
cars were being produced at near capacity levels. 


Construction activity continued to rise during 
May and June and was well above the level reached 
in the comparable period last year. The increase was 
attributable primarily to an upsurge in residential 
construction which supplemented work on several 
institutional and governmental projects currently 
underway. During the period under review, construc- 
tion valued at approximately $70 million was in 
progress at the University of Western Ontario in 
London while work continued on the $678 million 
Ontario Hydro Nanticoke Generating Station in the 
Simcoe area. Other projects included construction 
and expansion of educational, nursing and hospital 
facilities at various locations throughout the district. 
Painters, carpenters and bricklayers were in demand 
and improved employment opportunities are antici- 
pated for plumbers and electricians as the projects 
progress. Demand to date has been adequately met 
by recalls from layoffs which have prevailed in the 
industry during the past year. 

In the industrial and commercial sector, shop- 
ping plazas are scheduled for Simcoe and Leaming- 
ton. Texaco Canada Limited has not yet announced a 
start date for construction of a $75 million refinery 
to be built in the Simcoe area. The major petro- 
chemical firms in the Sarnia area have planned 
expenditures of approximately $50 million over the 
next two years for plant modification, expansion and 
pollution control equipment. 


Throughout much of Southwestern Ontario, retail 
trade was less active than at the same time last year 
with lower sales volume and fewer job openings 
registered with Canada Manpower Centres. 


In the services sector, normal seasonal increases 
occurred in the demand for restaurant help in re- 
sponse to the arrival of the tourist season.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


The encouraging signs evident in the Canadian 
economy during the early part of the year were fol- 
lowed by a 2.1 per cent increase in the volume of 
gross national product between the first and second 
quarters of 1971. The impact of the economic poli- 
cies recently adopted by the United States govern- 
ment cannot be measured precisely at this time. 
However, an indefinite continuation of the new pro- 
tective measures would markedly reduce employ- 
ment opportunities among Ontario’s export-oriented 
industries. The output of such products as semi- 
finished and final forestry products, furniture, many 
metals, machinery, electrical goods, aircraft and 
parts, and chemicals would be directly affected. An 
expanded United States market for Canadian auto- 
mobiles and parts is expected, which should offset 
negative effects to some extent. 

A normal increase in the labour force between 
June and July together with an even greater rise 
in employment produced a decline of 35,000 in 
the number of unemployed in Ontario. The reduc- 
tion was greater than normal for the period with 
the result that the seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate declined by half a percentage point for 
the second successive month, to 4.6 per cent, the 
same level recorded in July 1970. 


Total labour force at 3,387,000 in July was 
42,000 higher than the figure of 3,345,000 for June. 
The number of men in the labour force rose by 
31,000 from 2,219,000 in June to 2,250,000 in July, 
while the number of women increased by 11,000 
from 1,126,000 to 1,137,000. The labour force 
increase occurred principally among 14-19 year- 
olds. Other age groups showed no significant 
changes. Compared with July of last year, the 
labour force rose by 118,000 from 3,269,000 to 
3,387,000. 


The 77,000 increase in total employment be- 
tween June and July comprised 50,000 men and 
27,000 women. A substantial increase of 86,000 in 
the employment of 14-19 year-olds and a very slight 
rise among 20-24 year-olds were partially offset 
by small declines among other age groups. On a 
year-over-year basis, employment of 25-44 year- 
olds rose by 61,000 while lesser increases occurred 
among 14-19 year-olds, 20-24 year-olds and 45-64 
year-olds. Employment of persons 65 and over 
remained virtually unchanged over the year. 

On an industrial basis, the 15,000 increase in 
agricultural employment from 145,000 in June to 


160,000 in July was about normal for this time of 
year. Non-agricultural employment at 3,068,000 in 
July was 61,000 higher than the June figure of 
3,007,000. Among the major industrial sectors, em- 
ployment increases were evident in retail trade, 
community, business and personal services, and con- 
struction. Manufacturing showed virtually no change 
between June and July. Compared with July 1970 
employment in manufacturing and transportation, 
communication and other utilities continued to fall 
short while community, business and personal ser- 
vices showed considerable improvement over the 
same period. 


Total unemployment in July at 159,000 was 
35,000 lower than the June level of 194,000. Both 
men and women shared in the decrease. In July 
1971, unemployment was slightly higher than the 
153,000 recorded in July 1970. 

The July 1971 seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate in Ontario at 4.6 per cent was substan- 
tially lower than the June figure of 5.1 per cent. 
The July rate of 6.3 per cent for Canada as a whole 
showed more modest improvement over the 6.4 per 
cent recorded in June. 


Despite some vacation shutdowns in the July- 
August period, demand for unskilled labour rose 
slightly in Metropolitan Toronto. Vacancies regis- 
tered with Canada Manpower Centres showed an 
increase between June and July in the construction, 
trade and light manufacturing sectors. 


The labour market in Metropolitan Toronto’s 
Industrial Periphery was characterized by seasonal 
plant shutdowns, normal summer increases in 
demand in the services sector, and buoyant con- 
struction in the Brampton-Bramalea area. 


The tourist industry in the Georgian Bay eco- 
nomic region provided a strong demand among 
hospitality occupations during July and August. 
In the manufacturing industries, expansions were 
offset by closures. 


Most of the economic indicators point to a 
strengthening of the Northern Ontario economy. 
Although forestry output continued to be erratic, 
activity in the steel, tourism, construction and retail 
trade sectors was strong during the second quarter. 


No real improvement was evident in the employ- 
ment situation in Eastern Ontario during the July- 
August period. Although the retail trade and services 


sectors showed some strength, this was offset by a 
general lull in manufacturing activity and a con- 
struction slowdown which affected particularly 
Napanee, Brockville and Cobourg. 


Seasonal activity in the Niagara-Hamilton area 
resulted in improved employment prospects in the 
agricultural, construction, tourism, and food pro- 
cessing sectors in the period under review. Parts of 
the manufacturing industry, however, remained 
largely unaffected by the seasonal upturn and recalls 
were offset by continuing layoffs and closures. 
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Employment conditions in Southwestern On- 
tario improved in agriculture, construction and in 
community, business and personal services during 
the July-August period. 


Despite the vacation shutdown by many large 
employers in Midwestern Ontario, seasonal em- 
ployment increases occurred in most sectors. While 
employment in agriculture and manufacturing in- 
creased only marginally, more substantial expansion 
took place in the tourist industry and in construc- 
tion. 


OCCUPATIONAL SHORTAGES— ONTARIO 


The number of occupations for which short- 
ages of 25 or more are reported increased slightly 
in Ontario during July 1971. Two of the 15 short- 
ages listed were reported as strong, five as moderate 
and the remaining eight as light. In June 1971, 


shortages were reported in 13 occupations while in 
July 1970 there were only 10 occupations listed. 

The table below shows the increase which 
occurred in the demand for labour between April 
and July 1971, and the decrease recorded in the 
comparable period of 1970.

Notable year-over-year changes included the 
continued strong demand for insurance salesmen. 
Shortages of general maids and automobile mechan- 
ics increased from the light to the moderate category 
while the demand for secretaries fell from moderate 
to light. Deletions from the list of shortages for the 
same period were company labourers, general duty 
nurses, physical therapists, machinists and typists. 
Manager trainees, hair stylists, dairy farmhands, 
aircraft assemblers, stationary engineers, stenog- 
raphers, fruit farmhands, automobile body repair- 
men and miners were all new additions to the list of 
shortages from July 1970.

Most of the occupations listed in the last issue 
of the Manpower Review were again in demand in 
June 1971 with no significant change in the cate- 
gories. 

Shortages of regular equipment sewing machine 
operators previously categorized as moderate ap- 
peared as strong in July 1971. Low wages continued 
to make this occupation unattractive. There was a 
slight change between June and July 1971 in the 
demand for general maids and stenographers, which 
fell into the moderate and light groups, respectively. 
During this same period, shortages of miners and 
automobile body repairmen increased from light to 
moderate.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JULY — AUGUST 1971 


1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


Despite some vacation shutdowns in the July- 
August period, demand for unskilled labour rose 
slightly in Metropolitan Toronto. Vacancies regis- 
tered with Canada Manpower Centres showed an 
increase between June and July in the construction, 
trade and light manufacturing sectors. 


In manufacturing, the food and beverage indus- 
try experienced seasonal increases in production 
resulting in temporary shortages of meatcutters, 
bakers and pastrymen. Approximately 50 temporary 
workers at Corporate Foods Limited will be laid off 
when the Bloor Street biscuit plant is phased out 
over the next few months; the remaining staff of 
90 will be transferred to another division of the 
company. 

In the wood products sector, demand for cabinet 
makers, woodworking machine operators and gen- 
eral woodworking shophands has persisted with 
some temporary shortages. Intercraft Industries of 
Canada Limited is expected to employ 40 workers 
to manufacture wood wall frames in new premises 
in Scarborough. Sklar Manufacturing Limited, Meri- 
dian Division, requires about 35 upholsterers, cut- 
ters and sewing machine operators for its new 
upholstery plant. 

There has been a heavy demand for workers in 
the needle trades in the period under review. Anglo 
Trades Limited plans to hire 40 sewing machine 
operators for the production of snowsuits and ski 
wear. Shoe manufacturers busy on the fall and 
winter lines have generated a steady demand for 
stitchers and basters. 

During July several companies in the paper and 
allied products sector recalled employees on layoff 
as business began to recover some of the momentum 
lost in previous months. The industrial dispute be- 
tween Canada Envelope (Ontario) Limited and 
its employees, members of the International Brother- 
hood of Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Workers, 
was terminated on July 5 after a work stoppage of 
eight days. The agreement reached entails an across- 
the-board increase of 50¢ an hour over a two-year 
period, as well as improved fringe benefits. 

In the metal fabricating sector, there has been 
increased demand for skilled machinists, welders, 


punch press operators, grinders, buffers and polish- 
ers. About 55 workers are being recalled by Grinnell 
Company of Canada Limited as a result of increased 
business volume, and Precisioneering Limited, a 
manufacturer of pipe and tanks, anticipates increas- 
ing its present staff of 100 by 60 per cent. 

Production of electrical and electronic goods has 
been rising in preparation for Christmas sales. Philco- 
Ford of Canada Limited has been recruiting 70 
workers, mainly assemblers, for colour television 
production. Control Data Canada Limited, a com- 
puter firm, is currently constructing an $11.4 million 
plant in Mississauga for completion at the end of 
the year. The company will eventually employ 600 
workers. At the time of writing, no agreement had 
been reached in the three-month-old labour dispute 
between Burroughs Business Machines Limited and 
its 80 employees, members of the United Auto 
Workers of America. 

In the machinery sector, machine tool orders 
have continued to decline. Rex Chainbelt (Canada) 
Limited, a manufacturer of construction equipment, 
at time of writing had 40 workers on layoff. 

In the transportation equipment sector, Douglas 
Aircraft Company of Canada Limited has recalled 
all available employees previously on layoff, in order 
to fill a $500 million contract for the United States 
parent company. However, the loss of major over- 
seas contracts by De Havilland Aircraft of Canada 
Limited will result in the layoff of about 700 of its 
employees during the balance of the year. 


Construction activity, previously buoyant, was 
disrupted on several projects towards the end of 
July by work stoppages involving 400 members of 
the International Association of Bridge, Structural 
and Ornamental Ironworkers. Labour disputes in- 
volving the International Association of Ironworkers 
and the International Union of Operating Engineers 
halted several additional projects. 

Building contracts awarded in Metro Toronto 
during the first six months of the year were 52 per 
cent higher than in the equivalent period of 1970. 
Residential and non-residential building was concen- 
trated in middle and lower-income housing, apart- 
ments, hotels and shopping malls. The Westdale 
Mall at Dundas and Erindale Station Road, to be 
completed early in 1972, will provide employment 
for more than 1,000 construction workers. 
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In transportation, seasonal activity created a 
demand for driver-salesmen, warehouse workers, 
material handlers and labourer stores. 


In the community, business and personal services 
sector, there was a continuing demand for restaurant 
and hotel workers. Fully qualified chefs and cooks 
with specialized experience were in short supply. 


Among the clerical occupations, turnover hiring 
by government departments and financial institutions 
maintained a steady demand for clerk typists and 
other clerical workers. 


In the trade sector, department stores plan to 
recruit additional staff in anticipation of increased 
fall sales. 


Despite steady demand for accountants, plant 
engineers and personnel managers, employment op- 
portunities in managerial, professional and technical 
occupations failed to improve notably in the period 
under review. An oversupply of research and food 
chemists, laboratory technicians and industrial de- 
signers persisted, and managerial personnel in the 
electronics industries continued to be laid off. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


The labour market in Metropolitan Toronto’s 
Industrial Periphery was characterized by seasonal 
plant shutdowns, normal summer increases in 
demand in the services sector, and buoyant con- 
struction in the Brampton-Bramalea area. 


In agriculture, potato acreage in the Newmarket 
area has been increased by 20 per cent this year. 
Demand for qualified farm labour remained low 
throughout the Industrial Periphery. 


In the manufacturing sector, as previously an- 
nounced, the engine plant of American Motors 
(Canada) Limited at Brampton was closed during 
July. Most hourly-rated workers exercised seniority 
rights, bumping assemblers in the main plant. Em- 
ployees of Houdaille Industries Limited at Oshawa, 
members of the UAW, ratified a new three-year 
contract. The agreement calls for an immediate wage 
increase of 32¢ an hour, followed by increments of 
26¢ and 13¢ an hour in June 1972 and June 197s. 
respectively. 

In metal fabricating, Regal Die Casting Com- 
pany Limited, a Brampton manufacturer of alu- 
minum castings for household appliances, announced 
plans to install 16 new furnaces. As a result, about 
140 experienced casters will be added to the present 
staff of 60 workers by March 1972. Six hundred and 
twenty members of Local 1817, United Steelworkers 


of America, employed by Fittings Limited, an 
Oshawa manufacturer of fittings and castings, rati- 
fied a settlement providing for a 50¢ an hour wage 
increase over three years, and additional fringe 
benefits. Sixty-four employees of Goderich Tube and 
Steel Company (Canada) Limited of Ajax, mem- 
bers of Local 1090, UAW, walked off their jobs 
during July as a result of an industrial dispute. The 
work stoppage by 500 general plant and mainte- 
nance workers at Dominion Glass Company Limited 
of Bramalea remained unsettled at the time of 
writing. 

In rubber products, the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company of Canada Limited, Bowmanville, 
has been awarded a $2 million contract for conveyor 
belts, which is expected to create employment for 
about 35 workers. 

In electrical products, Northern Electric Com- 
pany Limited of Bramalea, which has been reducing 
staff since January, laid off 40 workers in July 
bringing the total number laid off to 520 employees 
for the year to date. 

Drummond Business Forms Limited commenced 
hiring for its new plant at Orangeville. The initial 
staff of 15 will gradually be increased to 70 hourly- 
rated workers. 

Employees of Gulf Oil Canada Limited at 
Oakville, members of Local 9593, Oil, Chemical 
and Atomic Workers Union, ratified an agreement 
which provides an 8 per cent wage increase in July 
1971 and a7 per cent increase in July 1972. 


Construction activity was concentrated in the 
Brampton-Bramalea area in the period under 
review. A recently announced housing project in 
Bramalea will involve 3,500 single and multiple 
family dwelling units. Work has been started on the 
foundation for the new $4 million Bramalea City 
Centre. In Brampton, a $25 million long-range 
development program has been announced, entailing 
the construction of 20 high-rise residential and office 
buildings, and a $10 million addition to an existing 
retail trade complex. Construction work has begun 
on a $6 million provincial medical clinic in Bramp- 
ton to replace existing facilities in Mimico. A 
number of smaller residential building projects have 
also been announced in Brampton, Georgetown and 
Orangeville. 


In the trade sector, recruitment for new depart- 
ment stores has increased the demand for sales 
personnel in the Industrial Periphery. The T. Eaton 
Company Limited store in Bramalea, scheduled to 
open in October, will require approximately 500 
employees. Zeller’s Limited in Georgetown is re- 
cruiting about 100 employees for its October open- 


ing. However, Stedmans department store in Ajax 
and Gambles discount department store in Oshawa 
closed permanently in July, affecting a total of 
approximately 45 workers. Thirty-three employees 
of Oshawa Co-operative Supplies Limited, members 
of Local 414, Retail, Wholesale and Department 
Store Union, ended a 20-day strike with the accept- 
ance of a contract calling for a 15 to 20 per cent 
increase over a two-year period. 


In the community, business and personal services 
sector, there was a seasonal increase in demand for 
hotel and restaurant workers. A two-year agreement 
providing a total wage increase of 37¢ an hour was 
accepted by employees of the Oshawa General 
Hospital, members of Local 45, CUPE. 


In the managerial, professional and technical 
occupations, the number of registrants at Canada 
Manpower Centres continued to increase. However, 
there were shortages of civil engineers and urban 
planners. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


The tourist industry in the Georgian Bay eco- 
nomic region provided a strong demand among 
hospitality occupations during July and August. In 
the manufacturing industries, expansions were offset 
by closures. 


In agriculture, the apple harvest in the Georgian 
Bay area will occasion the employment of 260 
Caribbean workers, for six weeks beginning in mid- 
September. As tobacco farmers have agreed to plant 
only half of their acreage this year, the number of 
workers required for the upcoming harvest is ex- 
pected to be somewhat diminished from previous 
years. 


Although expansion projects provided addi- 
tional employment in the manufacturing sector, this 
was in part offset by layoffs and closures. In the 
stone, clay and glass products sector, L.O.F. Glass 
of Canada Limited at Collingwood plans to recruit 
about 20 permanent employees when the student 
workers hired for the summer period return to 
classes; this will bring the total number of permanent 
workers employed at the plant to approximately 
S15. 

In wood products, Weldwood of Canada Limited 
will phase out its present lumber mill in Huntsville, 
replacing it with new facilities. As a result, only 
32 of the former staff of 60 workers will be required. 
Heywood-Wakefield Company of Canada Limited of 
Orillia, a United States based manufacturer of trans- 
portation and school seating systems, will close

permanently at the end of this year. Eighty hourly- 
rated workers, members of the United Steelworkers 
of America, and an office staff of 10 will be affected. 

Quinlan-Crawford (1965) Limited, a Colling- 
wood manufacturer of cushions, increased its staff 
from 77 to 100 workers between June and July, in 
anticipation of production needs for the Christmas 
season. 

Daal Specialties (Collingwood) Limited, a 
manufacturer of car seat belts, plans to recruit about 
300 female workers in the autumn, to handle a 
portion of the work transferred from the company’s 
Windsor operations. 

In rubber products, The Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company of Canada Limited in Colling- 
wood is recruiting approximately 35 workers for a 
new line to manufacture nylon plastic hose for the 
automotive industry. Mansfield-Denman General 
Limited (Tire Division) has announced a further 
expansion to its Barrie plant; on completion in 1972, 
the plant will provide employment for 75 to 100 
additional workers. 

In metal fabricating, shortages have been re- 
ported for welders, foundry machinists and tool and 
die workers. Two new production lines will be intro- 
duced at Decor Metal Products Limited in Midland, 
requiring the recruitment of between 60 and 100 
assemblers by September. Fahralloy-Wisconsin 
Limited, a manufacturer of alloy and centrifugal 
castings in Orillia, laid off 17 workers. The staff 
reduction was attributed to a decline in orders. 

Electrical products manufacturers have been hir- 
ing additional workers to handle increased produc- 
tion. Motorola (Ontario) Limited recruited about 
40 assemblers in July for its Midland car radio 
plant, raising the total staff complement to the 
highest level attained since operations began in 
1966. In Barrie, the Lufkin Rule Company of 
Canada Limited is building an addition to its plant 
to manufacture electric soldering irons, and plans to 
recruit 20 workers during the next year. 

The Collingwood Shipyard of Canadian Ship- 
building and Engineering Limited now employs 650 
hourly-rated workers and is expected to reach its 
earlier staff level of 1,000 by the fall, in order to fill 
new orders. In the machinery sector, Boyles Indus- 
tries Limited of Orillia laid off 43 tradesmen 
because of reduced orders for mining and drilling 
equipment. 


In the construction industry, there was a persis- 
tent demand for bricklayers, carpenters and other 
specialty trades. 

In the Bracebridge area, work is progressing on 
a $1.4 million addition to Huntsville High School 
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and a 39-room addition to the 50-unit premises of 
the Holiday Inn at Hidden Valley. In Owen Sound, 
construction began in mid-August on the $3 million 
Grey County Mall which will provide employment 
for 500 construction workers. In Orillia, two apart- 
ment buildings will be completed by the end of the 
year at a total cost of $1 million. Work will com- 
mence soon on the Cairns Centre shopping, office 
and apartment complex, with a tentative completion 
date in early 1972. 


In the community, business and personal ser- 
vices sector, the usual influx of tourists into the 
Georgian Bay region resulted in the hiring of 
additional staff for retail stores, hotels, lodges and 
restaurants. 


In the trade sector, the Toronto County Fair 
Plaza in Orillia is expected to be available for 
occupancy in the fall. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Most of the economic indicators point to a 
strengthening of the Northern Ontario economy. 
Although forestry output continued to be erratic, 
activity in the steel, tourism, construction and retail 
trade sectors was strong during the second quarter. 


Although activity in the woodlands sector of the 
forestry industry has increased over the same period 
last year, full production has not been reached. In 
addition, uncertainty about United States markets 
has raised some doubts about the timing of a 
planned expansion of logging operations in the Fort 
Frances area, originally scheduled to coincide with 
the autumn start-up of the new Boise-Cascade kraft 
mill in Fort Frances. In Sault Ste. Marie, Abitibi 
Paper Company Limited has curtailed pulp cutting 
operations by about 40 per cent resulting in the dis- 
missal of 43 men, and in the Sturgeon Falls area 
cutting operations have been reduced by approxi- 
mately one-half. 


Difficulties in the forestry industry have been 
reflected in the manufacturing sector with a one- 
month shutdown of the tree farmer production line 
occurring at the Canadian Car Division of Hawker 
Siddeley Canada Limited in Thunder Bay. The 
affected workers were relocated within the company. 
Although most pulp and paper mills have recalled 
most senior employees previously laid off, produc- 
tion levels continue to fluctuate, and many mills 
have been operating for four or five days a week 
rather than on a continuous basis. Intermittent one- 
week total shutdowns continue to be common. 


Manufacturers of mining equipment continue to 
experience reduced sales. Canadian Longyear Lim- 
ited at North Bay laid off half of its staff of approxi- 
mately 200 employees for two weeks, with the 
second half to be laid off for two weeks when the 
first group returns. Morissette Manufacturing and 
Sales Limited in the New Liskeard area laid off 
six production division workers for a one-month 
period. 


In mining, the International Nickel Company of 
Canada Limited in Sudbury recently announced the 
closure of the Murray Mine for an indefinite period, 
because of the relatively low grade of the mine’s 
ores. The 800 men affected will be absorbed else- 
where in the company’s Sudbury operations. Inter- 
national Nickel continues to recruit new workers 
although on a somewhat reduced scale. Two new 
mines and one mill scheduled to begin operations 
between now and mid-1972 will require about 1,000 
additional men. 

The Caland Ore Company plant in Atikokan 
recently shut down all operations except its pelletiz- 
ing plant. The shutdown, which affects 225 men 
and is expected to last until late October, has been 
attributed to decreased demand for iron ore. 


Construction activity has been buoyant through- 
out the District. Shortages of skilled construction 
tradesmen occurred in most areas, although sur- 
pluses of unskilled labour continued to exist. At the 
end of July $17 million in new construction was 
under way in Thunder Bay, compared with $11 
million a year earlier. In the New Liskeard area, the 
Montreal River project of the Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario has reached a peak seasonal 
labour force of 400 men. Commercial and industrial 
construction projects in Sudbury, Timmins and Sault 
Ste. Marie were affected when members of the Inter- 
national Union of Bridge, Structural and Ornamental 
Ironworkers went on strike on July 14. At the time 
of writing the dispute had not been terminated. 


In transportation, railways and elevator com- 
panies in Thunder Bay undertook new hirings. 


In the trade sector, retail sales have risen 
markedly but there has been no corresponding in- 
crease in full-time employment opportunities. The 
Towers and Food City Supermarket, opening in 
Sudbury’s new City Centre urban renewal project, 
will provide employment for about 30 full-time sales 
clerks and about 100 part-time sales clerks and 
cashiers. 


3 — LAKE ONTARIO — 
EASTERN ONTARIO 


No real improvement was evident in the employ- 
ment situation in Lake Ontario - Eastern Ontario 
District during the July-August period. Although the 
retail trade and services sectors showed some 
strength, this was offset by a general lull in manu- 
facturing activity and a construction slowdown 
which affected particularly Napanee, Brockville and 
Cobourg. 


In agriculture, there has been a demand for 
strawberry pickers, Christmas tree pruners, and 
greenhouse, market garden and haying workers. 
Most district farm operators anticipate good yields 
in the autumn and a corresponding increase in em- 
ployment requirements at that time. One develop- 
ment of particular interest this year is the increased 
availability of student farm labour which has some- 
what alleviated the district’s traditional farm labour 
shortage. 


The recovery materializing in the manufacturing 
sector over the last six months has faltered to some 
extent, as indicated by two major layoffs. The 
closure of Abex Industries of Canada Limited, 
Hawkesbury, an electronic components manufac- 
turer, affected 90 employees; and 125 workers were 
laid off by Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited, Peterborough. Other smaller closures and 
layoffs also occurred. However, there was recurrent 
labour demand in the food and beverage, building 
material, machine shop, boot and shoe and textile 
yarn industries. Although Omar Foods Limited, 
Trenton, hired 25 temporary workers for frozen 
corn processing, this number represented a consider- 
able decline from the 80 workers recruited for the 
processing period last year. Du Pont of Canada 
Limited cancelled a previously announced layoff of 
55 workers at its Kingston nylon yarn facilities, and 
recalled 103 workers previously on layoff; of the 
workers recalled, 20 will be employed permanently, 
and the remainder were engaged for the summer 
only. The improved employment situation at Du 
Pont’s Kingston location has been attributed to a 
strengthened position in world nylon markets. 
Union Carbide Canada Limited, which manufactures 
synthetic fibres at Arnprior, has recalled approxi- 
mately 35 workers since June reversing layoffs 
instituted earlier this year. Amphenol Canada Lim- 
ited of Renfrew, which manufactures coaxial cables, 
has announced the recall of about 15 workers pre- 
viously on layoff. The upturn in pulp and paper, 
rayon, plastics and electrical products manufacturing 
remains in evidence. In Cornwall, Domtar Limited 
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has undertaken recruitment and has recalled a num- 
ber of employees previously laid off, and Northern 
Electric Company Limited, Belleville, has recalled 
140 female employees. However, Automatic Electric 
(Canada) Limited, Brockville, manufacturers of 
communications equipment, announced a further 
cutback of 130 employees bringing the total number 
of workers laid off since March to 450; the com- 
pany expects to initiate rehiring in September. 
Some new plants and expansions in manufactur- 
ing industries were announced during July and 
August. Duraglass Limited, Cobourg, will build a 
plant to manufacture pharmaceutical and hospital 
equipment and plans to hire 70 employees over the 
next three years. Renfrew Industries Limited, Pem- 
broke, will invest $2 million in hard wood com- 
ponents manufacturing facilities, which when com- 
pleted in a year will employ approximately 100 men. 


Construction activity continued at a vigorous 
pace in most areas, causing some slight shortages of 
skilled workers. The residential construction boom 
generated excess demand for electricians, plumbers, 
painters, sheet metal workers, bricklayers and, in 
Peterborough, finish carpenters and plasterers. Sur- 
pluses of skilled tradesmen existed only in Napanee 
and, to a lesser extent, Cobourg, Brockville and 
Hawkesbury. Large projects announced included a 
$12 million library for the National Research Coun- 
cil in Ottawa, a $3.6 million expansion to the 
Peterborough Sewage Plant, and a $2 million addi- 
tion to Trent University, also in Peterborough. 


In the retail trade sector, increased sales volume 
combined with the opening of the new $7 million 
Quinte Shopping Centre in Belleville to produce 
a rising demand for sales personnel. Peak activity 
in tourism stimulated labour demand in the services 
sector, providing increased employment opportun- 
ities for waitresses, hairdressers, cooks and domestic 
workers. Light shortages persisted in such clerical 
occupations as secretaries, bilingual stenographers, 
tellers and office clerks. Surpluses characterized 
managerial, professional and technical occupations 
with teachers, social workers, general B.A. graduates 
and laboratory technicians continuing in excess 


supply. 
4 — NIAGARA — HAMILTON 


Seasonal activity in the Niagara-Hamilton Dis- 
trict resulted in improved employment prospects in 
the agricultural, construction, tourism, and food 
processing sectors in the period under review. Parts 
of the manufacturing industry, however, remained 
largely unaffected by the seasonal upturn and recalls 
were offset by continuing layoffs and closures. 
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In agriculture, seasonal work on market garden- 
ing, berry picking and haying proceeded with some 
shortages of cherry harvesters occurring in the Nia- 
gara fruit belt despite the introduction of mechanical 
harvesters for cherry, peach and grape picking. In 
Brant County, tobacco harvesting commenced in 
August with employment levels slightly reduced 
from last year. 


In manufacturing, seasonal activity continued in 
food processing with the canning of asparagus, 
strawberries, cherries and beans. Wagstaffe Limited, 
Hamilton, failed to undertake the usual hiring at its 
food processing plant as a result of bottle shortages 
created by a lengthy labour dispute at a supplier 
company. 

Firestone Tire and Rubber Company of Canada 
Limited in Hamilton hired approximately 35 
workers during July and August. Production is ex- 
pected to improve further with the introduction of 
a new line of radial ply tires. 

Employment levels in the apparel industry have 
improved. Beauty Industries Limited in Hamilton 
has increased staff by approximately 35 workers to 
a total of about 150. 

Major recalls were instituted among some of the 
District’s steel producers. Hirings at the Steel Com- 
pany of Canada Limited and the Dominion Foun- 
dries and Steel Company Limited in Hamilton, 
however, were confined to the temporary employ- 
ment of students. The Atlas Steel Company of 
Welland, which had laid off 230 workers towards 
the end of 1970, recalled about 70 employees during 
July and August, leaving 125 still on layoff. About 
35 of the 70 experienced production workers laid off 
in May by Anthes Eastern Limited in St. Catharines 
were rehired in August, when the company was 
purchased by Sinco Industries Limited of Missis- 
sauga. 

In wood products, normal seasonal employment 
increases were reinforced by improved conditions in 
the construction industry, with resultant shortages of 
bench carpenters and wood machine operators. 

Employment levels in agricultural machinery 
production remain somewhat depressed compared to 
previous years. While the White Farm Equipment 
Division of White Motor Corporation of Canada 
Limited, Brantford, maintained employment levels 
in July, and expects to increase employment with 
the commencement of combine production in the 
fall, International Harvester Company of Canada 
Limited, Hamilton, remained closed due to a de- 
pressed implement market in the United States. The 
approximately 1,300 employees affected are ex- 
pected to be recalled in early September. Massey- 


Ferguson Industries Limited, Brantford, closed for 
five weeks but plans to commence production of 
manure spreaders after mid-September; combine 
production will commence in mid-November, pro- 
viding employment for approximately 700 workers. 

In transportation equipment, National Steel Car 
Corporation Limited, Hamilton, which had laid off 
about 300 workers during May, has since recalled 
all of those affected and is seeking an additional 
20 employees. The company has recently acquired 
several large contracts and employment may be 
expected to stabilize at high levels for the remainder 
of 1971. Port Weller Dry Docks Limited in St. 
Catharines increased employment from approxi- 
mately 225 to about 450 between May and August, 
and is expected to have 750 workers on staff by 
the spring of 1972. The company has reported 
shortages of welders and platefitters. 

Employment levels in the electrical products 
industry have risen slightly in the period under 
review. The appliance division of Canadian Westing- 
house Company Limited in Hamilton hired about 
200 additional staff during July and August. How- 
ever, the previously announced phasing out of the 
company’s TV-Stereo Division in Brantford was 
completed at the end of August, affecting the 200 
workers remaining at the plant. There are few alter- 
native job opportunities for the laid-off workers, 
and female employees in particular are expected to 
encounter difficulties. 


In the construction sector, high levels of activity 
in residential and non-residential building have re- 
sulted in employment levels above those of last 
year. Skilled tradesmen are generally in good 
demand with shortages reported for bricklayers, 
cement finishers, plasterers and roofers. 


In transportation, the major development was 
the settlement of a lengthy labour dispute involving 
500 employees of the Hamilton Street Railway 
Company. Elsewhere, there were reports of short- 
ages for motor mechanics with Class “A” licences. 


In the retail trade sector, new hiring has been 
generally slow throughout the district. In Hamilton, 
sales in the downtown area were reduced by a 
transit strike and have yet to return to pre-strike 
levels. 


In the services sector, Niagara Falls, St. Cath- 
arines and Fort Erie experienced seasonal increases 
in employment due to heightened tourist activity. 
Resultant shortages of waitresses and cooks were 
reported. 


5 — WESTERN ONTARIO 
SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


Employment conditions in Southwestern On- 
tario improved in agriculture, construction and in 
community, business and personal services during 
the July-August period. 


In agriculture, normal seasonal requirements for 
workers to harvest fruit, vegetable and tobacco crops 
were delayed by dry weather and were reduced again 
this year by more extensive use of new machines and 
additional acreage cutbacks. Local labour supplies 
included large numbers of secondary and post- 
secondary students who were registered at Canada 
Manpower Centres and available for harvest work 
until their return to school in September. 


As harvest activities were completed, many 
workers secured employment in the canning and 
processing sector of manufacturing, supplementing 
the seasonal recall of workers in that industry. How- 
ever, the phasing out of the Imperial Leaf Tobacco 
Company of Canada Limited processing operations 
in Delhi are an indication of reduced employment 
in this industry. The closure will affect about 40 
permanent and 175 seasonal workers, with only 
about 15 members of the permanent staff to be 
relocated at the company’s operations in Aylmer. 

In other manufacturing industries, the resump- 
tion of production following summer vacation shut- 
downs and the completion of the changeover to 
1972 models in the auto industry resulted in only 
moderate employment increases. Due to increases in 
auto assembly, recalls from layoff occurred in 
most auto parts and machinery plants. An exception 
to the trend was the layoff of 80 production workers 
at the Tillsonburg plant of Hoover Chemical Com- 
pany of Canada Limited, which manufactures ure- 
thane foam for automobile upholstery. Recalls are 
pending the renegotiation of production contracts 
with the major automobile producers. The layoff of 
38 skilled employees of the Peace River Mining and 
Smelting Limited plant in Amherstburg follows a 
layoff earlier in the year when the company was 
placed in receivership. 

While electrical products plants reported reduced 
employment levels, some recovery was evident in 
wood and wood products industries. Innes Wood 
Manufacturing Limited, Simcoe, producing wood 
pallets, has announced a plant expansion expected 
to provide 20 additional jobs. A new firm, Treasury 
Furniture Incorporated, began production of wood 
furniture in Strathroy employing 30 persons initially 
with a scheduled increase to 85 by year-end.

Low levels of employment continued among 
chemical and chemical products plants in the Sarnia 
area with additional layoffs threatened. In particular, 
a significant number of employees of Polymer 
Corporation Limited could be affected if the com- 
pany continued to lose domestic contracts for syn- 
thetic rubber. Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company 
of Canada Limited already has announced that it 
will purchase synthetic rubber from Japan when its 
contract with Polymer expires at the end of 
September. 


Although several large industrial projects have 
been proposed for future development, present 
excess capacity in many manufacturing industries 
has caused industrial construction to lag. However, 
continued activity in residential and institutional 
building and increasing activity in commercial con- 
struction resulted in a heavy demand for experienced 
and skilled construction workers. There were light 
shortages of bricklayers, carpenters and painters in 
several areas. 


In transportation, Canadian National Railways 
has introduced a centralized car control system in 
London, resulting in the closure of car control oper- 
ations in Chatham, Woodstock, St. Thomas and a 
number of smaller centres. Of the line agents and 
Clerks affected by the change, 25 have been em- 
ployed in the new Servocentre, and most of the rest 
moved to other jobs in the company. 


Despite seasonally low activity in retail trade, 
expansions are planned for existing shopping centres 
in London, and new plazas are underway in Simcoe 
and Leamington. In London, a $2.5 million expan- 
sion to the Oakridge Shopping Plaza will include 
a large Woolco department store; a $9 million ex- 
pansion to the White Oake Shopping Centre will 
include a new Woolco department store, and a 
Loblaws groceteria. 


Similarly, with the expansion of hotels, hospital 
services and educational institutions at various loca- 
tions in the district, employment increases have 
occurred in community, business and personal ser- 
vices. Seasonal tourist activity caused an increase in 
the demand for waiters, waitresses, bartenders and 
cooks. The demand for domestic occupations was 
met largely by available students. 


The official closing of the Canadian Forces 
Maintenance and Supply Depot in London at the 
end of August left only about 50 civilian employees 
with the remaining base operations. Since August 
1969, the depot has been slowly phased out of oper- 
ation affecting about 450 civilian employees in the 
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public administration and defence sector. Those 
affected were absorbed into other Department of 
National Defence operations or were given priority 
for vacancies occurring in other Government depart- 
ments. Numerous positions were phased out through 
attrition over the two-year period. 


MIDWESTERN ONTARIO 


Despite the vacation shutdown by many large 
employers in Midwestern Ontario, seasonal em- 
ployment increases occurred in most sectors. While 
employment in agriculture and manufacturing in- 
creased only marginally, more substantial expansion 
took place in the tourist industry and in construc- 
tion. 


The seasonal employment increase in agriculture 
was less than anticipated due to the combined effect 
of dry weather and increased mechanization. Em- 
ployment opportunities were concentrated in Huron 
County where students worked on specialty crop 
farms. Throughout the district, the demand for 
permanent farm workers remained small. 


In manufacturing, food and beverage processors 
anticipate increased production for most of the local 
vegetable crops. Despite an increased output over 
last year, Canadian Canners Limited in Exeter has 
reduced its work force by approximately one-third 
as a result of automation. 


Current employment activity in the furniture and 
fixture industries is mainly associated with the recall 
of previously laid-off workers. 

In transportation equipment, employment levels 
are expected to improve with the completion of 
model changeovers. The Budd Automotive Com- 
pany of Canada Limited in Kitchener continued to 
recruit throughout July to staff a $40 million plant 
expansion. 

High levels of activity in the metal fabricating 
and machinery industries resulted in a demand for 
skilled machine operators, experienced male and 
female punch press operators, boiler makers, welder 
fitters and plate fitters. Ex-Cell-O Corporation of 
Canada Limited, London, is building a tool manu- 
facturing plant in Clinton which will begin produc- 
tion of carbide cutting tools in November with a 
small labour force. A new firm, Pacific Patterns, has 
commenced production of molds, dies, and wood, 
metal and plastic patterns in Galt. 


Increased construction activity resulted in short- 
ages in the construction trades throughout the 
district. Residential building has increased signifi- 
cantly over last year. Non-residential construction 
activity has been concentrated on road and bridge 
work, water main, sewage and drainage projects. 


In the trade sector, although the fall opening of 
two commercial stores has created a demand for 
salespeople in Kitchener, no labour shortages have 
occurred.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


General economic conditions in Ontario showed 
a slight improvement during September and October. 
Construction and retail trade demonstrated some 
strength while seasonal increases occurred in fruit 
and vegetable processing. However, in much of manu- 
facturing, no substantial improvement was evident. 
Several companies instituted layoffs which they at- 
tributed to the American surcharge on imports, while 
other companies have indicated that, should the sur- 
charge remain in effect throughout an extended 
period of time, further layoffs may result. The 
seasonally adjusted unemployment rate in Ontario at 
5.6 per cent in September was substantially higher 
than the 5.0 per cent recorded in August. The total 
number of persons unemployed showed little change 
between August and September although a moderate 
decrease is normal for this time of year. Decreases 
in both total labour force and employment were 
smaller than usual for the August-September period. 


Total labour force decreased 115,000 from 
3,345,000 in August to 3,230,000 in September. 
The number of men in the labour force fell by 
117,000 from 2,234,000 in August to 2,117,000 in 
September. The number of women in the labour 
force remained practically unchanged. The labour 
force decrease occurred entirely in the younger age 
groups with the decline heavily concentrated among 
14-19 year-olds, and to a lesser extent among 20-24 
year-olds. The numbers of 45-64 year-olds and of 
25-44 year-olds increased between August and Sep- 
tember while labour force participants 65 years of 
age and over showed practically no change. Year- 
over-year the labour force rose 119,000 from the 
3,111,000 recorded in September 1970. 


Total employment in Ontario decreased by 
107,000 from 3,205,000 in August to 3,098,000 in 
September. The reduction was less than recorded in 
the comparable period in recent years and was con- 
fined entirely to men. Employment declined princi- 
pally in the 14-19 year age group where the decrease 
measured 123,000. A drop of 38,000 occurred 
among 20-24 year-olds. Employment among 25-44 
year-olds and 45-64 year-olds rose by 27,000 and 
23,000 respectively while little change occurred 
among those 65 and over. Total employment in 
September 1971 was 101,000 higher than in Sep- 
tember 1970. 

Agricultural employment declined by 23,000 
from 169,000 in August to 146,000 in September. 
Non-agricultural employment fell by 86,000 from 


3,037,000 to 2,951,000 over the same period. 
Among the major industrial sectors, only community, 
business and personal service showed increased em- 
ployment over the August-September period. Employ- 
ment declined in trade, manufacturing, public 
administration, and construction. In other industrial 
sectors, employment remained largely unchanged. 
Year-over-year comparisons show substantial em- 
ployment increases in community, business and per- 
sonal services, durable goods manufacturing, and con- 
struction; a considerable decline occurred in the trade 
sector over the same period. 


The number of unemployed persons, at 132,000 
in September, was little changed from the August 
level of 140,000. Unemployment was 18,000 higher 
than the 114,000 recorded in September 1970 with 
12,000 of the additional unemployed being men. 

The unadjusted unemployment rate for Ontario 
in September was 4.1 per cent, down slightly from 
the 4.2 per cent recorded in August. Seasonally ad- 
justed, the Ontario unemployment rate rose substan- 
tially from 5.0 per cent in August to 5.6 per cent in 
September. The September seasonally adjusted rate 
of 7.1 per cent for Canada as a whole was consider- 
ably higher than the August rate of 6.5 per cent. 


During September and October, labour demand 
in Metropolitan Toronto showed a slight seasonal 
decline from the level reached during the summer 
months. In transportation equipment, declining em- 
ployment among automotive feeder companies was 
partially attributable to model changeovers, while the 
aircraft industry experienced a major labour dispute. 
The construction industry remained relatively buoy- 
ant. Demand increased for general labourers and 
semi-skilled workers as firms in light manufacturing 
industries prepared for year-end sales. 


Employment activity showed a slight drop in the 
Industrial Periphery during September and October; 
job openings have been decreasing marginally since 
August. While a major layoff was announced in the 
automotive sector, the construction industry continued 
active with good demand for unskilled labourers. 
The service sector maintained relatively high employ- 
ment levels. 


Hirings of unskilled and semi-skilled workers for 
light manufacturing plants in the Georgian Bay area 
were in part offset by a decline in employment in 


tourism-oriented services. Labour demand continued 
strong in the construction sector. 


Economic conditions in Northern Ontario con- 
tinued to improve during the period under review. 
Construction and retail trade were particularly 
strong, and, at time of writing, no major layoffs had 
occurred among sawmills, pulp and paper mills nor 
in the mining sector. However, recovery was not 
uniformly distributed, and slack remained in steel 
fabrication, mining exploration and development, 
and fine paper production. 


Economic activity continued to show some im- 
provement in the Eastern and Lake Ontario regions 
in the period under review. Retail trade, services, 
construction, and food and beverage processing were 
particularly strong. On the other hand, several com- 
panies instituted layoffs which they attributed to the 
ten per cent surcharge on imports into the United 
States. 


Employment activity in the Niagara-Hamilton 
area showed modest gains during the period under 
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review. While seasonal factors in the primary and 
tertiary sectors played an important role during Sep- 
tember, their influence declined somewhat during 
October. There was some evidence of improvement 
in the basic strength of the manufacturing sector 
although several instances of under-utilization of 
plant capacity still remained. 


In Southwestern Ontario employment opportuni- 
ties declined in agriculture and in related processing 
industries following the completion of harvesting 
operations. The construction industry remained rela- 
tively strong stimulating high levels of employment 
in associated industries. 


Minimal hiring activity was undertaken by em- 
ployers in Midwestern Ontario during September and 
October and few manpower shortages were evident. 
A seasonal increase in employment opportunities was 
confined to fruit and vegetable processing. In respect 
to the new package of economic policies announced 
in August by the United States, employers have at- 
tempted to maintain employment and production 
levels at least for the time being. 


OCCUPATIONAL SHORTAGES— ONTARIO 


Excess demand for labour continued to increase 
between July and September 1971. The number of 
occupations for which 25 or more shortages were 
reported in Ontario stood at 19 in September 1971 
compared to the 15 recorded in July and August 
1971 and 17 in September 1970. The majority of 
occupations appearing in the list for September fell 
under the light category, five were listed as moderate 
and two as strong. 

Stenographers and secretaries, which were re- 
ported to be in light shortage in August, appeared 
in moderate and light shortage respectively in Sep- 
tember. Clerical shortages were concentrated in Ot- 
tawa, where employers are demanding bilingual 
workers. In August and September, there continued 
to be strong shortages of sewing machine operators 
and insurance salesmen. Low wages make these oc- 
cupations unattractive to job-seekers. Other changes 
occurring during August and September included 
general salesmen moving from moderate to light 
shortage, and informal waiters from light to moderate 
shortage. Significant new additions to the August list 
were general practitioners and college or university 


faculty members being in light shortage; however, by 
September, shortages were no longer reported in 
these occupations. Manager trainees and stationary 
engineers were deleted from the listings between 
August and September. Hair stylists, dairy farm- 
hands, and aircraft assemblers have continued to be 
in light shortage since July. During September, excess 
demand became evident for telephone solicitors, pro- 
duction assemblers, nursemaids, general duty nurses, 
and salespersons for women’s garments. 

In September 1970, there were 17 occupations 
listed in shortage. Year-over-year, excess demand has 
diminished in some occupations associated with man- 
ufacturing, such as arc welders, machinists and 
fitters, as well as among labouring occupations, such 
as company labourers and general labourers. Stand- 
ard machine stitchers also ceased to be in shortage. 
However, since September 1970 labour shortages 
have arisen among stenographers, telephone solici- 
tors, secretaries, production assemblers, dairy farm- 
hands, bricklayers, women’s garment salespersons, 
and aircraft structure and surface assemblers.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


SEPTEMBER — OCTOBER 1971 


1— TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


During September and October, labour demand 
showed a slight seasonal decline from the level 
reached during the summer months. In transporta- 
tion equipment, declining employment among auto- 
motive feeder companies was partially attributable to 
model changeovers while the aircraft industry experi- 
enced a major labour dispute. The construction 
industry remained relatively buoyant. Demand in- 
creased for general labourers and semi-skilled work- 
ers as firms engaged in light manufacturing prepared 
for year-end sales. 


In the manufacturing sector, a seasonal increase 
occurred in the number of semi-skilled workers em- 
ployed in food and beverage processing. 

In textile manufacturing, Delany and Pettit Indus- 
tries Limited, a manufacturer of foam seat paddings, 
hired 30 workers to cope with large orders from the 
furniture and automotive industries. A shortage of 
workers in the needle trades is being reduced by 
training-in-industry programs. Ideal Furs Company 
Limited went into receivership and closed in Sep- 
tember affecting about 80 employees. 

The shoe industry was in a peak period of pro- 
duction, with stitchers and lasters in short supply. 
Valenti Shoe Limited increased its staff to 350, 
having hired about 60 workers during the past six 
months. 

Premium Forest Products Limited, a manufac- 
turer of wooden doors, hired 50 unskilled workers to 
replace summer students. In the furniture industry, 
shortages of skilled cabinet makers and upholsterers 
persisted. 

The closure of the Toronto Telegram Publishing 
Company Limited, announced on September 18, is 
to become effective at the end of October; 1,200 
employees will be displaced. 

In the metal stamping and forming industries, 
demand increased for highly skilled tradesmen, 
notably punch and brake press operators and ma- 
chine set-up men. Grinnel Company of Canada 
Limited hired 20 additional shiftworkers in its 
foundry. Featherweight Industries Limited, a manu- 
facturer of aluminum lawn furniture has added a 
new production line and expects to double its present 
staff of approximately 40 in the coming months. On 


the other hand, Canadian Arsenals Limited planned 
to phase out the manufacture of military small 
arms to result in the progressive layoff during the 
coming year of its staff of 165. In addition, 100 
employees of National Sewer Pipe Limited stopped 
work on September 22 as a result of an industrial 
dispute. 

In the transportation equipment sector, 4,000 
factory and 600 office workers of Douglas Aircraft 
Company of Canada Limited entered an industrial 
dispute on October 13. Prior to the work stoppage, 
the company had begun to hire 150 structural 
assemblers. 

In the electrical products sector, Garrett Manu- 
facturing Limited announced an extension to its 
present facilities to manufacture micro-electric cir- 
cuits; it is anticipated that 100 additional workers 
will be hired during the coming year. Venus Electric 
Limited, a manufacturer of beauty aid appliances, 
instituted an afternoon shift hiring 25 female assem- 
blers. I-T-E Circuit Breaker (Canada) Limited an- 
nounced the progressive layoff of 40 plant workers 
and 25 clerical employees between now and March 
1972. About 80 employees of Burroughs Business 
Machines Limited, members of local 52, United 
Electrical Workers, reached a settlement in early 
September after a work stoppage of 64 days; the 
agreement provides for increases of 30 cents, 20 
cents and 20 cents an hour in a three-year contract. 

In the non-metallic mineral sector, Canadian 
Johns-Manville Company Limited hired 25 workers 
to handle a backlog of orders accumulated during 
its industrial dispute which terminated in late August. 


In the Metropolitan Toronto construction indus- 
try, cumulative building starts during the first nine 
months of 1971 were 21 per cent higher than during 
the comparable period last year. Most existent de- 
mand was for general labourers, although bricklayers, 
roofers, carpenters and painters were also in short 
supply during September and October. The City of 
Toronto issued construction permits totalling $73 
million; projects under way in other parts of the 
Metro area included a $35 million complex in North 
York comprising 80 stores, three apartment blocks 
and two office buildings, a $6 million addition to the 
Constellation Hotel in Rexdale, 231 condominium 
townhouses at Sheppard Avenue and Leslie Street, 
and a Hudson’s Bay Company Limited department 
store in Mississauga. 
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By September and October, labour disputes which 
had delayed many of the large ongoing projects 
during the summer had been settled. Members of the 
International Association of Bridge, Structural and 
Ornamental Ironworkers resumed work on Septem- 
ber 1 after a 29-day work stoppage. The contract 
provided for an immediate raise to $6.20 an hour 
with additional increments bringing the hourly rate 
to $8.71 by November 1972. Members of the Inter- 
national Union of Operating Engineers, Hoisting 
Division, ratified a contract with the Toronto Form 
Work Association calling for an increase from $5.75 
an hour to $9.45 over two and a half years. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, there was a noticeable increase in demand for 
truck drivers and material handlers. The T. Eaton 
Company Limited hired about 15 drivers to replace 
summer students and the CNR required a number of 
yardmen. Northern Electric Company Limited tem- 
porarily hired 75 utility workers. 


In the trade sector, a large number of job open- 
ings existed for order fillers and warehouse workers. 


In community, business and personal services, 
much of the labour demand was for domestic ser- 
vants. Demand increased slightly in hospitals and 
nursing homes as students returned to school in the 
fall. Non-professional employees of seven Toronto 
hospitals were granted a 20 per cent increase in 
wages extending over a two-year period. Restaurants 
offering minimum wages continued to experience a 
high turnover in staff; demand for chefs and cooks 
far exceeded supply. A strong demand continued for 
service station attendants during the period under 
review. 


In the clerical field, demand for highly skilled 
typists and stenographers continued to exceed supply. 


Employment opportunities were few in adminis- 
trative, professional and technical occupations. While 
the current increase in construction resulted in a fair 
demand for civil engineers, International Nickel 
Company of Canada Limited gave notice of dismissal 
to 50 persons, including 15 engineers, employed in 
the Central Engineering Department of its Toronto 
Head Office. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


Employment activity showed a slight drop in the 
Industrial Periphery during September and October; 
job openings have been decreasing marginally since 


August. While a major layoff was announced in the 
automotive sector, the construction industry contin- 
ued active with good demand for unskilled labourers. 
The service sector maintained relatively high employ- 
ment levels. 


In agriculture, additional labour was required 
for harvesting operations. Approximately 35 Carib- 
bean workers were recruited to assist with the apple 
harvest. 


In manufacturing seasonal activity increased in 
the food processing sector. Kitchens of Sara Lee 
(Canada) Limited announced the expansion of its 
plant in Bramalea following the award of a large 
export contract. Scheduled for completion in De- 
cember, the expanded facilities will create about 50 
jobs. 

In the textile sector, Delany and Pettit Industries 
Limited began construction of a $2 million urethane 
foam manufacturing plant in Ajax. Approximately 
60 unskilled and semi-skilled workers will be re- 
cruited locally, and 30 operators will be transferred 
from the Toronto mill. 

In the automotive sector, General Motors of 
Canada Limited announced the layoff of 600 assem- 
blers in Oshawa effective November 1. The layoff 
has been attributed to the growing share of the mar- 
ket comprising imported cars; in August 24.3 per 
cent of Canadian passenger car sales were accounted 
for by Japanese and European cars. Although Hou- 
daille Oshawa Limited placed approximately 40 
unskilled workers on indefinite layoff, other auto- 
motive feeder plants continued hiring. Tenatronics 
Limited of Newmarket recalled 26 female assem- 
blers and hired ten additional workers for the eve- 
ning shift, and Coulter Manufacturing Limited in 
Oshawa hired 27 additional assemblers. About 25 
employees of J. C. Adams Company Limited, an 
Orangeville manufacturer of automotive windshields, 
entered an industrial dispute on September 9. 

Procor Limited, a manufacturer of railway tank 
cars in Oakville, announced the layoff of 30 produc- 
tion workers following a cancellation of orders. 

In the metal fabricating sector, Paul Krohnert 
Manufacturing Limited, Milton, is scheduled to begin 
a new line of stainless steel tanks for the dairy indus- 
try early in December. Initially the plant will employ 
35 workers. Ontario Steel Products Company of 
Milton laid off 73 workers in September, and Fabri- 
cated Metals and Engineering (Oshawa) Limited laid 
off 23 tool and die makers due to lack of orders. 
About 60 employees of Precision Valve Canada 
Limited of Ajax, members of local 7551, United 
Steelworkers of America, went on strike September 8. 


In the electrical products sector, increased de- 
mand was evident for female assembly workers in 
the electric light bulb and small battery industries. 
Canadian Westinghouse Company Limited, Portable 
Products Division in Orangeville, hired approxi- 
mately 40 assemblers in October for the production 
of room air conditioners. Also in Orangeville, Filtro 
Electric Limited has hired 32 assemblers since 
August. 

Stouffville Machine and Tool Works Limited 
hired 30 workers in September as a result of in- 
creased orders for rubber processing equipment. 

In other manufacturing, Polymer Corporation 
Limited of Sarnia announced the construction of a 
plant in Milton to produce modular housing units 
for apartment projects. The plant, which will be in 
operation in early 1972, is anticipated to employ a 
staff of 300 when full production is attained. About 
450 employees of Duplate Canada Limited com- 
menced an industrial dispute at the Oshawa plant 
when negotiations failed to renew their labour con- 
tract prior to its expiration on September 30. Work 
resumed at Dominion Glass Limited in the Brampton- 
Bramalea area on September 7 following a work 
stoppage of 81 days. 


Although few major construction projects were 
underway in Oakville and Oshawa, construction 
labourers were in good demand, with temporary 
shortages of plumbers, bricklayers and carpenters. 
In the Medoc subdivision of Brampton, 1,900 single 
and semi-detached housing units are currently under 
construction. Other projects include three 25-storey 
apartment buildings comprising 450 suites in 
Brampton, and a convention hotel on Highway #10. 
In Bramalea, plans were announced for a shopping 
centre to include three large department stores and 
100 smaller stores at a total cost of approximately 
$50 million. Construction is expected to be com- 
pleted in 1973. 

In Milton, six large construction projects under- 
way totalling $2.7 million included a 160-suite apart- 
ment building, the second phase of an industrial 
complex on Base Line Road, and the expansion of 
Milton Plaza. 


In the trade sector, Zeller’s Limited completed 
hiring of a staff of 120 for the October opening of its 
new store in Georgetown. 


In the community, business and personal services 
sector, the hospitality industry continued to require 
cooks and kitchen workers. A temporary shortage of 
waitresses arose as students returned to school. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, there was a steady demand for truck drivers and 
tractor trailer drivers. 
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In the administrative, professional and technical 
occupations, vacancies continued to be few while the 
number of job seekers, particularly recent Com- 
munity College graduates, increased. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


During September and October, hirings of un- 
skilled and semi-skilled workers for light manufac- 
turing plants in the Georgian Bay area were in part 
offset by a decline in employment in tourism-oriented 
services. Labour demand continued strong in the 
construction sector. 


In agriculture, some replacement hirings were 
undertaken for the completion of the tobacco harvest 
after students returned to classes. In the Owen Sound 
area, seasonal workers were required for the potato 
harvest. About 260 Caribbean workers arrived Sep- 
tember 20 in the Thornbury area to assist with the 
harvest of the apple crop. 


In manufacturing, food processing plants under- 
took new hirings to deal with increased seasonal 
activity. Employees of the potato processing plant of 
Salada Foods Limited in Alliston resumed work on 
September 8 following an industrial dispute of 13 
days duration. The settlement reached provided for 
an increase of 75 cents per hour over 32 months. 

In the rubber products sector, the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company Limited increased its staff by 
20 workers at both its Collingwood and Owen Sound 
plants, while Mansfield-Denman General Limited 
(Tire Division) continued hirings after having in- 
stalled mew machinery in its expanded plant at 
Barrie. 

In the wood products sector, the Canada Wood 
Specialty Company Limited in Orillia hired approxi- 
mately 20 workers for an additional night shift. 
However, Kaufman Furniture Limited at Colling- 
wood laid off about 45 assemblers in early September 
attributing the production cutback to the recently 
imposed United States import surcharge. 

Dorr-Oliver-Long Limited, Fahralloy-Wisconsin 
Limited and Otaco Limited, three major foundries at 
Orillia, undertook additional hirings in the period 
under review. West Bend of Canada Limited, a man- 
ufacturer of kitchenware in Barrie, increased its staff 
by 30 production workers. There have been persis- 
tent shortages of qualified structural steel workers, 
tool and die makers and set-up men for metal work- 
ing operations. Alcan Canada Products, a Division 
of Aluminum Company of Canada Limited, opened 
an $8.7 million plant in Bracebridge for the manu- 
facture of aluminum and copper wire and cable. The 
plant will employ 150 assemblers when fully opera- 
tive. 
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Activity in the machinery sector continued to be 
depressed. Boyles Industries Limited, a manufacturer 
of drilling equipment in Orillia, laid off about 45 
skilled tradesmen effective October 8. This has been 
the third layoff at the plant since early July, bringing 
the total number of workers released to 115. Weber 
Manufacturing Limited, Weber Tool and Mold Divi- 
sion, in Midland attributed a layoff of tool and die 
makers to a lack of orders. However, in Owen Sound, 
the Hobart Manufacturing Company Limited, a 
manufacturer of food processing equipment, hired 
17 workers in September. 

In automotive parts manufacturing, Whitaker 
Cable of Canada Limited in Owen Sound hired 30 
additional workers in preparation for the production 
requirements of the 1972 model year. However, Daal 
Specialties (Collingwood) Limited laid off 46 female 
assemblers in September for a period of four weeks 
as shipments of seat-belt hardware did not meet 
specifications. 

Plants producing electrical household appliances, 
including Canadian General Electric Company Lim- 
ited, Consumer Products Division, Housewares De- 
partment, in Barrie, maintained high production 
levels and hired additional workers. RCA Limited 
in Owen Sound has augmented its staff by 45 assem- 
blers since August. 


Construction has begun on 30 low-rental housing 
units in Parry Sound. In Owen Sound, projects in- 
cluded a 35-suite apartment building, and an exten- 
sion to the Amabel-Hepworth Central School, and 
hospital additions. Tenders have been called for the 
new 100-bed, $4 million hospital in Hanover. Muni- 
cipalities were progressing with road building, high- 
way construction and utility projects in all areas. 


In community, business and personal services, 
demand from the hospitality industry diminished 
following the end of the tourist season and most 
seasonal workers were laid off after Labour Day. 
However, some area resorts continued to register a 
demand for waitresses and maids. 


In the trade sector, newly opened department 
stores continued to recruit. Zeller’s County Fair Store 
and Dominion Store in Orillia together hired almost 
100 persons. People’s Department Store hired 25 
employees in Alliston and Sayvette Department 
Stores Limited in Barrie also undertook additional 
hirings. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


_ Economic conditions in Northern Ontario con- 
tinued to improve during the period under review. 
Construction and retail trade were particularly strong, 


and, at time of writing, no major layoffs had occurred 
among sawmills, pulp and paper mills nor in the 
mining sector. However, recovery was not uniformly 
distributed, and slack remained in steel fabrication, 
mining exploration and development, and fine paper 
production. 


Much of the forestry industry has maintained 
high levels of employment. While employment levels 
have remained substantially unaltered, employment 
patterns have been subject to cost-minimizing inno- 
vations: the larger companies are closing bush camps 
wherever possible in preference for daily busing of 
workers; pulp log cutting is being contracted to piece- 
workers equipped with their own power saws and 
skidders. 


In the mining industry, a strong demand for 
miners persisted despite the occurrence of occasional 
layoffs. Two mines in the Kirkland Lake area, Upper 
Canada Mines with 82 workers and Upper Beaver 
Mines with 68 workers, are scheduled to cease opera- 
tions on November 15 due to the exhaustion of 
profitable ore supplies. The Cobalt area, suffering 
from continual layoffs by silver producers, was fur- 
ther affected by the October 30 closing of the Cop- 
perfield Mine near North Bay. Most of the 50 men 
employed by the mine at time of closing were resi- 
dents of the Cobalt area. Additional closures are 
anticipated in the Sault Ste. Marie area if low copper 
prices continue to prevail in world markets. 

Two new mines, the Sturgeon Lake mine co- 
owned by Falconbridge Nickel Mines Limited and 
New Brunswick Uranium Mine, and the Algoma 
Steel Corporation Limited mine at Lake St. Joseph, 
are expected to open during 1972. 


In the wood products sector of manufacturing, 
new plants in Blind River, including Champlain 
Wood Products and Wholesale Homes Limited, are 
expected to replace some of the jobs lost when the 
town’s major employer, Domtar Construction Ma- 
terials Limited, ceased operations some two years 
ago. The veneer industry remained relatively stable 
as many producers stockpiled and withheld shipment 
to the United States market awaiting the termination 
of the import surcharge. Nevertheless, employment 
was reduced in some areas as layoffs affected ten 
workers at Weyerhauser Canada Limited in Mattawa 
and 50 at Birchland Veneer Limited in Thessalon. 

In pulp and paper production, most mills were 
operating at capacity at time of writing. One excep- 
tion was the Thunder Bay mill of the Abitibi Provin- 
cial Paper Company Limited which was operating on 
only a 5-day week instead of the normal 6-day week. 
Some additional contraction is expected to occur with- 
in the industry in the next few months. The Ontario- 


Minnesota Pulp and Paper Company Limited will 
reduce sulphite pulp production at its Kenora mill, 
while in Sault Ste. Marie, Abitibi Paper Company 
Limited will permanently close its sulphite mill. In 
recent years, sulphate, or Kraft pulp, has gradually 
been replacing sulphite pulp in the market. 

In the mining equipment sector, Canadian Long- 
year Limited at North Bay laid off 150 workers. 
Unless the world markets for copper, nickel, and 
silver show a significant improvement, mining equip- 
ment production is not expected to accelerate over 
the winter months. 

In iron and steel production, S. D. Adams Welded 
Products Limited and Northern Steel Products Lim- 
ited, both in Sault Ste. Marie, have laid off 33 and 
19 workers respectively. Both layoffs have been at- 
tributed to a reduction in orders. Although Caland 
Ore Company Limited at Atikokan resumed opera- 
tion of its iron pelletizing plant on October 26 fol- 
lowing a shutdown of several months, many of the 
230 workers previously laid off had since left the 
area and appear unlikely to return. 

In other manufacturing, a new plant to manu- 
facture snow-melting machines has been announced 
in Sturgeon Falls. Initially, 35 welding and assembly 
jobs are expected to be created. 

The work force of Port Arthur Shipbuilding 
Company will be increased by approximately 170 
from 230 as a result of a $6 million contract for the 
conversion of the Canadian Steamship Lines’ carrier 
“Saguenay” to a self-unloader. 


Construction activity continued to be stimulated 
by governmental expenditures on such projects as 
housing for senior citizens and low-income groups, 
and buildings in Thunder Bay and North Bay for the 
Ontario Department of Highways. Shortages of con- 
struction tradesmen, particularly bricklayers, car- 
penters, and dry-wall installers, have developed in 
many areas as direct apprenticeship training has 
failed to keep pace with natural attrition and growth 
in demand. 

In Sudbury, over 2,200 housing units had been 
approved by the city’s building department by the 
end of September in comparison with slightly over 
1,000 units for the whole of 1970. In Kapuskasing, 
construction of a multi-million dollar shopping mall 
is progressing. In Sault Ste. Marie, Algoma Central 
Railway announced that a spring start will be made 
on a $15 million downtown redevelopment plan. The 
centre, which will include stores, hotels, offices and 
a convention centre, is scheduled for completion in 
2973. 


In the transportation sector, the grain elevators 
at Thunder Bay were operating three shifts at time 
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of writing with 1,400 workers employed. Iron ore 
shipments during August fell to approximately two- 
thirds of the average shipments for May, June, and 
July as a result of the shutdown at Caland Ore Com- 
pany Limited in Atikokan. On October 19, the 
Ontario Government-financed NorOntair commenced 
a twice-daily air service connecting Sault Ste. Marie, 
Sudbury, Earlton, and Timmins. 


Retail trade was buoyant throughout most of 
Northern Ontario in the period under review. The 
opening of 45 stores in the new Sudbury City Centre 
at the end of October created several hundred jobs. 
Also in October, Sayvette at Thunder Bay opened a 
new $1.25 million department store providing jobs 
for an additional 120 persons. T. Eaton Company 
Limited has planned a $3 million expansion for their 
facilities in Thunder Bay. 


In the services sector, shortages of waitresses and 
household help persisted in most areas. Unattractive 
wages and working conditions continued to deter 
potential job applicants. 

Enrolments at both North Bay Teachers’ Col- 
lege and Laurentian University were down consider- 
ably from last year’s levels, a situation which may be 
partially attributable to the high incidence of unem- 
ployment among graduates of past years. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO — 
EASTERN ONTARIO 


The overall level of economic activity continued 
to show some improvement during the period under 
review. In part this was due to seasonal factors such 
as in agriculture, construction and tourism. In manu- 
facturing, while there was a strengthening of employ- 
ment levels in some industries, this was offset in part 
by cutbacks in other areas. 


Agricultural employment reached a peak during 
the period under review. There were some shortages 
of apple pickers and other harvesting help but gener- 
ally there was an increased supply of labour over 
previous years due to a lack of employment oppor- 
tunities elsewhere. This increased pool of labour 
greatly reduced the recruitment of farm workers from 
the Caribbean; in fact only 89 were hired to work 
in the district this year compared to over 300 last 
year. 


Manufacturing activity was strong in industries 
such as food and beverages, electrical products, and 
the technologically advanced textile fibre industries. 
In general, employment opportunities were best for 
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occupations such as electrical technicians and tech- 
nologists, millwrights, machinists, and other skilled 
production workers. 

Continuing the inflow of new industry to Kings- 
ton, Austin Sugar Refinery Limited has announced 
the construction of a $5 million plant employing 100 
persons initially and increasing to 150 in 1972. Sev- 
eral other firms in the food and beverage industry, 
such as Corby’s Distilleries Limited, Belleville, 
and Metcalfe Foods Limited, Napanee, experienced 
increased production. In the electrical products in- 
dustry, Northern Electric Company Limited in Belle- 
ville hired 50 tradesmen in September and will con- 
tinue recruiting production personnel throughout 
1972 to staff its new plant. 

The textile fibre industry in Kingston was strong 
with Dupont of Canada Limited’s nylon filament 
plant reporting that world nylon markets had further 
improved, enabling them to hire 84 permanent em- 
ployees. In addition, Millhaven Fibres Limited have 
announced a $10 million expansion program plus the 
immediate hiring of 30-40 employees to man new 
machinery at their present plant. 

Elsewhere in the manufacturing sector, condi- 
tions were mixed and there were a number of in- 
stances of employment cutbacks: Courtaulds Canada 
Limited, Cornwall, placed 200 employees on a two- 
week layoff attributed by the firm to markets lost in 
the United States because of the ten per cent sur- 
charge. A similar factor was cited by Ottawa River 
Veneers Limited, Pembroke, and Domtar Fine Papers 
Limited, Cornwall. The former firm closed down 
operations with 40 workers affected, while in the 
case of the latter the cutback involved the layoff of 
150 production employees. Many of those laid off 
are encountering difficulty in finding alternative em- 
ployment because of general labour surplus condi- 
tions. 


Currently activity in the construction industry is 
at a high level with the exception of Cornwall, Port 
Hope and Napanee. The general high employment 
levels have generated widespread shortages among 
skilled tradesmen such as bricklayers, painters, plas- 
terers and plumbers. The only surpluses now persist- 
ing are among semi-skilled and unskilled workers 
mainly in the Napanee and Port Hope areas. 

Additional major projects recently announced in- 
clude a $51 million Ontario Hydro Dam to be built 
at Arnprior, with construction scheduled for March 
1972, and completion set for 1976. Construction of 
a $5.4 million housing and university residence is 
planned in Kingston for this winter. Other projects 
include a $3.9 million expansion to the Sir Sandford 
Fleming Community College in Peterborough and a 
$1 million garbage recycling plant at Kingston. 


In the trade and service sectors, employment 
levels remained high, particularly in the tourist in- 
dustry. Recruitment activity in personal services 
was strong for waitresses and hairdressers. Among 
other service categories, a number of shortages per- 
sisted in the health segment for registered nursing 
assistants and other paramedical staff. On the other 
hand, in the larger cities there was a surplus of 
nurses. Among clerical categories generally, shortages 
were reported for bank clerks, unilingual and bilin- 
gual stenographers, and typists. In professional occu- 
pations, surpluses of school teachers and general 
administrative personnel continued. 


In the public service sector, one of the major 
developments was the recruitment of approximately 
200 temporary workers at the Ontario Regional 
Headquarters of the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission in Belleville. 


4— NIAGARA —- HAMILTON 


Employment levels in the Niagara-Hamilton area 
showed modest gains during the period under review. 
While seasonal factors in the primary and tertiary 
sectors played an important role during September, 
their influence declined somewhat during October. 
There was some evidence of improvement in the basic 
strength of the manufacturing sector although several 
instances of under-utilization of plant capacity still 
remained. 


In agriculture, seasonal employment levels rose 
in the Niagara fruit belt in September with the har- 
vesting of peaches, apples, pears and grapes. Em- 
ployment in grape harvesting has been lower than in 
previous years due to the introduction of mechanical 
harvesters. In Brant County, farmers were hiring 
workers for tobacco stripping and grading. 


In manufacturing, high levels of activity were 
maintained in food processing, particularly in can- 
ning, with full production scheduled to continue into 
November. 

Additional hirings were undertaken to maintain 
high production levels at Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited in Hamilton, the area’s 
major tire producer. 

In the textiles and apparel industries, employ- 
ment levels improved with hirings among a number 
of firms such as Glendale Spinning Mills Limited of 
Hamilton and Harding Carpets Limited of Brantford. 
Also at Brantford, the protracted labour dispute in- 
volving 130 workers at Texpack Limited came to a 
close in mid-October. On the other hand, the dispute 
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involving 300 textile workers continued at Watson 
Manufacturing Company Limited in Brantford. In 
the garment industry, most firms were relatively busy 
resulting in a shortage of sewing machine operators. 
Training-in-industry programs are now being consid- 
ered in several instances as a means of improving 
local labour supplies. 

In primary metals, high employment levels were 
maintained among major steel producing firms, such 
as the Steel Company of Canada Limited, Dominion 
Foundries and Steel Company Limited of Hamilton, 
and Stelco’s Welland Tubes and Page Hersey Tubes 
Division in Welland. In the nickel industry, the Port 
Colborne plant of the International Nickel Company 
of Canada Limited maintained high production levels. 
However, on October 29 the Company announced 
that approximately 400 workers would be laid off 
over the next four months as a result of declining 
nickel sales. Canada Furnace Limited in Port Col- 
borne, closed since late May with 80 employees af- 
fected, still had not resumed operation at time of 
writing. The Welland Plant of the Atlas Steel Com- 
pany Division of Rio Algom Mines Limited was 
operating below capacity with more than 100 workers 
on layoff. 

In the metal fabricating and machinery industries, 
the trend was unclear. Employment decreases were 
recorded at the Bridge and Tank Company of Can- 
ada Limited, Hamilton, and the B.L.H. Division of 
Clark Equipment Limited; however, these were off- 
set by slight increases in hirings elsewhere. Occupa- 
tionally, increased recruitment of machinists and a 
shortage of engine and turret lathe operators were 
the main labour market developments. 

While the labour dispute affecting 1,400 workers 
continued at the International Harvester Company of 
Canada Limited plant in Hamilton, employment 
levels in agricultural machinery production improved 
significantly in Brantford: the combines plant of 
Massey-Ferguson Industries Limited has estimated 
that their staff will increase by approximately 450 
to reach the 700 mark by November. Similarly, 
White Farm Equipment Division of White Motor 
Corporation of Canada Limited is expanding pro- 
duction and an employment increase of approxi- 
mately 200 workers is anticipated by year-end. 

In transportation equipment, the National Steel 
Car Corporation Limited in Hamilton maintained 
high employment levels as work continued on the 
production of 700 boxcars; as additional orders are 
on hand for rolling stock, the employment outlook is 
good. In the automotive industry, while most parts 
manufacturers continued to be busy, employment 
levels in St. Catharines are expected to decline in 
November with the scheduled layoff of 525 workers 
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from General Motors of Canada Limited. The cut- 
back has been attributed to increased foreign pene- 
tration into the domestic market. 

Employment levels in the appliances segment of 
the electrical products industry remained buoyant as 
a result of increased domestic demand. On the other 
hand, poor export sales have resulted in reduced 
production of turbine and generator equipment. 


High levels of construction activity were main- 
tained resulting in persistent shortages of bricklayers, 
plasterers, plumbers and electricians. Residential, 
non-residential and road and highway projects were 
underway although industrial construction continued 
to lag. 


In the transportation sector, job openings con- 
tinued to exist for auto mechanics and body repair- 
men. In St. Catharines, the scheduled cutback at 
General Motors of Canada Limited has precipitated 
sporadic layoffs among truck companies. 


In wholesale and retail trade, replacement hiring 
was undertaken with the autumn return of students 
to classes. 


In the service sector, employment declined in the 
tourist industry in the Niagara Falls area during Sep- 
tember. However, the influx of tourists on weekends 
resulted in the retention of many workers on a part- 
time basis. 


5— WESTERN ONTARIO 
SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


In Southwestern Ontario employment opportuni- 
ties declined in agriculture and in related processing 
industries during the period under review, while the 
construction industry remained relatively strong stim- 
ulating high levels of employment in associated 
industries. 


Agricultural employment decreased seasonally 
with the completion of the tobacco and tomato har- 
vests. According to a survey conducted by The 
Ontario Flue-Cured Tobacco Growers Marketing 
Board, total employment in the tobacco harvest, at 
26,700, was approximately 4,000 lower than the 
numbers employed a year ago. While the number of 
workers required for the harvest showed a year-over- 
year decline, students constituted a greater propor- 
tion of those employed than in previous years. 
Mechanical tomato harvesters were used for the first 
time by a small number of growers in the Leaming- 
ton area. The machines, which employ a crew of 16, 
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are capable of harvesting 80 to 90 tons per day as 
compared to approximately 19 tons per day by an 
equivalent crew engaged in hand picking. However, 
the high cost of the machines as well as restrictions 
caused by small acreages and short-term contract 
arrangements are expected to cause the movement 
toward mechanization of the harvest to proceed 
rather slowly. The fruit harvest provided jobs for a 
number of migrant and foreign workers again this 
year, but the trend to “pick your own” has tended to 
reduce the total labour requirements from those of 
previous years. The greater use of bulk handling 
facilities has further contributed to diminished em- 
ployment opportunities in the harvesting and proc- 
essing of fruit and vegetable crops. 


In manufacturing, food and beverage processing 
was subject to seasonal influences: a seasonal de- 
crease in employment occurred with the near- 
completion of fruit and vegetable processing and 
canning activities, while pre-Christmas hirings were 
undertaken by major distillers in the Windsor area. 

In the automotive sector, assembly plants of Ford 
Motor Company of Canada Limited in Talbotville 
and Chrysler Canada Limited in Windsor maintained 
high levels of production, and several auto parts 
manufacturers moved to increase their production 
work force. Approximately 175 employees at the 
trim and transmission plants of General Motors of 
Canada Limited in Windsor will be affected by a 
November 1 layoff attributed to import competition. 
Other local GM plants will not be affected. 

Machinery manufacturers, with the exception of 
those engaged in activities related to the construction 
industry, continued to experience low levels of pro- 
duction and employment reflecting investment uncer- 
tainty reinforced by the recent imposition of the 
United States import surcharge. 

In primary metal and metal fabricating, employ- 
ment levels were low in almost all firms but those 
producing plumbing fixtures, heating equipment or 
other construction-related output. In the Windsor 
area, the primary metal industry has been adversely 
affected by the closure of Auto Specialties Manufac- 
turing Company (Canada) Limited, as well as a fur- 
ther indefinite layoff at the Dominion Forge 
Company Limited plant; while the former affected 
approximately 240 workers, mainly production ma- 
chine operators, the latter rendered about 120 hourly- 
rated persons jobless and followed a previous layoff 
of 133 persons in November 1970. Depressed pro- 
duction and employment levels in the metal fabri- 
cating industry are due in part to the termination of 
automotive tooling contracts after completion of the 
model changeover in auto assembly plants. In addi- 
tion, the closure of The General Fire Extinguisher 


Corporation (Canada) Limited plant in Windsor dis- 
placed some 70 office and plant workers. The firm, 
which manufactures fire extinguishers, automatic 
systems, racks, hose cabinets, and wheeled units, is 
shifting production to its United States base. 

Manufacturers of electrical products for the con- 
struction industry and producers of major electrical 
household appliances increased production and em- 
ployment levels during the September-October 
period. 

Employment in chemical and chemical products. 
plants continued to decline: while the layoff of 65 
production workers at Polymer Corporation Limited 
of Sarnia remained in effect, an additional permanent 
layoff was initiated affecting some 230 employees in 
service and administration, about half of whom had 
been employed in the company’s research and devel- 
opment department. The company is shifting the 
emphasis of its research and development from ex- 
ploratory work to process and applications develop- 
ment. 


Construction employment continued to be con- 
centrated on residential and institutional projects. A 
strong demand existed for skilled tradesmen, par- 
ticularly carpenters and bricklayers. Construction of 
the Ontario Hydro Nanticoke Generating Station 
proceeded on schedule and ancillary transportation 
facilities were also under construction in the area. 
Construction employment in the Windsor area re- 
mained somewhat slack while industrial construc- 
tion throughout the district continued to lag. 


In wholesale trade, the consolidation and cen- 
tralization of activities by warehousing and distribu- 
tion firms in the district resulted in the layoff of a 
number of warehousemen, packagers and handlers, as 
well as related clerical personnel. Among retail trade 
establishments, some part-time workers were hired 
in anticipation of the Christmas shopping season. 


MIDWESTERN ONTARIO 


Minimal hiring activity was undertaken by em- 
ployers in Midwestern Ontario during September and 
October and few manpower shortages were evident. 
A seasonal increase in employment opportunities was 
confined to fruit and vegetable processing. In respect 
to the new package of economic policies announced 
in August by the United States, employers have at- 
tempted to maintain employment and production 
levels at least for the time being. 

In agriculture, favourable weather conditions and 
adequate supplies of labour enabled farmers to com- 
plete the harvesting of most crops during September. 
Mechanization has continued to reduce manpower 


requirements for harvesting. A slight shortage of well 
qualified dairy hands continued to exist in the period 
under review. 


In manufacturing, some hiring was undertaken 
by fruit and vegetable processors to replace students 
who withdrew from the labour force to return to 
classes. Peak processing activity was completed by 
mid-October. 

In a recent decision by the Anti-Dumping Tri- 
bunal, Canadian shoe manufacturers have been 
granted eighteen months of protection from imported 
Italian and Spanish shoes. The protection period will 
provide an opportunity for the industry to adjust by 
altering production and marketing techniques. As a 
result of increased foreign competition, Savage Shoes 
(1970) Limited in Galt has opted for consolidation, 
laying off 100 of its 180 employees effective No- 
vember 1. The remainder of the employees are to be 
absorbed in the company’s Preston plant. Employ- 
ment could be provided for most of the laid off 
workers if attempts to lease the Galt plant and equip- 
ment to another manufacturer are successful. Greb 
Industries Limited, Kitchener, hired 28 employees 
for expanded production in its skate manufacturing 
plant. The company anticipates no adverse effects 
from the ten per cent surcharge although it applies 
to most of Greb’s American exports. 

Increased production levels created employment 
Opportunities in the Galt and Kitchener textile indus- 
try. Doon Twines Limited, Merlin Mills, Textral 
Fibres Limited, Bauers Limited, and Strudex Fibres 
were reported to be hiring. 

Pannill Veneer Company Limited, of Kitchener, 
reported that no layoffs have resulted to date from 
the American surcharge on imports: their major ex- 
port customer agreed to share the surcharge cost 
enabling the Kitchener firm to maintain production 
and employment levels for at least an initial period. 

In metal fabricating, two small firms in the Gode- 
rich area expect to commence production by Novem- 
ber. Wildex Division of Excello Corporation, a tool 
manufacturer, will start production in Clinton with 
an initial staff of ten. In Goderich, Textron Canada 
Limited will start production on Spidel watch bands, 
initially providing employment opportunities for 
twelve tool and die makers and machinists. 
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The Dominion Road Machinery Company Lim- 
ited of Goderich attributed a layoff of thirty employ- 
ees to the surcharge on exports of road machinery 
to the United States but indicated that further layoffs 
were not anticipated. 

In the transportation equipment industry, employ- 
ment in auto parts manufacturing increased signifi- 
cantly in the Kitchener area. The Budd Automotive 
Company of Canada Limited hired two hundred em- 
ployees in September. General Spring Products Lim- 
ited, also in Kitchener, has now recalled all employees 
laid off as a result of last year’s General Motors 
strike. The final 150 employees were recalled in 
August and, in addition, thirty to forty new hirings 
took place. At Canadian Fabricated Products Lim- 
ited in Stratford, production requirements necessi- 
tated an additional shift and Saturday operation 
throughout the month. In Galt, Prestolite-Leland 
Company Limited, currently employing 110 people, 
has been decreasing production in preparation for its 
expected closure in December or January. 

Rising sales of recreational vehicles have resulted 
in a slight but continuing expansion in employment 
opportunities in Midwestern Ontario. In Listowel, 
construction is expected to begin in mid-December 
on a plant to manufacture Starcraft tent trailers. 
Manufacturing operations are to begin in January 
1972 with an initial work force of approximately 35 
increasing to 60 by the end of the first year of 
production. In Hensall, Boise Cascade Limited, 
manufacturers of mobile homes, travel trailers and 
motorized tourist units, completed a hiring program 
bringing total employment in the plant to fifty. 

Employment opportunities improved in the 
electrical products industry in the Kitchener area. 
Johnston Soper Limited, Waterloo, hired twenty-five 
assemblers and Electrohome Limited, Kitchener, re- 
cruited additional electronic assemblers to deal with 
increased production. Electrohome Limited indicated 
that slack created by the 10 per cent surcharge 
should be offset by increased domestic demand re- 
sulting from the June removal of the 15 per cent 
excise tax on home entertainment products. 


Residential construction generated an increased 
demand for labour, particularly for bricklayers, car- 
penters, and other skilled tradesmen.

FOREWORD 


The Manpower Review, Ontario Region is published bi- 
monthly by the Canada Department of Manpower and Immigra- 
tion.

It is designed to be a readily available source 
of local labour market information, and at the same time to present 
an analysis of the effect of major labour market developments on 
the economy of Ontario.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


Economic conditions appeared to improve slightly 
with the removal in mid-December of the ten per cent 
surcharge on imports to the United States, although 
the action produced no discernible effects on employ- 
ment in the period under review. In addition, both 
the Federal and Provincial Governments have em- 
barked on a series of special employment programs 
designed mainly to reduce winter unemployment. Al- 
though the principal impact of the programs likely 
will be felt in January and February, some employ- 
ment effects were evident in the November-December 
period. Several of the projects under way involved 
the creation of new recreational facilities such as 
skating rinks, snowmobile trails and the extension of 
existing sports facilities. Other undertakings ranged 
from the cutting of dead elm trees to various types 
of social welfare work. No statistics are available 
showing the aggregate employment effects of the pro- 
grams thus far. However, the Department of Man- 
power and Immigration announced on December 22 
that, up to that time, 28 contracts had been signed 
providing jobs for 125 persons in Ontario under the 
Canada Manpower Training-on-the-Job Program. In 
addition, 164 agreements had been undertaken pro- 
viding 2,045 jobs under the Local Initiatives Program. 

Latest available results from the Labour Force 
Survey of Statistics Canada showed that total employ- 
ment in Ontario remained virtually unchanged be- 
tween October and November while labour force 
showed an above-normal expansion over the same 
period. The unadjusted unemployment rate rose from 
4.2 per cent in October to 4.6 per cent in November 
while the seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate re- 
mained unchanged at 5.6 per cent for the third con- 
secutive month. 


Total labour force increased by 16,000 from 
3,254,000 in October to 3,270,000 in November. 
The number of men in the labour force rose by 
12,000 from 2,121,000 in October to 2,133,000 in 
November, accounting for three-quarters of the total 
labour force increase. The increase was concentrated 
mainly in the 20-24 and the 25-44 year age groups. 
A slight decrease occurred among 14-19 year-olds 
while other groups showed little or no change. 


The level of employment at 3,121,000 in Novem- 
ber remained virtually unchanged from the October 
figure of 3,118,000. Increased employment of 20-24 
year-olds was offset by a decline among 14-19 year- 
olds. Practically no change occurred among other age 
groups. On a year-over-year basis, employment of 


20-24 year-olds and 25-44 year-olds rose by 42,000 
and 72,000 respectively, while little or no change was 
recorded among other age groups. 

Agricultural employment decreased seasonally by 
17,000 from 134,000 in October to 117,000 in 
November. Non-agricultural employment increased 
by 21,000 from 2,984,000 to 3,005,000 in the 
same period. Among the major industrial sectors, 
retail trade showed increased employment over the 
October-November period, while there was a decline 
in non-durable goods manufacturing. In other indus- 
tries, employment levels remained stable. Year-over- 
year comparisons showed substantial employment 
increases in durable goods manufacturing, construc- 
tion, and community, business and personal services, 
with a slight increase in public administration. Over 
the same period, a moderate decline occurred in the 
agricultural sector and slight decreases were recorded 
in non-durable goods manufacturing and transporta- 
tion, communication and other utilities. 


The number of unemployed persons increased by 
13,000 from 136,000 in October to 149,000 in 
November, with the increase concentrated largely 
among males. Unemployment was 23,000 higher than 
the 126,000 recorded in November 1970, with the 
expansion divided almost equally between males and 
females. 

The unadjusted unemployment rate for Ontario 
in November was 4.6 per cent, up slightly from the 
4.2 per cent recorded in October. Seasonally ad- 
justed, the unemployment rate in Ontario remained 
unchanged at 5.6 per cent. The corresponding figure 
for Canada as a whole stood at 6.6 per cent in No- 
vember, virtually unchanged from the October rate 
of 6.7 per cent. 


An increase in job openings during November in- 
dicated a general improvement in employment condi- 
tions in Metropolitan Toronto. The major strength 
was centred in wholesale and retail trade, service, 
transportation and light manufacturing industries, 
while seasonal factors reduced labour demand 
slightly in the construction industry. 


Labour market conditions in the Industrial Peri- 
phery of Metropolitan Toronto worsened slightly 
during November and December as the effects of the 
usual seasonal slowdown were aggravated by a large 
layoff in the automotive sector. However, employ- 
ment in construction remained relatively high as a 
result of unusually mild weather. Retail trade also 
showed considerable strength due to increasing con- 


sumer confidence as indicated by brisk holiday buy- 
ing activity. 


Employment levels expanded slightly in the 
Georgian Bay area during November and December. 
Increased job opportunities were concentrated among 
assembly occupations in light manufacturing indus- 
tries while seasonal hirings of part-time workers 
occurred in the trade sector. The demand for con- 
struction labourers declined with the arrival of winter 
weather. 


In Northern Ontario, seasonal reductions in ac- 
tivity were evident in several industries, notably con- 
struction, forestry and transportation. On the other 
hand, retail sales showed a significant seasonal in- 
crease although employment levels remained sub- 
stantially unchanged. Activity in mining continued to 
lag somewhat while manufacturing showed some 
improvement. 
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In Eastern Ontario, seasonal employment cut- 
backs occurred in agriculture, construction, transpor- 
tation and tourism. On the other hand, expanded 
hirings occurred in the Post Office and in retail trade. 
Total manufacturing employment increased slightly 
despite the persistence of weaknesses in some areas. 


There were indications that employment levels in 
the Niagara-Hamilton area during November and 
December were above those in the comparable period 
last year. There was some evidence of improvement 
in manufacturing although a number of weaknesses 
developed, notably in primary metals and metal 
fabricating. 


In the period under review, decreased employ- 
ment was evident in the primary industries and re- 
lated processing activities in Western Ontario. In- 
creased hirings occurred in the manufacturing and 
service sectors partly due to seasonal influences. In 
the construction industry, labour demand continued 
as mild weather enabled outside work to proceed. 


OCCUPATIONAL SHORTAGES— ONTARIO 


There were some indications of a levelling-out of 
excess demand in Ontario in November 1971 com- 
pared to the two previous months. The number of 
occupations for which shortages of 25 and over were 
reported by Canada Manpower Centres stood at 15 
in November compared to 19 and 16 in September 
and October of this year and 12 in November 1970. 

Vacancies for maids, which were reported in 
moderate shortage in September, appeared in strong 
shortage in both October and November, while 
vacancies for autobody repairmen, which were in 
light shortage in September, expanded into a moderate 
shortage in October and November. On the other 
hand, a moderate unsatisfied demand for stenogra- 
phers which had prevailed in September was elimi- 
nated in November, while waiters moved from the 
moderate to light shortage category. As in previous 
months, there continued to be strong shortages of 
sewing machine operators and insurance salesmen. 


Low wages, and in the case of the latter, remunera- 
tion based on commission make these positions un- 
attractive to job seekers. 

An unsatisfied demand for maintenance mechan- 
ics resulted in the addition of this occupation to the 
light shortage category in November. On the other 
hand, a variety of occupations such as nursemaids, 
secretaries, and production and aircraft structural 
assemblers were deleted entirely from the shortage 
lists. Electrical repairmen appeared in light shortage 
in October but were deleted from the listings in 
November. 

In November 1970, there were 12 occupations 
listed in shortage. Year-over-year, unsatisfied demand 
has declined for pipefitters, aluminum processing 
workers and general labourers. On the other hand, 
labour shortages have arisen in several occupations 
such as maintenance mechanics, bricklayers, general 
duty nurses, waiters, and autobody repairmen.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


NOVEMBER — DECEMBER 1971 


1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


An increase in job openings during November in- 
dicated a general improvement in employment con- 
ditions in Metropolitan Toronto. The major strength 
was centred in wholesale and retail trade, service, 
transportation and light manufacturing industries, 
while seasonal factors reduced labour demand 
slightly in the construction industry. 


In manufacturing, the most active hiring occurred 
among occupations such as packagers and material 
handlers. There was also strong demand for sheet 
metal workers, maintenance mechanics, and machine 
shop tradesmen. 

In the food and beverage industries, chocolate 
manufacturers completed the layoff of temporary 
help hired during the peak season and no staff in- 
creases are expected before spring. Although low- 
priced poultry products curtailed beef and veal sales, 
packaging firms retained experienced boners and 
cutters. 

Aided by the recently established protection from 
low-priced imports, boot and shoe manufacturers 
were hiring for the production of winter lines. Some 
companies were retraining textile sewing machine 
operators in an attempt to overcome a shortage of 
shoe stitchers. 

Employment activity increased in the garment 
industry with cutters, tailors and seamstresses re- 
quired by several companies. The strongest demand 
was for sewing and serging machine operators and a 
number of shortages were evident. 

Furniture manufacturers maintained a high level 
of production with resulting buoyant demand for 
woodworking machine operators. Cabinetmakers and 
bench carpenters continued to be in short supply. 

In printing and publishing, the establishment of a 
new morning newspaper together with an increase in 
staff at The Toronto Star absorbed a number of 
people who had become unemployed with the closing 
of the Toronto Telegram. 

In paper and allied industries, the phase-out of 
the Corrugated Products Division of Domtar Pack- 
aging Limited has been completed and arrangements 
have been made to carry on production at other com- 
pany facilities. At time of writing, approximately 20 
of the 95 employees involved had been transferred. 


Shortages of welder-fitters, turret-lathe setup 
operators and maintenance mechanics were evident 
in metal fabricating with employers setting relatively 
high recruiting standards. 

In the machinery industries, A. G. Simpson Com- 
pany Limited, a tool and die manufacturer, plans to 
train 96 punch-press operators under a Training-in- 
Industry Program. On the other hand, manufacturing 
operations of the Harnischfeger Corporation of Can- 
ada Limited, a producer of power cranes and shovels, 
have been transferred to the parent company in the 
United States resulting in the release of approxi- 
mately 50 workers. Sales and warehousing activities 
are continuing at its Scarborough plant. 

Conditions varied in the automotive parts sector. 
Levy Auto Parts Limited planned to hire 30 opera- 
tors for a new engine line while SKF Canadian Com- 
pany Limited laid off 34 production workers for an 
indefinite period due to a lack of orders. 

In electrical products, Globelite Batteries Limited 
hired 20 production workers to staff a plant expan- 
sion nearing completion. Control Data Canada Lim- 
ited, recently established in a new plant in Mark- 
borough Industrial Park, plans to gradually increase 
its staff from the present level of 150 to a total of 
350. Canadian General Electric Company Limited, 
Home Entertainment Division, is training 28 em- 
ployees for the manufacture of a new product line. 
On the other hand, in November, Trane Company 
of Canada Limited, a manufacturer of air condition- 
ing equipment, laid off 47 persons as a result of the 
seasonal slowdown in the construction industry. 

In non-metallic mineral products, Canadian 
Johns-Manville Company Limited recruited 25 work- 
ers to staff a new fibreglass department which began 
production in November. Skycell Limited of Mont- 
real is planning to set up a plant for the manufacture 
of building blocks in the Rexdale area; operations, 
which are scheduled to commence early in 1972, will 
provide employment for 100 unskilled workers. 

Approximately 20 of the 40 female packers for- 
merly employed by Scripto Canada Limited, a manu- 
facturer of ball-point pens, were released after the 
firm was taken over by John A. Houston Company 
Limited. 


A decline in the demand for unskilled workers 
in the construction industry was offset in part by 
continuing strong demand for skilled tradesmen. A 
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significant number of residential and commercial 
developments had been recently approved or were in 
the planning stage. Major projects included a $25 
million office tower in the Toronto Dominion Centre, 
an $18 million shopping centre and hotel complex 
on Jarvis Street, a $7 million apartment tower on 
Duplex Avenue, and a $76 million residential and 
commercial complex between Lawrence and Eglinton 
Avenues. 

In addition, the Etobicoke Planning Board ap- 
proved a residential and commercial development on 
Lakeshore Boulevard, and work commenced in Scar- 
borough on a $40 million town centre comprising 
municipal offices and a shopping mall. Further, in 
Mississauga, plans had been made for a $45 million 
development project to include 15,000 housing units. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, demand remained strong for drivers and ware- 
house workers. Seasonally increased activity resulted 
in expanded demand for mail handlers. For example, 
500 workers were recruited by the Mississauga Post 
Office to assist with the Christmas mail. 


In the trade sector, hiring activity increased as a 
result of seasonal influences. For example, Eaton’s 
of Canada Limited and Simpsons-Sears Limited hired 
an additional 70 persons for their stores at the York- 
dale Shopping Centre. 


In community, business and personal services, 
registered nursing assistants were in short supply and 
hospitals have initiated RNA courses in an attempt 
to upgrade present staff. Turnover in the personal 
service industries continued to be high as a result of 
poor working conditions, low wages and shift work. 
However, demand for restaurant workers was strong 
due to the recruitment of 200 employees by Cara 
Operations Limited to staff their expanded facilities 
at Toronto International Airport. 


In public administration, Federal and Provincial 
winter projects resulted in expanded hirings. 


Employment conditions remained substantially 
unchanged in administrative, professional and tech- 
nical occupations. Increased job opportunities were 
evident for mechanical engineers due principally to 
residential construction activity. The continuing pro- 
gram of property assessment by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs resulted in some job 
openings for draftsmen and instrument men. A sur- 
plus of qualified teachers continued to seek alterna- 
tive employment. 


Among clerical occupations, skilled business ma- 
chine and key-punch operators were in short supply. 
In addition, demand increased for secretaries and 
stenographers. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


Labour market conditions in the Industrial Peri- 
phery of Metropolitan Toronto worsened slightly 
during November and December as the effects of the 
usual seasonal slowdown were aggravated by a large 
layoff in the automotive sector. However, employ- 
ment in construction remained relatively high as a 
result of the unusually mild weather. Retail trade also 
showed considerable strength due to increasing con- 
sumer confidence as indicated by brisk holiday buying 
activity. 


In the agricultural sector, employment levels de- 
clined with the completion of the fall harvests. The 
busy Christmas season resulted in some hiring activity 
by greenhouses in the Brampton area. 


In manufacturing, many firms experienced short- 
ened work weeks and shutdowns over the Christmas 
period. 

In food processing, employment levels increased 
seasonally among apple and vegetable processors and 
canners. 

In the textile industry, Cosmos Imperial Mills 
Limited, Ajax Division, closed down its operations 
on October 27, 1971, releasing 107 workers, mostly 
females. As a result of the installation of new equip- 
ment at their Bradford plant, Cameron Packaging 
Limited, a producer of waxed cardboard cartons, 
plans to hire 200 additional workers over the next 
three years. 

In the metal fabricating industry, Climatrol Air 
Coils Limited of Oakville, a manufacturer of air con- 
ditioning equipment, will cease operations with a 
consequent release of approximately 50 employees by 
mid-January. In Brampton, Regal Die Casting Com- 
pany Limited plans to recruit approximately 140 
casters by March 1972. 

Adverse employment conditions persisted during 
November and December in transportation equip- 
ment manufacturing. Following an extended period 
of reduced orders, Procor Limited, a manufacturer of 
railway tank cars in Oakville, instituted a four-day 
work week in November to maintain its present work 
force of skilled welders and fitters. A fire at S. E. 
Woods Mechanical Division of Cantrend Industries 
Limited in Newmarket resulted in a temporary dis- 
ruption of work involving 65 employees. 

In the automotive industry, week-long holiday 


shutdowns occurred between Christmas and New 
Year at both American Motors of Canada Limited 
in Brampton and General Motors of Canada Limited 
in Oshawa. G.M. laid off 600 assemblers in Oshawa 
on November 1 for an indefinite period. 

In addition to a number of small hirings and lay- 
offs in the automotive feeder industries, a significant 
employment cutback occurred at the Chrysler Canada 
Limited plant in Ajax where approximately 100 
workers were placed on a six month layoff. On De- 
cember 14, settlement was reached following a two 
month labour dispute involving 450 employees of 
Duplate of Canada Limited, an Oshawa manufac- 
turer of automobile windshields. The new contract 
provides for a 13.8 per cent increase over two years 
from the present rate of $3.80 per hour. 


With the continuation of mild weather, construc- 
tion activity in the Industrial Periphery showed few 
signs of seasonal slowdown. Construction tradesmen 
such as carpenters, bricklayers, and cement finishers 
were in short supply in most areas. The industry’s 
basic strength lay in public works, residential con- 
struction, and commercial projects, particularly shop- 
ping malls. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, recruitment of postal workers for the Christmas 
season began in mid-November with employment 
levels remaining high throughout much of December. 


Employment growth was strong in retail trade as 
stores hired additional help to cope with seasonally 
increased sales volumes. 


In community, business and personal services, a 
number of unfilled vacancies persisted throughout 
November and December. Auto mechanics, house- 
hold help, waitresses, cooks and bartenders were in 
particularly strong demand. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


Employment levels expanded slightly in the 
Georgian Bay area during November and December. 
Increased job opportunities were concentrated among 
assembly occupations in the light manufacturing in- 
dustries while seasonal hirings of part-time workers 
occurred in the trade sector. The demand for con- 
struction labourers declined with the arrival of winter 
weather. 


Manufacturing industries maintained relatively 
high levels of production with a continuing demand 
for welder-fitters, millwrights and machine set-up 
operators. 
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In the food and beverages sector, production is 
scheduled to begin in February 1972 at the new 
plant of Formosa Spring Brewery Limited at Barrie. 
The company plans to recruit 30 machine operators 
locally while approximately 25 workers will be trans- 
ferred from Formosa where the firm has ceased 
operations. 

The expansion of the Tire Division of Mansfield- 
Denman General Limited at Barrie is continuing. The 
company has hired 100 additional workers since last 
January, and 15 trainees were hired in November for 
the new tire building program. 

In the clothing industry, Fabulous Formals Lim- 
ited of Midland hired 17 trainees under a Training- 
in-Industry Program. 

Richardson, Bond and Wright Limited, printers 
and lithographers in Owen Sound, hired eight female 
workers together with additional temporary staff for 
the Christmas period. 

In metal fabricating, West Bend of Canada Lim- 
ited, a manufacturer of cooking utensils, has an- 
nounced the expansion of its production facilities in 
Barrie. The plant addition, scheduled for completion 
in early 1972, will create 35 to 40 new jobs in pro- 
duction and assembly occupations. 

A persistent shortage of qualified structural steel 
fitters and combination welders was evident in the 
machinery industry. In addition, Otaco Limited, a 
manufacturer of haulage equipment in Orillia, hired 
a number of unskilled foundry labourers to complete 
a new export contract. 

Labour market conditions varied in the auto- 
motive parts industry. Canadian Motor Lamp Com- 
pany Limited of Bracebridge laid off 32 workers due 
to the cancellation of a contract. In Owen Sound, the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company of Canada 
Limited, manufacturers of urethane foam for automo- 
tive seats, laid off 35 workers in November because 
of a reduction in its export shipments. Approxi- 
mately 50 workers were also laid off at L.O.F. Glass 
of Canada Limited, a manufacturer of automotive 
windshields at Collingwood. On the other hand, 
Whitaker Cable of Canada Limited of Owen Sound 
hired nine production workers in November, and 
Daal Specialties (Collingwood) Limited began hiring 
additional workers for expanded production of auto- 
motive seat belts. 

Elsewhere in the transportation equipment indus- 
tries, Canadian Shipbuilding and Engineering Lim- 
ited, Collingwood, recalled about 50 workers in 
November as production progressed on contracts for 
self-unloading vessels. The company presently em- 
ploys 700 hourly-rated persons and has a salaried 
staff of 100. 

Several layoffs occurred in the electrical products 
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industry. The Hobart Manufacturing Company Lim- 
ited, a producer of food processing machinery in 
Owen Sound, laid off 26 production workers due to 
a delay in the shipment of components from the 
United States parent company. The Consumer Prod- 
ucts Division of Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited in Barrie laid off 60 workers during Novem- 
ber as part of a seasonal cutback from earlier peak 
production levels. Smith and Stone Limited, a manu- 
facturer of wiring devices in Georgetown, undertook 
a permanent layoff of 50 packers and machine 
operators. 

In the chemical products sector, Canadian Indus- 
tries Limited, Explosives Division in Parry Sound, 
laid off 22 production workers due to high inventory 
levels. A new plant, Centre Mould Plastics Limited, 
commenced operations in Barrie during November 
and hired a limited number of employees with an 
increase in staff expected in the coming months. A 
$1.5 million expansion to the Owen Sound plant of 
Canadian Pittsburgh Industries Limited is expected 
to employ approximately 20 additional workers. 


In construction, while skilled tradesmen con- 
tinued to be in short supply, demand for unskilled 
labourers declined considerably. Work progressed on 
a number of engineering projects including a $3.5 
million widening of Highway #400 employing 50 
workers during the winter and requiring an additional 
150 in the spring. Ontario Hydro, on the other hand, 
laid off a number of carpenters and labourers at its 
Douglas Point development for the duration of the 
winter season. 

Several significant residential, commercial and 
institutional projects are scheduled for 1972. For 
example, Georgian Community College in Barrie has 
awarded a $2.5 million contract for the third phase 
of its building program and recent approval has been 
granted for a $1.2 million addition to the Graven- 
hurst High School. Plans have also been approved 
for a new shopping plaza near Bracebridge to be 
completed in 1972. 


A seasonal increase in trade resulted in tempo- 
rary part-time hirings and longer hours of work in 
retail outlets. 


In community, business and personal services, a 
seasonal decline in tourist trade was accompanied by 
decreased employment in the hospitality industries. 


In public administration, the Department of Na- 
tional Defence hired more than 100 people for work 
on special projects at the Canadian Forces Base, 
Borden, Ontario. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


During November and December, seasonal re- 
ductions in activity were evident in several industries, 
notably construction, forestry and transportation. On 
the other hand, retail sales showed a significant sea- 
sonal increase although employment levels remained 
substantially unchanged. Activity in mining continued 
to lag somewhat while manufacturing showed some 
improvement. 


In the primary sector, shortages of forestry 
workers such as powersawmen and skidder operators 
have resulted from strong demand for lumber and 
lumber products. Pulpwood cutting in the Fort 
Frances-Kenora area has been increased in order to 
meet the wood requirements of the new kraft mill of 
the Ontario-Minnesota Pulp and Paper Company 
Limited in Fort Frances. However, Abitibi Paper 
Company Limited has discontinued pulpwood cut- 
ting in the Sault Ste. Marie area laying off 50 men 
for a period of five months and has also curtailed 
operations at Iroquois Falls. In addition, the Dryden 
Paper Company Limited undertook several large lay- 
offs and pulpwood cutting ceased in late December 
until early in 1972. Reduced activity in forestry will 
be partially offset by the enlarged winter cutting pro- 
gram instituted by the Ontario Department of Lands 
and Forests. The program, which involves road clear- 
ing and stand thinning, will provide several hundred 
jobs over the winter period. 


Conditions in the mining industry remained slack 
although no major layoffs occurred in the period 
under review. In the Cobalt area, ten workers lost 
their jobs with the closure of the Agnico Mines Lim- 
ited mill on November 30 as a result of depressed 
silver prices in world markets. 

In Sudbury, both the International Nickel Com- 
pany of Canada Limited and Falconbridge Nickel 
Mines Limited have curtailed hiring activity. While 
there are indications that the demand for nickel is 
beginning to improve, the outlook for copper is not 
so optimistic due mainly to existing international 
surpluses. 

International Nickel has announced that it will 
cease production for three weeks during August in- 
stead of staggering vacations over the summer 
months. Consequently, the firm’s requirements for 
students will likely be greatly reduced from the ap- 
proximately 1,700 hired last summer. 

Exploration activity is continuing at a brisk pace 
throughout the Kenora district. The discovery in 
November of a significant orebody at Sturgeon Lake 
brought to three the number of major finds realized 
in the area by Mattagami Lake Mines Limited. 


In manufacturing, production in the pulp and 
paper industries weakened due to depressed world 
markets. However, the removal of the ten per cent 
surcharge on imports into the United States may help 
to improve conditions in the fine papers segment. 

In the wood industries, Transcan Custom Homes 
Limited of Kenora has announced intentions to ex- 
pand production capacity with staff levels increasing 
substantially to approximately 300. In addition, the 
Canadian Johns-Manville Company Limited an- 
nounced plans to add approximately 25 workers to 
the staff of its North Bay plant. 

Throughout the district, sawmills, planing mills 
and plywood plants experienced seasonal cutbacks. 
However, continued buoyant conditions in the con- 
struction industry should result in capacity operations 
by early 1972. 

In the chemicals industry, a $4.3 million expan- 
sion at the Fabrine plant of Dupont of Canada 
Limited at North Bay will provide 20 new jobs by 
the fall of 1972. 

Production continued to lag at steel plants in 
Sault Ste. Marie. However, there were indications 
that activity will improve in the next few months as 
a result of declining inventory levels and increased 
orders. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, slack conditions per- 
sisted in mining machinery and diamond drill pro- 
duction, particularly in North Bay. The Shoal Lake 
Fisheries Limited plant in Keewatin closed in De- 
cember terminating the employment of 30 full-time 
workers. 


The normal seasonal slowdown occurred in con- 
struction with surpluses developing in many skilled 
trades. Activity is expected to resume with the arrival 
of warmer weather. Many of the planned projects are 
in public construction with particular emphasis upon 
housing for senior citizens and low income groups. 
Major projects scheduled to commence early in 1972 
include a $2 million shopping centre and a $1 mil- 
lion town hall complex, both at Fort Frances, a $1.5 
million hospital at Red Lake, and two school expan- 
sions totalling approximately $1 million at North 
Bay. In addition, a multimillion dollar shopping and 
commercial complex is planned at Sault Ste. Marie. 

Some decline in construction activity in Sudbury 
is anticipated during 1972 despite a significant in- 
crease in hospital construction. Work on industrial 
projects is expected to drop off markedly as the 
major mining expansions approach completion. 


In transportation, there were indications that the 
winter layover would be extremely short with the 
American Poe Lock at Sault Ste. Marie remaining 
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open until January 31. Shipping out of Thunder Bay 
totalled approximately 20 million tons to November 
30, exceeding the total for all of 1970 by one million 
tons. While shipments of iron and western coal are 
down from 1970, substantial increases in grain move- 
ments have been recorded. Extensive winter repair 
and maintenance programs are expected to reduce 
seasonal cutbacks. There are indications that winter 
layoffs among the 1,700 persons currently employed 
in grain storage elevators will number three to four 
hundred. 


In trade, sales volumes among retailers continued 
to compare favourably with levels recorded in 1970. 
However, demand for additional sales help to handle 
the Christmas rush was minimal as most stores in- 
creased the hours of the regular part-time staff. In 
wholesale trade, a number of employment cutbacks 
have occurred among warehouse workers, particu- 
larly in North Bay and Sault Ste. Marie. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO — 
EASTERN ONTARIO 


During November and December, seasonal em- 
ployment cutbacks occurred in agriculture, construc- 
tion, transportation and tourism. On the other hand, 
expanded hirings occurred in the Post Office and in 
retail trade. Total manufacturing employment in- 
creased slightly despite the persistence of weaknesses 
in some areas. 


Agricultural employment levels declined follow- 
ing the completion of the apple and tobacco harvests. 


In manufacturing, employment levels showed a 
slight improvement during November and December 
despite continued weaknesses in the pulp and paper 
and rayon fibre textile industries. Canadian Interna- 
tional Paper Company Limited, Hawkesbury, which 
has experienced a series of temporary cutbacks this 
year, announced a further one week shutdown affect- 
ing 500 employees. In the rayon fibre industry, 
Courtaulds Canada Limited, Cornwall, announced a 
temporary layoff of 250 production workers as a re- 
sult of generally depressed domestic and export 
market conditions. 

The food and beverage industry experienced a 
normal seasonal decline in employment. However, 
the industry’s basic strength has grown significantly 
in this district in recent years with the establishment 
of plants by several major food and beverage manu- 
facturers including General Foods Limited in Co- 
bourg. Recently, Robin Hood Multi-Foods Company 
Limited has announced plans to construct a $1 mil- 
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lion, frozen-food processing plant to employ 36 
people in the Trenton area. 

The rubber and carpet industries are also experi- 
encing employment growth. In Cobourg the new 
plant of United Tire and Rubber Company of Can- 
ada Limited continued to increase its employment 
level and in Lindsay, Trent Rubber Services Limited 
has added to its work force. In the carpet industry, 
Brinton Carpets Limited hired approximately 30 ad- 
ditional employees for its Lindsay and Peterborough 
plants. 


In construction, seasonal declines in road work 
resulted in a number of layoffs. On the other hand, 
other construction activity remained buoyant and 
shortages of plasterers, finish carpenters and, to a 
lesser extent, bricklayers persisted. During the period 
under review, construction commenced on a $5.6 
million hospital expansion in Kingston with comple- 
tion set for 1973. Also, a number of major projects 
were announced including a $20 million housing 
complex for senior citizens and low income groups 
in Ottawa, and a $2.2 million water and sewer 
project in the Pembroke area. 


Employment in retail trade showed a significant 
seasonal increase. The opening of new retail outlets 
also added to local labour requirements. For example, 
in Belleville employment levels at the recently com- 
pleted Quinte Shopping Mall had reached approxi- 
mately 500 at time of writing. 


In the service sector, the hospitality industries 
were seasonally inactive. 


In professional, technical and managerial occu- 
pations, expansions in manufacturing have resulted in 
increased demand for mechanical engineers, elec- 
tronic technicians and draftsmen. On the other hand, 
significant surpluses of teachers and recent B.A. 
graduates persisted. 


In public administration, Federal and Provincial 
winter employment programs resulted in increased 
hiring activity. 


4— NIAGARA —- HAMILTON 


Indications were that employment levels in the 
Niagara-Hamilton area during November and De- 
cember were above those in the comparable period 
last year. There was some evidence of improvement 
in manufacturing although a number of weaknesses 
developed, notably in primary metals and metal 
fabricating. 


Employment levels in agriculture dropped sea- 
sonally in November. 


In manufacturing, activity declined in food proc- 
essing with a reduction in canning operations. How- 
ever, layoffs were less severe than normal for this 
time of year as a number of firms have now diversi- 
fied to the extent that year-round production is 
possible. 

The area’s major tire producer, Firestone Tire 
and Rubber Company of Canada Limited, main- 
tained high employment levels at full production. 

Conditions remained buoyant in the garment in- 
dustry and hirings were undertaken by a number of 
firms. Several manufacturers attempted to meet 
increased staff requirements by using overtime labour 
combined with training-in-industry programs. Copp- 
ley, Noyes and Randall Limited, for example, in- 
stalled new machines and signed a training-in- 
industry contract involving 120 sewing machine 
operators over the next twelve months. 

In primary textiles, Glendale Spinning Mills Lim- 
ited was operating at close to full capacity. Tricot 2, 
a division of Mohawk Mills Limited of Hamilton, 
announced plans to locate a new plant in Brantford. 
On the other hand, the Hamilton Group Limited 
continued to experience layoffs and employment 
levels had declined to 60 workers at time of writing. 

In the primary metal industries, while both the 
Steel Company of Canada Limited and Dominion 
Foundries and Steel Company Limited in Hamilton 
maintained relatively stable employment levels, a 
number of cut-backs occurred elsewhere. In Welland, 
Page Hersey Works of the Steel Company of Canada 
Limited laid off 100 workers in November as orders 
declined. In addition, the Atlas Steel Company Divi- 
sion of Rio Algom Mines Limited experienced fur- 
ther layoffs. The Canadian Furnace Division of the 
Algoma Steel Corporation Limited in Port Colborne 
remained closed. Ninety-eight employees of the Inter- 
national Nickel Company of Canada Limited were 
indefinitely laid off in November. 

Employment increased significantly in the agri- 
cultural equipment industry in November. Interna- 
tional Harvester Company of Canada Limited re- 
called 2,100 workers previously laid off. In Brant- 
ford, the three plants of Massey Ferguson Industries 
Limited undertook further hirings and the White 
Farm Equipment Division of White Motor Corpora- 
tion of Canada Limited expanded its hourly-rated 
work force to 427 workers as production increased. 

The appliance segment of the electrical products 
industry remained relatively active. In Hamilton, 
Canadian Westinghouse Company Limited is phasing 
out the production of electric motors to be replaced 


by expanded turbine production as part of a sched- 
uled consolidation of operations. 

In transportation equipment, work commenced 
on two new contracts at the National Steel Car Cor- 
poration Limited, in Hamilton. As a result, the firm 
plans to increase its total employment level by 300 
to approximately 1,000. In the automotive sector, a 
major employment cutback occurred at the St. Cath- 
arines division of General Motors of Canada Limited 
with the layoff of 372 workers on November 1. Else- 
where, automotive parts producers generally were 
active. 

In metal fabricating and machinery products, 
several minor employment decreases occurred. How- 
ever, these were offset by hirings among other firms 
such as Niagara Wire Weaving Company Limited, 
Welland, and Hussman Food Store Equipment Lim- 
ited, Brantford. 

In chemical products, Union Carbide Canada 
Limited announced that its entire Welland operations, 
which employ approximately 200 workers, will be 
phased out by December, 1974. Plans also were an- 
nounced by Chemacryl Plastics Limited of Toronto 
for an acrylic products plant in Niagara Falls to em- 
ploy 25 workers. 


Employment levels in both residential and non- 
residential construction continued to be exceptionally 
high for this time of year and some shortages of 
skilled tradesmen were evident. Work on the Welland 
Canal relocation project was temporarily disrupted 
by wet weather. Activity was expected to resume in 
December. 


Expanded hiring activity occurred in public ad- 
ministration as a result of Federal and Provincial 
winter employment programs. 


In retail trade, there was a seasonal increase in 
the demand for workers with most of the positions 
on a part-time basis. In the service sector, seasonal 
reductions in employment were evident in the Niagara 
Falls tourist industry. 


5 —WESTERN ONTARIO 


In the period under review, decreased employ- 
ment was evident in the primary industries and re- 
lated processing activities. Increased hirings occurred 
in the manufacturing and service sectors partly due 
to seasonal influences. In the construction industry 
labour demands continued as mild weather enabled 
outside work to proceed. 
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Employment in agriculture declined further with 
the completion of tobacco farming operations during 
December. In mixed farming and dairy operations, 
a slight shortage of experienced workers persisted in 
the Guelph and London areas. 


In manufacturing, fruit and vegetable processors 
completed packing operations and employment levels 
were reduced to shipping, warehousing, maintenance 
and office staff. Peak seasonal manpower require- 
ments in earlier months were lower than in previous 
years due to increased mechanization. In December, 
plans were announced to transfer the operations of 
St. Williams Preservers Limited of Simcoe, a division 
of Canadian Canners Limited, to Wagstaffe Limited, 
another Company division in Hamilton. 

Meat processing, confectionary and beverage 
firms experienced a seasonal increase in activity. 
Little difficulty was encountered in recruiting the 
additional manpower required. 

In the textile and clothing industries, increased 
production levels resulted in additional manpower 
requirements, notably for sewing machine operators. 
In Stratford, knitting machine operators and related 
workers were in demand as knitting mills entered 
their peak production season. In Woodstock, in- 
creased production levels resulted in hirings at Fire- 
stone Textiles Limited, a manufacturer of tire cord, 
and at Harvey Woods Limited, a producer of hosiery 
and lingerie. Textile Industries Limited of Guelph 
commenced a program to train 75 power-sewing- 
machine operators. 

As a result of buoyant construction activity, fur- 
niture manufacturers throughout the district experi- 
enced high production and employment levels. Em- 
ployers in both London and Kitchener indicated 
shortages of fully qualified cabinet makers, and 
woodworking machine operators also were in short 
supply in the London area. 

Due to intensified competition in export markets, 
a number of cut-backs occurred in the metal fabri- 
cating industries in Windsor. On the other hand, sea- 
sonally expanded production associated with prepara- 
tions for the 1973 automotive model year created 
some demand for qualified die-and-mould tradesmen 
and toolmakers. 

In the machinery industries, Dominion Road 
Machinery Company Limited in Goderich recalled 
50 workers previously laid off and hired additional 
welders. A new firm, Dundas Foundry Company 
Limited, has commenced production of exhaust fans 
in Simcoe with an initial employment of 10 to 15 
workers. 

In transportation equipment, while little or no 
hiring occurred in auto parts plants in Windsor, em- 
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ployment levels generally increased elsewhere. For 
example, in Chatham, Ontario Steel Products Lim- 
ited, Canadian Fram Company Limited, Motor 
Wheel Industries (Chatham) Limited, and Eaton 
Spring Limited increased production staff as did 
Freedland Industries Limited in Kingsville. On the 
other hand, the International Harvester Company of 
Canada Limited laid off approximately 150 workers 
as a result of a year-end slowdown in production. In 
Windsor, Elco-Wood Industries Limited, a manufac- 
turer of truck bodies, announced intentions to cease 
operations due to declining sales; approximately 50 
employees will be affected. 

Employment conditions in chemical products re- 
mained depressed. Polymer Corporation of Sarnia 
announced the suspension of previously planned lay- 
offs pending a further review of the company’s prob- 
lems; at time of writing, cutbacks had already 
affected 125 jobs. In order to reduce transportation 
costs, Holmes Insulation Limited, a manufacturer of 
fiberglass insulation, will close its Sarnia operation 
by the summer of 1972 to relocate in Brampton. A 
maximum of 70 employees will be affected by the 
move. 


Residential construction maintained high employ- 
ment levels with skilled tradesmen such as carpenters, 
plumbers, and electricians in short supply throughout 
the district. 


Employment in institutional and commercial con- 
struction and public works projects also continued to 
be high. In London, urban renewal projects, sched- 
uled to begin early in 1972, are expected to provide 
employment for 600 construction workers. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, seasonal demands for additional postal workers 
were readily met. At the Ontario Hydro Nanticoke 
generating station near Simcoe, the first of eight 
generating units went into service in December. 


In retail trade, employment improved seasonally 
although there were initial indications that hirings 
were reduced in comparison with previous years. 
Much of the increase in labour demand was concen- 
trated in larger department stores and shopping 
plazas. In wholesale trade, seasonal hirings occurred 
at the Ontario Flue Cured Tobacco Marketing Board 
auction centres at Delhi, Aylmer and Tillsonburg. 


Most of the hiring activity in the service sector 
was concentrated in the hospitality industries. In ad- 
dition to the normal seasonal increase in demand, 
approximately 180 workers were required to staff 
two new establishments located in Sarnia with re- 
sulting shortages of qualified waitresses and dining 
room personnel.
